LAWHENCEBIIRU  JCT.,  Ind.,  Mar.-h 
89. — The  south  levee  at  Lawrenceburg 
broke  at  2:50  this  afternoon.

Dayton   Situation. 

DAYTON,  O.,  March  29.— Ther  work 
of  rehabilitation  began  here  today  as 
the  work  of  rescue  approached  Its  end. 
The  all-important  weather  showed'  Im- 
provement as  viewed  by  refugees,  for  It 
was1  warmer  and  pleasant  to  frost  and 
water  chilled  bones,  but  the  sanltary 
eftperts  accepted  the  rise  in  tempera- 
ture with  mixed  feelings,  for  the  cold 
had  retarded  the  decomposition  of  ani- 
mal   matter   and    refuse.

Col,  C,  H,  Payne,  of  New  York, 
Predicts  Great  Flood  of  U.S.

In  discussing  the  prospective  release 
of  the  tension  of  the  present  financial 
situation  and  what  it  will  mean  to  Vic- 
toria and  other  cities  of  Western  Can- 
ada, Colonel  C.  .1-1.  Tayne,  of  Now  York, 
whose  presence  in  the  city  for  the  past 
year  may  ba  takeA  as  symbolical  of  the 
growing  Intcresr  which  Wall  Street  Is 
taking  in  the  development  of  this  coun- 
try, expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would 
give  such  a  stimulus  to  trade  and  in- 
dustry as  has  never,  yet  been  witnessed. 
In  an  illuminating  summary  of  the  situ- 
ation he  forecasted  ah  early  cessation  of 
the  hostile  elements  which  are  causing 
money  to  concentrate  elsewhere,  and 
suggested  a.  number  of  local  and  pro- 
vincial undertakings  upon  which  the 
released  capital  would  Inevitably,  come 
to   expend    Itself.

Allies  Befy   rowers 

LONDON, .  March  29.— Although  tho 
great  powers  have  commanded  that  i!:« 
Balkan  war  cease,  the  fighting  contin- 
ues. The  Allies,  taking  heart  by  suc- 
cess, receive  the  Ultimatum  politely  and 
reply  that  they  agree  with  it  in  prin- 
ciple, but  cannot  accept  all   the  detail*. 

The  spectacle  of  the  six  great  powers 
working  In  harmony  on  the  Eastern 
question  is  marked  by  the  oqualiy 
strange  spect»cle  of  the  Balkan  Stat.s 
defying  them.  Meanwhile,  the  concert 
of  the  powers  remains  as  strong  only 
as  its  weakest  link,  and  since  Russ'a 
cannot  be  expected  to  use  her  army  and 
navy  against  her  Slav  brethren  to  loos- 
en their  grip  on  the  Turk,  the  proceed- 
ings have  been  reduced  to  a  diplomatic 
debate.  The  Allies  have  accepted  the 
Powers'  peace  terms,  as  "a  basis  of 
negotiations."  but  cling  to  their  de- 
termination to  ixttot  an  indemnity,  and 
refuse  to  muzzle  their  guns  until  the 
Turks  accept  their  terms.-*-  Their  ex- 
perience of  the  last  armistice,  they  de- 
clare, was  that  Turkey  uaed  It  mtiely 
to    gain     time. 

May  Satev  Oenetaattaople 

The  Bulgarian  army,  therefore,  con- 
tinues' to  batter  at  the  Tchatalja  lines, 
and,  according  to  the  last  reports,  stands 
just  where  it  did  when  the  armistice 
was  arranged  last  December.  It  is  en- 
tirely possible  that  the  Allies  may 
march  into  Constantinople  before  peaci 
Is  signed. 

The  Times  says  there  te  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  with  slight  modifications  of

man.  At  the  time  of  the  Are,  Mrs. 
Pollock,  the  aged  woman  who  lived 
therein.  Informed  the  ponce  that  It 
was  customary  for  Indians  and  others 
to  visit  the  shack  at  night  and  that 
when  she  retired  there  was  no  one  in 
the  plaee,  but  she  feared  an  Indian 
whom  she  called  "Charlie"  might  have 
come  to  the  place,  as  was  his  custom, 
to  sleep  In  the  kitchen.  No  examina- 
tion of  the.  kitchen  could  be  made  Im- 
mediately after  the  Are  but  early  yes- 
terday morning  the  police  searched  the 
premises  after  the  embers  had  cooled 
and  in  a  portion  of  the  float  used  as  a 
kitchen,  the  skull  and  portions  of  the 
bones  of  a  man  whom,  it  is  believed, 
was  "Charll©,"  were  found.  The  remains 
were  removed  pending  an  inquest  which 
will  be  held  tomorrow  morning.  Prac- 
tically nothing  Is  known  of  the  Indian. 
Mrs.  Pollock  Is  being  looked  after  by 
the  city  authorities.  All  her  ef facta 
were  destroyed  when  her  horns  wu 
burned.

Housewives  League  in  East  Cut 
Down  Prices  for  Consumer 
by  Eliminating  Middlemen 
and    Extortionate    Charges, 


How  Victoria  women  may  help  In  the 
present  agitation  for  a  city  market  was 
told  yesterday  afternoon  iby  Mrs.  Har- 
old C.  Ferree,  1709  Quadra  Street,  who 
lias   just   returned    from    H    vit.it    to    the 


East.  iMra.  Farree  said  that  while  In 
the  East  she  had  visited  Detroit,  Chi- 
cago and  New  York,  and  had  been 
g-reatly  interested  in  the  work  being 
.  done  "by  the  Housewives'  League,  organ-: 
lzed  in  New  York  a  short  time  ago  and 
now  has  branches  In  Detroit,  Chicago, 
San  Francisco  and  other  smaller  cities 
of  the  Union.  The  movement  which  is 
affiliated  with  the  Federation  of  Wo- 
men's Clubs  has  been  successful,  and 
ihas  achieved  great  results.  One  of 
these  had  been  in  disclosing  the  meth- 
ods of  the  "middlemen"  themselves. 
It  was  In  the /Housewives'  League  of 
Detroit  that  Mrs.  Kerep  was  most  in- 
terested. This  organization  commenced 
wjth  about  fifteen  ladies,  who  plf>ig«..| 
themselves  to  active  membership  in 
the  work  of  seeing-  that  such  commodi- 
ties as  fresh  eggs,  milk,  vegetables.and 
butter  were  bought  from  the  producer 
at  a  reasonable  price  and  sold  at  a  rea- 
sonable figure  to  the  consumer  wno  had 
hitherto  had  to  pay  the  often  extor- 
tionate prices  asked  by  the  middlemen. 
That  little  band  of  fifteen  now  has 
grown  Into  a  goodly  company  of  ap- 
proximatelyN  3,000.  IThere  are  500  In 
Detroit  alone,  and^tney  have  'been  suc- 
cessful in  'bringing  down  the  prices  of 
grocers,  dairymen,  milkmen  and  butch- 
ers, etc.,  the  price  of  butter  alone  hav- 
ing been  brought  down  as  low  as  thirty 
and  even  twenty-eight  cents.  They 
also  have  improved  the  condttion  of  the 
goods,  and  have  had  the  satisfaction  of 
having  their  efforts  recognized  by  the 
city,  a  prominent  citizen  of  which  has 
undertaken  to  build  them  a  market  at 
his   owp  r-ost.  ' 

Mrs.  Ferree  thiirks  that  the  reason 
why  so  many  women  dislike  the  Idea 
of  a  market  is  because  it  generally 
means  that  they  have  to  carry  their 
purchases  home.  She  found  that. the 
city  market  in  Detroit,  for  Instanoe, 
would  he  far  more  widely  patronised  If 
'there  were  a  free  delivery  attached,  and 
sfhe  was  finally  Instrumental  In  arrang- 
ing for   this   important  innovation. 

Mrs.  Ferree  is  of  the  opinion  that 
with  so  much  to  do  at  home,  there  is 
no  reason  for  women  to  worry  about 
the  vote.  They  havo  all  the  rights  they 
want,  land  all  they  have  to  do  Is  to 
step  forward  and  take  them.  She  stated 
that  she  was  expecting  a  quantity  of 
data  on  the  work  and  etojecta  of  the 
Housewives'  League  from  the  East,  and 
was  hoping,  upon  Its  arrival  to  intro- 
duce the  proposition  to  the  local  wo- 
men's  organisations.

Morwegiaa  Cabinet  to  Bert-re  ■xisting 

Legislation — Old   Age   tension* 

Will  Be  Introduced. 


CHTUSTIANIA.  Norway,  March  29.— 
Premier  Knudsen,  in  his  Ministerial 
statement  in  the  Storthing,  declared 
that  it  was  the  Intention  of  the 
Cabinet  to  follow  a  national  and 
democratic  policy,  in  accordance  with 
the  programme  which  carried  the  Left 
to  victory  in  the  recent  election.  Spec- 
ial attention  would  be  devoted,  he  said, 
to  the  economic  progress  of  the  nation. 
The  foreign,  service  would  be  reorgan- 
ised In  order  to  make  more  intimate 
Jhe  co-operation  between  the  consular 
and  diplomatic  representatives.  A  new 
government  department  to  deal  with  so- 
cial reform  was  to  be  created,  and  a 
special  department  for  trade  and  Indus- 
try. The  government  desired  to  stem 
by  legislation  the  tremendous  influx  of 
foreign  capital  into  Norway.  An  old 
age  pension  law,  embracing  the  whole 
population,  would  be  laid  before  the 
Storthing,  and  the  .sickness  and  acci- 
dent Insurance  laws  extended,  so  an  to 
include  fishermen.  Maternity  benefit 
would  also  be  Introduced.  The  exist- 
ing factory  legislation  was  to  be  revised 
in  order  to  reduce  the  hour*  of  work 
of  women  and  children  and  those  of 
night  workers,  and  Introduce  a  legal 
maximum  working  day,  while  other 
measures  will  regulate  home  work  and 
abolish  sweating.  A  bill  for  compul- 
sory arnitratlon  in  industrial  disputes 
was  also  to  be  Introduced.

Mill  Tfiffl 


Forestry  Branch  Desires  to 
Have  Wood  Taken  Out  and 
Used  Before  Decay  and 
Insects  Obtain  Firm  Hold, 


In  the  announcement  which  the  Pro- 
vincial Forest  Branch  is  making  rej- 
gardipg  timber  for  sale  along  the  G.  T. 
P  between  fallow  Head  Pass  and  Fort 
George  there. appears  an  item  of  "5, 000,- 
000  feet  of  timber  killed  in   191X." 

The  Government  is  anxious  In  the 
in  l he  interest  of  the  country,  to  have 
the  timber  taken  out  and  used  before 
decay  and  insects  get  a  firm  hold.  As 
is  well  known,  dead  timber  is  not  able 
to  resist  either  of  these  enemies,  and 
it  tfl  only  a  matter  of  time  before  what 
was  perfectly  healthy  wTood  is  filled  with 
a  network  of  insects'  borings  and  fun- 
gus growth.  Damages  to  the  extent  of 
over  $3,000,000  annually  are  estimated 
l.o  take  place  In  Kastern  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  These  losses  may 
not  be  paralleled  in  the  West,  but  there 
is  undoubtedly  va^i  depreciation  going 
on  at  ail  times  and  this  will  become 
more  and  more  noticeable  as  time  goes 
on   and   timber  and   values   increase. 

The  rate  of  deterioration  of  flre- 
killed  timber  depends  a  great  deal  on 
the  size  of  the  timber  and  proportion 
of  sapwood.  Trees  under  ,T  feet  in  dia- 
meter, if  killed  outright  by  a  crdwn  fire 
are  usually  unmerchantable  in  8  or  1 0 
years;  larger  trees,  with  thin  sapwood, 
may  remain  merchantable  for  15  or  20 
years. 

Logging  fire-killed  timber  Involves 
losses  In  many  ways,  particularly  in 
bringing  useless  parts  of  the  tree  to 
the  mill,  and  In  the  danger  of  break- 
ing when  the  trees  are  being  felled. 
There  are  difficulties  In  milling,  in  that 
the  soft,  punky  outside  layers  of  de- 
cayed logs  tako  up  gravel  which  -4s 
had    for   the   saw. 

The  average  results  of  tests  of  small 
specimens,  free  from  defects  Indicate 
that  the  wood  of  fire-killed  Douglas 
fir,  after  a  considerable  number  of 
years,  is  slightly  weaker  than  that  cut 
from  green  timber.  The  difference, 
however,  Is  not  great,  and  in  structural 
sizes  containing  the  defects  ordinarily 
found  in  timber.  very^  largely  disap- 
pears. In  tests  which  have  been  con- 
ducted bridge  stringers  of  fire-killed 
wood  proved  to  be  somewhat  less  strong 
than  tho  green  stringers  with  which 
they  were  compared:  while  the  floor 
Joists  i  of  both  kinds  of*"*wood  >  were 
about .  equal  in  strength.  In  stiffness, 
the  fire-killed  wood  was  fully  equal  to 
the   green    wood    for  all    sizes   tested. 

In  general,  tests  indicate  that  the 
sound  wood  from  fire-killed  Douglas  fir 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  may  safely  be 
used  for  general  construction  purposes,, 
and  that  Its  merits  are  nearly  If  not 
quite  equal  to 'those  of  material  from 
green,  growing  trees.  It.  should  be  em- 
phasized, however,  that  these  results  ap- 
ply only  to  sound  wood.  Pieces  show- 
ing indications  of  decay,  whether  cut 
from  green  or  from  dead  trees,  should 
he  rigidly  excluded  where  strength  or 
durability    is    important. 


First   Lithographic    Motors  * 

The  first  lithographic  picture  was  ex- 
hibited In  Munich  115  years  ago,  March 
1798,  and  wan  the  Invention  of  Alois 
Sennefelder,  who  had  bee.n  working  on 
the  process  for  over  two  years.

Ackermann,  an  Bng- 
lishman,  made  many  Improvements,  as 
did  Kngclmann  and  the  Inventor,  Sen- 
nefelder, who  died  In  1841.  printing  in 
colors  was  first  commenced  In  145B,  but 
the  first  successful  process  for  color- 
prlnting.  called  chromo-lithography,  to 
be  applied  to  pictures  Was  the  Invention 
of  George  Baxter,  tn  1136.  G.  C-  Leigh- 
ton  commenced  color-printing  by  ma- 
chinery in-  1161.  Five  years  latei-sThe 
Illustrated  London  News  Issued  the  first 
of  Its  large  colored  prints.  B.  Meyer- 
steln worked  out  a  process  t*r  print- 
ing  many  colors  at  one  Impression  In 
l»7t,  Slpce  then  the  art  of  color-print- 
ing hss  been  so  Improved  that  even  the 
cheapest  periodicals  Issue  far  better 
prints  than  the  first  crude  lithographs 
of  Sennefelder.  which  are  now  on  exhi- 
bition at  the  Munich  Museum.

BRIDLE  OCEAN  TIDES 

Plans    on    root    to    Bulla    Immediately 
Tidal    Bower    Blent    at 

t    Hiudm.   • 


The  energy  of  the  '■  tides  utilized  in 
a  scientific  manner  is  a.  new  threatened 
competitor  of  coal.  Whether  the  tide 
Is  high  or  low,  the  new  plants  will 
work  Without  interruption;  ro  they  show 
about  as  much  advance  over  the  old 
tidal  waterwheels  as  a  modern  hydro- 
electric plant  does  over  the  old  grist- 
mill wheel.  In  the  case  of  the  old. 
tidal  mills  a  pond  was  filled  at  high 
tide  and,  as  the  tide  ran  out,  the  fall 
of  water  from  the  pond  was  used  to 
turn    the   wheel. 

There  is  a  plant  on  foot  to  build  im- 
mediately at  Musum,  Germany,  a  tidal 
powerplnnt  of  this  new  order,  to  com- 
pete with  coal  energy.  It  Is  to  develop 
by  day  and  night  more  than  six  thou- 
sand horsepower.  Engineers  who  have 
looked  into  the  subject  think  it  entirely 
likely  ttyit  this  experiment  will  show* 
that  electricity  can  .be  generated  morn 
Cheaply  on  many  coasts  than  by  coal 
plants  at  present  coal  prices.  They 
anticipate  that  it  will  surely  be  a  suc- 
cess if  a  market  can  be  found  for  the 
power  day  and  night  instead  of,  as  Is 
now  the.  case,  riuring  only  a  few  hours 
of  greatest  demand.  The  "actual  cost 
of  making  the  electricity  will  he  very 
small,  but.  tha  plant,  will  bo  costly  to 
Install. 

At  Husum  It  has  been  found  that  Uio 
normal  difference  between  high  tide 
and  low  tide  Is  ten  feet  and  elghty-nve 
hundredths.  Tides  are  often  much 
higher  than  that,  but  the  added  height 
Is  of  no  value.  Land  along  the  shore 
is  low  and  marshv.  so  that  ponds  can 
be  made  by  a  system  of  dikes — the 
really  costly  part  of  the  enterprise.  Two 
big  ponds  will  be  constructed — and  pos- 
sibly s  third  reserve  pond.  When  the 
tide  Is  high  one  pond  will  be  filled,  and 
When  at  ebb  the  other  pond  will  he 
emptied. 

By  juggling  the  available  fall  of 
water  between  the  ponds,  and  between 
each  pond  and  the  sea,  It  will  be  pos- 
sible always  to  have  a  fall  of  water 
of  six  feet  or  more.  The  now  of  water 
from  the  sea  to  the  low  pond  on  a  ris- 
ing tide  and  from  tha  high  pond  to 
the  sea  on  a  falling  tide  will  be  the 
main  dependence.  Modern  turbines  will 
be  employed,  connected  with  pipes  from 
the  ponds  and  the  sea,  so  that  a .  fall 
jn  any  direction  can  be  used. 
•  The  total  Installation  Is  expected  to 
cost  11.350.000,  which  Is  a  high  figure 
abroad  for  a  project  to  generate  «,000  to 
»,800  horsepower.  The  annual  output 
would  reach  JO, 000. 000  kilowatt  hours; 
and  if  1»  could  all  he  eold  the  elec- 
tricity would  coet  only  four-tenths  of  s 
cent  a  kilowatt  hour.  If  a  market  obuld 
be  found  for  only  five  million  units  th« 
co*t  would  reach  two  and  four-tenths 
cents.  ' 

The  figures  show  that  In  places 
where  a  twenty-four-hour  service  oi 
electric  jm$ttr  can  he .  marketed,  such 
as  wouW  *»  «N*  In  some  manufactur- 
ing- operations,  the  tides  can  now  he- 
eotne  a  emnpftftor  of  coal;  end  It  has 
Seen  suggested  that  by  using  an  auxil- 
iary steam  plant  daring  hours  at  heavy 
demand,  or  accumulators  to  store  up 
«*r*r  w%ris*  the  hour*  of  .mall  de- 
mand, fH<r  pi***  safrht  become  proflt- 
ahle  gat  orolwir  StWtrto  service.

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Spire  of  New  St,  John's  House 
of  Worship  Narrowly  Es- 
capes Destruction — Vessel 
Pitched  About  by  Waves, 


Almost  wrecked  during  the  heavy 
wind  which  prevailed  ycaterduy  between 
I  and  2  o'clock  the  spire  of  the  new  St. 
John's  Church,  Quadra  Street,  had  a 
narrow  escape  from  destruction.  The 
tall  steeple  is  now  under  construction 
and  the  framework  which  extends  to  a 
considerable  height  above  the  spire  is 
still  In  place.  The  force  of  the  wind 
was  such  that  the  scaffolding  was 
twisted  and  forced  out  of  plumb.  The 
spire  within  was  not  damaged  to  any 
appreciable  extent. 

Passengers  on  the  C.  P.  R.  steamer 
Victoria  from  Seattle  to  this  port  were 
rudely  treated  by  the  blast.  While 
coming  across  and  Just  after  having 
passed  Port  Townsend  a  sudden  blow 
created  havoc.  The  vessel  had  been 
traveling  In  comparatively  quiet  water 
when,  almost  without  warning,  a  vio- 
lent wind  struck  Iter.  The  sea  was 
churned  Into  fury  in  a  few  seconds  the 
flying  spray  dashing  clear  over  the  up- 
per works  drenching  a  number  of  pas- 
sengers who  had  remained  on  deck. 
The  waves  were  of  such  force  that  the 
Victoria  pitched  about  like  a  cork. 
Many  of  the  passengers  were  overcome 
with    mal    de    mer.

Has  Narrow  Escape  When 
Pursued  by  Vicious  Brute  on 
Queen  Charlottes, 


It  is  not  a  surprising  thing  to  hear 
or  -read  stories  of  alligators  chasing 
men  In  the  everglades  of  Florida,  or  of 
beasts  of  the  Jungle  carrying  off  others 
in  Africa  or  in  India,  or  even  tales  of 
the  salty  deep,  featured  with  sea  mon- 
sters as-  only  sailors  can  feature  them, 
but  it  is  Graham  Island,  close  at  homo, 
which  now  comes  forward  with  a  quite 
new  yarn  authenticated  by  a  no  less 
reliable  official  than  Head  Superintend- 
ent Charles   Spence. 

Spence  himself  was  chased  the  other 
day  by  a  sea-lion,  one  of  those  great 
,be-whlskered,  web-pawed  creatures*  so 
numerous  in  the  waters  of  the  North. 
The  road  superintendent,  according  to 
his  story,  was  driving  In  from  the  East 
Coast  along  the  stretch  of  sandy  beach 
In  the  vicinity  of  TOW  Hill,  when'  he. 
noticed  a  great  commotion  In  the  water, 
as  though  whales  were  fighting.  Ho 
stopped  his  horse,  approached  the  scene 
of  action,  and  saw  a  great  hirsute  head 
raised,  while  two  dark  eyes  gleamed 
angrily   from   the  tangle  of  matted  hair 

The  animal  seemed  distressed,  so 
Mr.  Spence,  naturally  somewhat  curious, 
as  he  had  never  seen  a  sea-lion  at  close 
range,  moved  yet  closer.  With  a  gut- 
tural roar,  the  sea-lion  raised  his  bulk 
upon  the  sandy  beach  and  bounded  to- 
wards him.  Mr.  Spence  lost  no  time  In 
moving  towards  his  buggy,  but  the  sea- 
lion  pursued  with  almost  Incredible 
speed,  and  Mr,  Spence  had  barely  tlm« 
to  whip  up  and  dash  away  as  the  brute 
sprang  viciously  at  the  wheel.  The  bull 
roared  Its  anger  at  the  fleeing  road 
superintendent,  and  then  retreated  to 
the  sea  with  Its  curious  half  bound,  half 
sprawl.

Military  affairs  in  the  city  of  Victoria 
are  moving  with  considerable  celerity  at 
the  present  time.  A  series  of  interesting 
and  arduous  artillery  tests  have  Jus* 
been  carried  out  by  the  Kii'tn  Regiment 
at  Work  Point,  and  the  new!)'  formed 
88th  Fusiliers  are  on  the  e\  e  ot  their 
first  examination.  In  addition  to  these 
events  No.  3  Company  of  the  Klr'th  Regi- 
ment is  contemplating  a  banipiet  L,  in 
honor  of  the  excellent  work  done  by 
Major    Harris    in    Kngland    last    year. 

The  examination  of  the  88th  applies 
only  to  the  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers.  It  takes  place  in  the 
Drill  Hall  next  Thursday  and  Friday 
i  vciiings.  In  all  there  wii!  he  about 
thirty  candidates  up  for  the  test,  which 
Is  held  under  the  terms  of  the  M.lltia 
Act  of  Canada.  For  the  past  six  weeks 
the  officers  have  been  studying  for  this 
ordeal,  but  as  In  the  majority  of  cases 
the  candidates  hold  certificates  from  the 
British  Admiralty,  it  is  not  anticipated 
that  any  appreciable  difficulty  will  be 
encountered. 

Drilling  Every   w««k 

While  the  officers  have  been  prepar- 
ing themselves  for  this  Initial  t . •  h t .  the 
rank  and  tile  has  been  drilling  every 
week  in  the  Drill  Hall,  and  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  leading  officers  very  con- 
siderable progress  hns  been  made.  The 
strength  of  the  regiment  Is  estimated 
at  the  present  time  at  about  130.  hut 
it  is  expected  that  after  the  preliminary 
tests  are  over  and  more  time  can  be 
devoted  to  recruiting  and  parading  the 
strength  will  be  greatly  increased.  Ow- 
ing to  the  work  In  hand  it  has  been  im- 
possible for  the  officers  to  pay  any  .par- 
ticular attention  to  recruiting,  but  a'tor 
this  week  the  office  will  be  opened  a;,-ain 
and  recruits  will  be  welcomed.  While 
not  all  the  men  have  been  supplied  with 
khaki  a  fair  proportion  of  them  has 
been,  and  an  additional  supply  of 
clothes  Is  expected  very  soon.  Those 
who  have  the  khaki  appear  and  drill  lp 
uniform  on  every  ocasslon.  It  is  the  In- 
tention of  the  officers  to  hold  a  parade 
Just  as  soon  as  all  the  men  have  been 
supplied  with  the  uniform,  as  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  the  public  appearance  of 
the  regiment  will  go  a  long  way  towards 
advertising  the  claims  of  the  service 
upon  the  minds  of  the  youth  of  the 
community. 

No.  3  Company  of  the  Fifth  Regiment 
has  called  a  meeting  of  the  men  to  be 
held  after  drill  on  Monday  evening  for 
the  purpose  of  selecting  one  of  their 
:>umber  to  act  as  secretary  during  the 
enforced  absence  of  Corporal  Paget,  who 
had  the  misfortune  to  meet  with  an  ac- 
cident on  Government  Street  a  few  weeks 
ago,  which  has  necessitated  bis  confine- 
ment to  bed.  The  meeting  will  also 
discuss  the  proposal  to  hold  a  banquet 
in  the  near  future  to  celebrate  the  suc- 
cess of  Major  Harris'  (then  Captain 
Harris)  in  England  last  year  at  the 
artillery  competitions.  The  present 
idea  among  the  men  is  to  hold  the 
banquet  .

In  the  past  year,  according-  to  the 
statement  of  the  ehi«f  forsstsr,  over 
20  per  cent,  of  the  fires  which  the 
forest  rang-ers  had  to  fight  were  caused 
by    campers. 

The  list  which  appears  In  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Forest  Branch 
shows    that    fin  is    originated    as    follows.: 

Campers,  38;  rallwuy  locomotives,  34; 
lightning,  L'3;  donkey  engines,  11;  rail- 
way construction,  H;  public  road  con- 
struction, 9:  uncontrolled  permit  fires, 
S;  smokers,  7;  accidents,  6;  logging 
railways,    6;    prospectors,    3;    Indians,    3. 

How  main  of  the  188  fires  of  which 
the  causes  are  still  unknown,  were  the 
result  of  an  untended  camp  fire  Is 
open  to  surmise,  but  as  In  most  of 
the  other  risks,  such  as  railway  and 
road  construction,  and  logging  opera- 
tions, the  existence  of  fire  Is  at  once 
known,  the  camper  may  be  JUstly  held 
to  account  for  a  very  large  propor- 
tion   of    the    season's    conflagrations. 

Stringent  reflations  have  been 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Hallway  Com- 
m!ssioners  of  Canada  to  cover  the  risk 
of  new  railroads  under  construction  in 
the    Province,     the    patrol       has 

every  .possible  precaution  urged  upon 
loKglns  operations.  The  Forest  Branch 
is  endeavoring  to  co-operate  in  every 
way  with  those  who  have  work  to  per- 
form which  Is  attended  with  danger  to 
the  forest.  But  the.  greatest  danger  of 
nil.  that  of  the  man  who  Is  careless 
with  his  camp  fire,  still  remains  open, 
and  it  can  be  removed  only  by  in- 
creased watchfulness  on  the  part  of 
every  Individual  who  uses  the  woods 
for    pleasure    or    profit.

The  wind  may  come  up  at  any 
time  and  start  a  fire  which  you  cannot 
control;  ifi)  If  you  discover  a  fire,  put 
it  out  if  possible;  if  you  can't  get 
word  of  It  to  the  nearest  forest  ranger 
or  fire  warden  as  quickly  as  you  pos- 
sibly   can.

The  newspaper  accounts  of  the  visit 
of  Dr.  Frledmann  to  Mew  York  remind 
one  of  the  New  Testament  stories  of 
the  sick  who  crowded  around  the  Great 
Physician  as  He  moved  from  place  to 
place.  One  cannot  wonder  that.  the 
German  Investigator  Is  troubled.  To 
look  on  misery  which  he  cannot  cure, 
to  send  away  broken-hearted  mothers, 
discouraged  wane-earners  and  youn* 
men  rfnd  women  who  should  be  In  the 
full  flush  of  health  and  vtnor,  must 
pain  the  heart  of  him  who  feels  himself 
responsible  for  the  awakening  of  hopes 
impossible    to    be    reajlzed. 

While  It  may  yet  he  hoped  that  l>r. 
Frledmann's  remedy  may  restore  health 
in  many  cases  of  tuberculosis.  only 
those  who  arc  victims  of  the.  fatal 
disease  will  have  faith  to  believe  It 
will    do    so    In    all. 

But  this  visit,  showin?  as  it  does,  the 
terrible  prevalence  of  this  disease  In  the 
States  and  provinces  of  Ea-stern  Amer- 
ica, should  rouse  the  \\Vst  to  a  deter- 
mination to  prevent  the  conditions 
which  are  responsible  for  the  prevalence 
of  tuberculosis  In  cities.  yfhile  we 
pray  that  a  cure  may  be  found  for  the 
afflicted,  we  should  work  and  watch  and 
struggle  to  preserve  the  health  of  our 
younger   communities. 

We  know  that  fresh  air,  sunlight. 
good  food  and  exercise  will  enable  the 
hitman  body  to  resist  the  entrance  into 
the  system  of  the  germs  of  consump- 
tion. 

In  the  mild  climate  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  there  Is  not  the  temptation  to 
shut  out  tlte  outside  air  during  the 
Winter  months  that  exists  where  the 
temperature  drops  below  s:ero.  The 
overcrowding  thst  poisons  the  air  Qf 
ths  tenement  districts  has  not  yet 
weakened  the  constitutions  of  the  chil- 
dren of  our  cities.  In  our  time  of  pros- 
perity it  Is  possible  for  fathers  and 
mothers  to  supply  their  tables  with 
plenty  of  good  wholesome  food.  These 
(re  some  of  the  causes  for  the  compar- 
ative immunity  which  Victoria  enjoys 
from   the  scourge  of  consumption.

great  vigilance  to  keep  the  health  of 
Its  Inhabitants  up  to  the  present  high 
standard.  Every  woman  who  sees  that 
her  kouse,  however  humble,  la  kept  clean 
and  well  aired,  who  prepares  wholesome 
meals  for  her.  husband  and  children  ana 
feeds  toef  ;b»by  as  It  ought  to  be  fed.

Housekeepers  do  not  real- 
iz<.  ,!,,,  thev  as  well  as  producers  and 
middlemen  are  responsible  for  the  qual- 
ity  of    the    food    placed   on    their    tables. 

A  Vain  Appeal 

The  women  of  Turk?y  have  issue!  an 
appeal  to  the  queens  of  the  Christian 
countries  to  use  their  influence  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  war.  Five  thousand^  of 
the.  Mussulman  women  met  In  the  t  ni- 
versity  of  Stambou!  and  framed  an  ad- 
dress which  has  been  telegraphed  to  all 
the   courts   of    Kurope. 

The  queens  are  appealed  to  on  the 
grounds  of  Christianity  and  womarhood 
to  put  an  end  to  a  cruel  war  in  which 
every  precept  and  principle  of  Christi- 
anity has  been  violated.  The>  aver 
that  while  the  war  has  been  called  a 
crusade,  the  soldiers  have  committed 
ootrases  on  defenceless  women  and 
children  and  killed  aged  men.

of  the  terrified  women  and  children  who 
flee  before  them  and  go  as  far  as  Ashi 
in  search  of  security;  let  It  he  asked 
„f  the  thousands  of  wretched  people 
vho  have  been  unable  to  floe  and  whose 
corpses  are  rotting  in  the  mire,  after 
their  poor  bodies  had  been  subjected  to 
such  tortures  and  such  shameful  out- 
rages that  we,  as  women  addressing  ft 
woman  must,  out  of  respect  for  un- 
common decency,  abstain  from  conjur- 
ing up   too  accurate  a  picture  of  it."

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Victoria   Wins   World's 

Ice  Hockey  Championship 


Curtain  Is  Rung  Down  on  Sport 
in  Victoria  for  Season  After 
Closing  Ceremony  of  Sur- 
passing Fitness. 


Clearly  defeating  the  Quebecs  at  their 
own  game  and  then  outplaying  them 
In  the  Western  atyle  without  any  diffi- 
culty, the  Victoria  team  won  the  hockey 
championship  of  the  world  at  the 
Arena  las*  night,  the  score  being  6  to 
i.  Full  of  acintiUatlngly  brilliant  plays 
and  thrilling  moments,  the  contest  vvrh 
well  worthy  of  the  occasion  which  It 
marked — the  triumph  of  the  West  over 
the,  Ea*t  In  a  sport  which  had  its  birth 
in  thyEast,  and  in  which  the  Eastern- 
ers ;wwe  once  considered  invincible.  The 
.scene  at  the  close  of  last  night's  game 
almost  baffles  description.  A  roar  that 
shook  the  building  to  its  foundations 
rose  from  more  than  4,000  throats,  tW 
crowd  poured  down  on  the  ice,  a.u.ii  Les-t* 
tor  Palrick  unci  !iN  team-mates  were 
surrounded  by  a  madly-delighted  throng, 
patted  on  the  back  until  what  little 
breath  they  had  left  was  knocked  out 
of  them,  and  shaken  by  the  hand  so  fre- 
quently that  wriSt  sprain  threatened 
each  and  every  one.  Before  leaving 
the  Ice,  thtt  Victorias  ^atiund  in  a 
knot  at  centre  ice  and  gave  voice  to 
a  paen  of  triumph,  which  took  the  form 
of    three    lusty    cheers. 

Clean    Cut    Victory 

So'  clean  cut  and  decisive  was  the 
— -victory  of  the  Victorians — mat — there 
could  be  no  doubt  as  to  which  was  the 
superior  team,  even  allowing  for  the. 
fact  that  the  Quebec  National  As- 
sociation champions  were  -on  strange 
ice.  The  Coast  champions  outplayed 
their  opponents  on  all  but  a  few  inter- 
mittent occasions,  when  the  visitors 
showed  flashes  of  desperate  speed,  and 
never  looked  like  anything  else  but  win- 
ners. The  struggle  was  started  under 
six-man  rules,  and  expectations  of  the 
onlookers  was  that  the  Westerners 
would  have  difficulty  holding  their  own 
in  the  first  half.  But  far  was  it  from 
that.  Breaking  down  a  stonewall 
Eastern  defence,  after  ten  minutes  of 
terrible  bombardment,  Patrick's  red- 
sweatered  puck-chasers  were  not  to  Jse 
dcried,  and  before  the  halfway  mark 
was  reached  had  chased  in  four  goals,  - 
twice  as  much  as  they  needed  to  win. 
Under  the  seven-man  rules  the  Quebecs 
loomed  tip  prominently  in  spurts  and 
gave  Lindsay  a  bad  time,  but  the  lat- 
ter was  in  the  same  old  form  that  made 
him  premier  goaltender  on  the  Coast 
this  season  and  none  of  the  easy  shots 
got  by  him  and  only  one  of  the  many 
dangerous  ones. 

Everybody    Starred 

Every  one  of  the  local  men  played 
grand  hockey  and  so  did  the  visitors, 
Lester  Patrick,  Bobby  Genge,  Poulin, 
Lindsay,  Malone  and  Crawford  probably 
shading  the  others  by  just  a  trifle. 
Bobby  Genge  had  easily  the  best  night 
i.f  his  career  on  the  Coast  and  his 
wicked  shooting  was  responsible  for 
several    goals. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  largest  crowd 
of  the  season  was  on  hand,  every  pos- 
sible bit  of  available  standing  space  be- 
in -t  taken  The  refereeins  was  excel- 
lent. Tommy  Phillips  and  Field  hand- 
ling the  game  with  absolute  Im- 
partiality. 

Last  night's  encounter  signalized  the 
drop  of  the  curtain  on  hockey  in  Vic- 
toria for  this  season,  and  it  would  be 
a  very  unreasonable  fan  who  would 
quarrel  with  the  finishing  ceremony.  In 
addition  to  the  honor  which  it  brought 
Victoria  it  was  comparatively  clean  of 
roughness. 

rirst  Period 
The  Quebecs  won  the  toss  and  elected 
to  start  with   the  six-man  game.     A  few 
minutes   previous   to   the  commencement 
Lester      Patrick       received      a    wireless 
message  from   the  Princess   May   asking 
him  to  delay  the  game  for  200  fight  ljans 
who  were  on  their  way  to  the  game  from 
Steveston    and    refused.      Tommy    Smith 
took  the  first  shot  of  the  game,  Lindsay 
making  a  nice  save.

the  first  team.  So  Tommy  became  cap- 
tain of  the  second  team. 

That  was  a  rip-snorter  of  a  second 
team.  At  practice  they  used  to  bom- 
bard the  senior  nets  so  hard  that  the 
senior  goal-tend  lost  four  eye-glasses 
in  one  night.  One  fine  Winter's  even- 
ing Tommy  suggested  a  game,  a  real 
game,  with  officials,  between  the  Aber- 
deen senior  and  Junior  teams.  '  The 
idea  caught  on.  The  club's  supporters 
were  beginning  to  talk. 

So  the  match  was  arranged  for  the 
following  night  What  happened  is  a 
matter  of  sporting  history.  Tommy 
Dunderdale's  team  won  out  by  about  55 
goals  to  8. 

At  the  oyster  supper  later  on  that 
same  night  Tommy  announced  his  resig- 
nation from  the  Aberdeens.  Today  he 
IS  top  scorer  of  the  B.  C.  professional 
league.

People  *of  Communities  Com- 
mencing to  Realize  Their 
Duty  in  the  Matter— Many 
Possibilities  Outlined, 


"The  sociological  Idea  of  city  plan- 
ning Is  taking  rodt  at  lust,"  said  Mr. 
J2.  Ewart  Culpin,  secretary  of  the  City 
Planning  Association  of  England,  in  the 
course  of  an  interview  given  to  The 
Montreal  Gazette.  Mr.  Culpin,  who  has 
lii-tii  in  Anurleu  fur  two  months,  was 
in  -Montreal  to  lecture  under  the  aus- 
pice^ of  the  City  Improvement  League 
on  "The  Making  and  Remaking  of 
Cities." 

"The  people  are  recognizing,'-  contlnu- 
i.l  Mr.  Culpin,  "that  It  la  the  duty  of 
the  city  to  not  only  make  Itself  beauti- 
ful to  look  at,  but,  more  important  still, 
beautiful  to  live  in.  This  means  that 
not  only  is  attention  being  given  to  pro- 
viding pleasing  views,  artistic  public 
liuikimg-B  and  beautiful  parks  and  gar- 
dens, but  that  the  movement  is  now 
getting  dow;n  to  the  very  unit  of  the 
city — the  eltizen.  The  housing  problem 
is  becoming  recognized  as  the  one  de- 
manding immediate  settlement,  and  the 
first  step  toward  solving  that  problem 
is  to  secure  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
city  making. 

"The  systematic  planning  of  cities  is 
no  new  thing.  There  is  In  existence  a 
plan,  drawn  5,000  years  before  Christ. 
for  a  town  designed  as  a  dwelling-place

Improve  living  conditions  for  all  citi- 
zens. Some  cities,  are  now  spending 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on 
civic  centres,  when  the  money  might 
much  more  profitably  be  expended  on 
better    housing." 

Montreal's    Weeda. 

When  asked  if  he  intended  to  <Ieal 
In  detail  with  Montreal's  needs  In  city 
planning,  Mr.  Culpin  replied:'  "I  make 
lt-„a  rule  not  to  criticize  or  advise  the 
people  of  the  cities  where  I  appear.  I 
come  to  talk  only  of  principles,  not  to 
tfcll  the  people  how  to  run.  their  own  , 
cltiet..  I  am  in  America  by  the  Invita- 
tion of  certain  organizations  whose 
members  think  that  they  can  learn  some 
helpful  facts  from  what,  we  have  ac- 
complished in  England.  I  do  make  a 
practice,  however,  of  speaking  specifi- 
cally of  bousing  conditions  as  1  find 
them,  nnd  after  I  have  had  »  chance 
to  looR  Into  Montreal's  slum  districts 
I  may  have  something  to  say  of  them. 
I  have  seen  things  In  America  which 
were  astonishing  in  view  of  the  com- 
parative newness  of  all  the.  cities.  I 
have  seen  communities  not  twelve 
years  old  where,  the  housing  condi- 
tions were  deplprnble  and  most  Inex- 
cusable. In  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
continent  still  has  thousands  of  square 
miles   of    unoccupied    land 

"To  one  coming  from  Europe,  the 
unfinished  appearance  nf  the  young 
cities  cvf  the  West  Is  striking.'  Th'.s 
condition,  however,  is  not  only  inevit- 
able from  their  rapid  growth  and  the 
transitional  stage  through  which  they 
are  passing,  but  is  an  advantage,  in 
giving  these  communities  an  oppor- 
tunity to  avail  themselves  of  ambi- 
tious plans  of  Improvement  which 
would  be  Impossible  In  old  and  solid- 
ly built  up  cities.  Some  of  the  un- 
desirable features  In  the  latter  centres 
can  never  be  remedied,  but  they  can 
and  should  nlan  their  extensions  so 
as    to    provide    for    future    growth. 

"The  new  phase  of  the  city  planning 
movement  which  I  am  endeavoring 
to  promote  Is  being  enthusiastically 
received,  because  .  the  people  realize 
that  they  will  be  directly  ■  benefited 
We  are  showing  them  that  the  provi- 
sion of  proper  housing  Is  not  an  ex- 
pense but  a  saving.  We  are  con- 
vincing them  that  elty-plannlng  means 
the  provision  of  cheap,  clean  houses 
In  sanitary  and  attractive  districts. 
The  greatest  thing  about  the  move- 
ment Is  that  every  citizen  is  bene- 
fitted except  the  unscrupulous  real  es- 
tate speculator,  and  I  f«ncy  no  one 
will    feej    any   sympathy    for    him."

Both  in  England  and  in  France  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  a  thor- 
ough and  scientific  investigation  of  the 
system  of  locating  subterranean  water 
and  minerals  by  means  of  the  divining 
rod,  and  in  Germany  a  Divining  Rod 
Society  has  been  formed,  having  as  its 
president  the  professor  of  hydraulics  in 
the  University  of  Stuttgart.  The  mat- 
ter is  one  of  very  considerable  interest 
especially  to  artesian  well  engineers, 
for  though  a  gnerul  knowledge  of  til"' 
geology  of  a  district  may  Indicate  that 
water  should  be  found  in  certain  strata, 
it  is  often  a  very  risky  enterprise  to 
sink  a  costly  well  purely  on  geological 
data,  says  The  London  Telegraph.  Some 
experts  hold  that 'it  is  equally  risky  to 
depend  upon  a  "water  diviner,"  but 
there'  is  plenty  of  evidence  to  show  that 
in  a -large  number  of  cases  water  has 
been  found  in  copious  quantities  as  a 
result  of  the  efforts  of  the  "diviner." 

Exactly  how  the  water  is  located  is 
still  a  mystery  and  it  Is  with  the  object 
of  solving  this  mystery  that  the  forth- 
coming investigations  are  to  be  made, 
it  will  probably  be  found  that  the  phe- 
nomenon is  dependent  upon  electrical, 
magnetic,  or  possibly  even  radio-active 
forces,  in  some  wuy  inherent  in  under- 
ground water  or  metallic  minerals, 
these  affecting  the  "diviner"  subcon- 
sciously, thus  causing  the  divining  rod 
to  make  its  characteristic  movements. 
Color  is  lent  to  suppositions  of  this 
character  by  the  statement  of  an  ex- 
pert water-finder  that  though  his  rod 
Indicated  by  Its  movement  the  presence 
of  water  when  he  was  standing  on  solid 
earth,  no  movement  occurred  when  h 
stood  above  the  same  spot  on  a  flat 
piece  of  wood  which  was  effectively  in- 
sulated from  any  earth  currents  by  its 
resting  on  glass  supports.  Further,  he 
records  that  it  is  only  water  in  move- 
ment that  has  any  effect  on  the  rod, 
the  latter  not  moving,  for  example, 
when  he  stood  above  a  water  main  in 
which  the  water  had 'been  turned  off 
without  his  knowledge,  though  Instant- 
ly the  flow  recommenced  so  did  the 
movements  of  the  dMvinlng  rod.  These 
facts  certainly  seem  to  indicate  that 
water  divining  is  not  m»re  bluff  or 
guess-work,  and  it  Is  to  bo  hoped  that 
the  tests  which  are  shortly  to  be  mode 
will  enable  water  divining  to  be  raised 
to  the  level  of  an  exact  science,  when 
It  will  be  of  vast  service  to  the  com- 
munity. 

Electricity  is  now  being  applied  for 
the  purpose  of  locating  the  position  of 
metalliferous  ores,  the  old-fashioned 
method  of  observing  the  "dip"  of  mag- 
netic needles  being  replaced  by  a  sys- 
tem in  which  the  telephone  playa  an 
Important  part.  The  area  that  is  sus- 
pected of  being  metalliferous  is  "elec- 
trified" by  causing  an  alternating  cur- 
rent of  high  voltage  to  pass  between 
two  metal  rods  which  are  placed  a 
few  hundred  yards  apart  and  partly  Im- 
bedded In  the  earth.  The  result'  of 
this  la  that  a  great  electrified  earth  dis- 
turbance Is  created  for  aome  minutes 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  two  roda  and  thia 
disturbance  can  be  detected  by  meana 
of  a  special  telephone  connected  to  two 
other  roda  which  can  be  moved  about 
the  area.  If  the  earth  la  homogeneous 
througout  the"  aound  received  at  th* 
telephone  la  uniform  wnerovor  tit*  «aj(jrtjt 
is  "tapped,"  but\aJ»«ttM;%B';ift|^.,f,*Mf;

LONDON,  March  «L— A  further  in- 
stallment of  th*  correspondence  on  the 
affairs  of  the  Congo,  embracing  tin- 
period  from  Die  end  of  November,  1911, 
to  the1  end  of  January  of  the  present 
year,  has  been  Issued  as  a  White  Paper. 
The  various  documents  contained  in  the 
volume  afford  «..  instructive  insight 
into  the  new  conditions  in  the  Conno 
and  Indicate  a  marked  Improvement 
upon  the  old.  Abuses  and  atrocities 
still  occur,  as  the  reports  of  Rev.  John 
Harris  and  some  other  missionaries,  as 
well  as  the  memorial  to  Sir  JJJ.  Grey 
I'rwnt  the  Congo  Reform  Association, 
quoted  in  the  correspondence,  prove, 
also  the  genetal  economic  and  social 
conditions  of  the  natives  still  leave 
much  to  be  desired.  Nevertheless,  even 
Mr.  Harris,  as  quoted  by  Consul  Lamont 
in  his  report  of  January  17,  1912,  is 
prepared  to  admit  that  "the  day  of 
atrocities  has  passed  and  that  brutality 
only  shows  Itself  in  Isolated  cases:  fur- 
ther, that  the  general  trend  of  opinion 
and  activity  is  now  firmly  set  against 
them."  Mr.  Harris  is  also  "inclined  to 
believe  that  the  collection  of  the  head 
tax  is  being  carried  on  with  less  harsh- 
ness than  formerly  and  that  natives 
proving  inability  to  pay  are  accorded  a 
measure    of    consideration." 

The  'White  Paper  states  that  the  sys- 
tem of  forced  labor  -for  public  work  has 
now  been  completely  abolished  in  the 
whole  of  the  colony;  that  by  the  end 
of  1813  the  system  of  taxes  to  be  paid 
In  coin  was  introduyed  throughout  the 
first  two  zones  thrown,.- open  to  com- 
merce; that  the  same  system  was  in- 
troduced into  the  third  and  remaining 
zone  in  the  Summer  of  1S12;  that  "a 
sweeping  change  and  one  of  the  ut- 
most importance,"  was  decreed  in  April 
lest  year  with  regard  to  the  system  of 
administration  of  the  districts:  that 
new  and  stringent  legislation  Is  now 
obtaining  throughout  the  Congo  with 
regard  to  firearms;  that  a  permanent 
commission  was  instituted  last  Summer 
for  the  protection  of  the  natives:  that 
from  the  beginning  of  the  present  year 
the  sole  and  delivery  to  natives  of  dis- 
tilled  alcoholic  liquor  has  been  prohib- 
ited .throughout  the  colony  and  that 
various  officials,  convicted  of  abuse  of 
authority  of  of  commission  of  atroci- 
ties,   have    been    severely,  punished.      ,

from  Influential  residents  of  Northern 
Cariboo.  In  these,  interesting  new 
ground  of  objection  ki  taken,  aside  and 
altogether  distinct  from  thai,  occupied 
by  historians  and  geographers — namely, 
that  the  mere  caprice  of  a  speculative 
private  company  in  connection  with  the 
exploitation  of  its  townsites  should  not 
prnvail  with  the  Government  to  the  de- 
struction of  hiatory,  and  the  confusion 
of    the   woVk   of   western   geographers. 

These  may  be  regarded  as  sentimental 
objections  to  the  suggested  change  of 
name.  The  arguments  advanced  in  t'he 
wired  protests  of  the  past  few  days 
are,  on  the  other  hand,  strictly  com- 
mercial. The  Government,  It  is  thus 
contended,  should  very  seriously  con- 
sider the  effect  of  the  proposal  from 
the  artandpoint  of  its,  unsettling  the  in- 
vestor— and  more  paftlcWMMy  the  hon- 
resident  investor — ujpon  whom  British 
Columbia  is  necessarily  largely  depend- 
ent for  development  capital.

By  ^consenting  to  the  obliteration 
of  the  century-old  name.  Fort  George, 
it  is  contended  that  the  Provincial  au- 
thorities would  inevitably  depreciate  ma- 
terially the  value  of  their  own  holdings. 
At  the  same  time,  it  is  pointed  out, 
the  Government  should  not  permit  the 
confidence  of  the  outside  investor  to  be 
shaken  In  order  to  allow  a  railway  to 
possibly  serve  the  interests  of  its  sub- 
sidiary   townsite  company. 

And  in  this  connection,  it  I«  stated 
that  itjs  not  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Hallway  Company  which  is  applying-  for 
the  history-shattering  name  -change,  but 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Development 
Company,  a  subsidiary  really  organiza- 
tion, which  believes  it  can  thereby  gain 
some  advantage  in  uulckly  selling  its 
properties. 

"However,"  remarks  one  correspondent 
in  opposition  to  the  requested  change, 
"the  course  now  being  adopted  is  simply 
In  accord  with  every  other  action  on  this 
company's  part.

Undertakers  Too  Busy 

A  trainload  of  supplies  is  expected 
soon  from  Washington.  The  activity  of 
certain  local  undertakers  called  forth 
the  wrath  of  Mayor  Dupuy,  who  issued 
a  statement  in  which  he  called  them 
"ghouls"  for  their  fevertsh  activity  in 
seeking  out  bodies,  and,  It  is  alleged, 
sometimes  burying  them  without  mak- 
ing a  report  to  the  authorities.  He  de- 
clared that  they  were  "trying  to  work 
a  holdup  game  on  helpless  friends  and 
relatives  of  those  who  have  lost  their 
lives." 

The  majority  of  the  bodies  of  flood 
victims  will  be  found  burled  under  the 
debris  of  the  Miami,  and  far  down  the 
Miami  River,  near  Mlamlsburg,  Middle- 
town  and  Hamilton,  in  the  opinion  of 
men  who  have  examined  the  grounds. 
Few  people  were  caught  in  their  homes, 
as  most  of  them  had  received  sufficient 
warning  of  the  approaching  disaster  to 
enable  them  to  get  out  before  the  flood 
assumed  dangerous  proportions.

Use  of  Oil  as  l*nel. 

The  decision  to  use  the  space  between 
the  Inner  and  outer  shells  of  the  Olym- 
pic for  the  storage  of  oil,  to  be  experi- 
mentally used  as  fuel  for -one  of  the 
mighty  boilers.  1s  an  interesting  devel- 
opment In  the  use  of  oil  as  fuel  which 
is  so  familiar  a  practice  on  certain 
Western  railways.  Nor  is  the  use  of  oil 
for  vessels  any  longer  a  novelty.  One 
steamship  company,  with  headquarters 
in  the  Far  Rant,  has  twenty-one  oil- 
hurning  ships  In  its  service;  two  trans- 
atlnntlc  lines  have  vessels  equipped 
with  apparatus  enabling  them  to  utilize 
oil.  Indeed,  the  liquid  fuel  is  far  more 
generally  used  at  sea  than  on  land.  A 
great  advantage  Is  that,  instead  of  the 
difficult  transmission  of  coal  bags 
from  a  collier,  oil  can  he  pumped 
through  flexible  tubes  Into  the  hold  of 
a  ship  to  be  supplied  In  rough  weather. 
In  such  a  ship  as  the  Olympic  there  Is 
an  enormous  saving  of  cargo  room 
through  the  possibility  of  oil  storage 
in  space  not  otherwise  utilized.  The 
•  Serman  fleet  on  the  China  station  re- 
gularly uses  oil:  so  do  ships  of  the 
Dutch  navy  and  the  Italian  Admiralty. 
In  the  Far  Fast,  since  Sir  Marcus  Sam- 
uel developed  the  Borneo  oil  fields, 
there  are  rich  supplies  for  the  constant- 
ly Increasing  use  of  liquid  fuel 
throughout  the  surrounding  region,  sup- 
plemented by  the  product  of  the  valu- 
able  oil    wells    in    Burmah. 

The  advantages.  In  brief,  are  the  re- 
duction of  weight  and  space  and  num- 
ber of  men;  the  absence  of  cinders  and 
the  control  of  smoke:  the  lease  with 
which  an  even  temperature  can  he 
maintained:  the  absence  of  cumbersome 
gear  fur  handling  the  coal  and  the 
ashee  therefrom.

world.  Tf  one  cannot  see  why  I  wish 
to  go  by  his  own  thinking,  he  can  nort 
see  if  1  explain  it  to  trim,  1  wish  to 
make  some  scientific  observations  of 
the  of«»n  currents  and  the  air  currents 
in  those  high  latitudes.  I  already  have 
made  discoveries  which  convince  me 
iluii  the  antic  currents  flowing  down 
into  the  great  body  of  the  Atlantic  and 
the  Pacific  Oceans  act  as  a  fertilizer 
to  the  used  up  waters  there.  Food  for 
the  fishes,  which  Is  so  important  an 
item  of  the  world'*  food  supply  is  sup- 
plied- by  these  Arctic  and  Antarctic  cur- 
rents. I  want  to  find  out  just  how  this 
is  accomplished,  and  this  is  one  object 
of  my  trip.  1  would  like  well  enough 
to  stay  in  civilization,    but  I   will   go. 

"I  shall  leave  San  Francisco  Bay  In 
June,  pro'bably  1913,  equipped  for  a  sev- 
en year  drift  across  the  Arctic  Ocean. 
I  shall  sail  in  my  old  ship  the  Frarn, 
the  good  old  Fram.  She  is  now  at 
Buenos  Ayres,  and  will  come  around 
Cape   Horn   to   me. 

■1  will  take  forty  dogs  on  the  trip 
and  1  will  get  the  dogs  either  in  Alaska 
or  Siberia,  if  the  ice  takes  me  right 
I  shall  drift  right  across  the  North 
I'ole.  I  hope  to  land  near  Spitzenberg, 
maybe  in  five  years.  It  is  to  study  the 
region,  not  for  further  exploration. 
The  North  Pole  has  been  discovered." 
Asked  regarding  the  unforunate 
Scott  party  on  the  south  polar  expedi- 
tion,  Amundsen    said: 

"J  was  never  nearer  Scott  than  ISO 
land  miles.  We  were  coming  back  from 
the  pole  when  they  were  fcoing  in.  They 
followed  our  tracks  over  the  high  plat- 
eau for  1  jo  miles.  We  were  one  month 
ahead  of  them.  I  never  met  Scott,  nor 
did  1  hear  of  his  death  until  1  Was  lec- 
turing   at    Madison.    Wis. 

"1  saw  much  coal  in  that  Antarctic 
continent;  it  is  cropping  out  through 
the  snow  amohg  the  rocks.  I  know  of 
no  other  mineral  there.  The  geological 
formations  and  remains  showed  thHt 
there  was  once  a  tropical  climate  there. 
1  doubt  if  the  coal  supplies  can  ever  be 
generally  utilized,  it  win  be  some  time 
before  they  run  week-end  encurslon* 
there. 

"I  wish  to  prevent  confusion  regard- 
ing my  comlnx  trip  and  the  trip  in 
Which  we  made  the  NortliWK-t  Passage. 
The  Northwest  Passage  in  the  old  OJoa. 
was  started  from  the  east,  and  we  drift- 
ed westward  along  the  northern  .oasts 
of  Canada  and  Alaska,  coming 
through  the  Bering  Straits  into 
Pacific.  The.  next  trip  we  will 
straight:  north  through  the  Straits 
try    to    oro«S    the    pole."

The,  amalgamation  will  be 
known  as  the  (National  Union  of  Rail- 
wayman and  will  iliave  as  Its  president, 
Mr.  Arthur  Bellamy,  a  working  driver 
on  the  London  S  Northwestern  Rail- 
way. Mr.  Bellamy,  who  is  a  Justico  of 
the  Peace  for  Stockport,  has  been  for 
the  laat  three  years  president  of  the 
Amalgamated  Society  of  Railway  Ser- 
vants 

It  has  been  recognized  among  the 
leaders  of  the  labor  movement  In  Great 
Britain  that  the  weJtkneas  of  the  trade 
unlon«  lay  in  their  lack  of  unity.  A 
sreat  movement  In  favor  of  amalgama- 
tion was  therefore  set  on  foot,  and  at 
the  trade  union  congress  at  Newport 
last  year  the  parliamentary  committee 
stated  in  their  report  that  sectionalism 
in  trade  unions  was  now  a  "spent 
force,"  and  that  labor  in  future  should 
be  oraanized  not  by  crafts  'but  by  In- 
dustries. 

Already  in  the  'building  trade  20 
unions  have  given  provisional  assent

)  WAGES  FOR 


Plans  Outlined  by  Mayor  Sin- 
nott  Submitted  to  Finance 
Committee— Proposals  Are 
Favored  by  Officials, 


CALGARY,  Alta.,  March  29.— Em- 
ployees of  all  municipal  departments 
will  be  placed  upon  a  graded  basis  and 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  systematise 
the  city  service,  If  the  plana  formulated 
by  Mayor  Sinnott,  and  placed  before  the 
finance  committee,  are  carried  out.  An 
expert  will  be  engaged  to  go  Into  the 
matter  thoroughly  and  to  draw  up  an 
equitable  nnd  graded  scale  of  wages. 
This  wage  scale,  if  accepted  hy  the 
Council,  will  apply  to  all  city  depart- 
ments and  will  take  from  the  various 
heads  the  power  of  determining  the 
amount  of  salary  any  individual  worker 
is  to  receive  for  his  services.  While 
not  civil  service.  It  Is  practically  the 
next  thing  to  It,  for  all  employees  of 
the  city  will  then  be  placed  upon  a 
common  wage  basis  according  to  the 
positions  they  are  filling,  from  which 
there   will    be   no   appeal. 

In  Calgary,  as  In  other  cities,  there 
are  glaring  discrepancies  In  the  sal- 
aries paid  by  the  city  to  Its  employees. 
An  employee  In  one  department  receives 
$65  and  $70  a  month  for  doing  the 
"»ni!  work  that  another  Is  doing  in 
some  other  department  for  $100  and 
|180.  The  result  Is  that  the  M«yor  Is 
continually  besieged  with  petitions  for 
an  Increase  '"  salary  from  those  set- 
ting the  smaller  amounts.  The  situa- 
tion Mayor  Sinnott  ela(rr,!<,  is  embar- 
rassing, and  he  intends  to  remedy  the 
evil   at    once. 

The  mayor's  plan  for  ■standard  city 
wages  has  the  approval  of  the  commis- 
sioners and  aldermen,  Who  appear  to 
be  anxious  to  see  this  important  reform 
effected  as  soon  as  the  expert  can 
finish    his    work.

Alberta    Wool    Orowers    Will    ■stasllsh 
Central  ■tatlea—Xsperts  to 

Assist. 


I.ETHBRIDGK,  Alta.,  March,  28.— 
Mr.  T.  R.  Arkell,  head  of  the  div- 
ision of  sheep  husbandry  of  the  Domin- 
ion Department  of  Agriculture  at  Ot- 
tawa, has  been  here  conferring  with 
the  wool  growers,  on  the  question  of 
preparation  of  the  1913  clip  for  market. 
Heretofore  the  wool  has  been  sold  to 
buyers  here  without  being  sorted  or 
packed.  A  severe  depreciation  in  the 
price  offered  by  Eastern  buyers  was 
the  refult.  and  Injleu  of  this  the  grow- 
ers have  been  getting  together,  and  en- 
deavoring to  develop  some  scheme 
whereby  the  entire  clip  could  be  placed 
In  the  British  markets  in  such  condi- 
tion that  It  could  compete  with  the 
wool    from    Australia   and    South    Africa. 

In  order  to  do  this  the  wool  must  be 
sorted  and  packed,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence of  the  petition  s»nt  to  Ottawa 
by  the  Southern  'Alberta  Wool  Growers' 
Association,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
Hon.  Martin  Burrell,  promised  the  sup- 
port and  aid  of  the  department  In  the 
scheme.  , 

To  nils  end,  Prof.  Arkell  was  sent 
out  last  Summer,  and  an  investigation 
made.  As'  a  result,  the  Government  IS 
to  Mini  expert  sorters  and  packers,  and 
a  baling  machine  to  handle  this  year's 
clip.  A  committee  of  the  association 
Is  at  work  preparing  a  oentrst  shearing 
plant,  with  sheds,  'corrals,  pens,  etc., 
with  accommodation  for  40  shearers 
and   SO  sorters.-  ' 

All  the  largo  herds  and  as  many  of 
the  smaller  ones  as  can  conveniently 
be  brought  will  be  sheared  «t  this  cen- 
tral plant.  This  centralisation  will  <vut 
down  tho  e*>«m*e  of  shearing  by  about 
one  cant  per  head,  and  put  the  clip  on 
the  market  In  kales  weighing  from  tlO 
to  •••  .pounds,  and  graded. 

This  system  will  bo  triad  out  this 
yoar  'ft*  an  experiment  .  Next  year 
the  growers  expect  to  have  a  ware- 
house, either  here  In  Lethbrldge  or  at 
tho  seaboard.

Reaches  Port  Fourteen  Days 
Out  From  Yokohama — Silk 
Comprised  Biggest  Ship- 
ment in  Average  Cargo, 


Fourteen  clays  out  from  Yokohama 
the  big  four-masted  liner  Monteagle, 
Captain  Davison,  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific transpacific  mall  fleet,  reached 
"William  Head  quarantine  station  about 
daybreak  today  and  shortly  afterwards 
took  up  her  berth  at  the  Outer  Docks. 
For  a  vessel  of  her  class  the  Mont- 
eagle made  a  fast  run  across  the  racific. 
The  Monteagle  left  Hongkong  on  March 
8,  and  after  touching  at  Shanghai,  Mojl, 
Nagasaki  and  Kobe,'  finally  cleared 
Yokohama  on  March  16.  Storms  were 
encountered  on  the  way  over  but  the 
progress  of  the  big  vessel  was  not 
hampered  to  any  great  extent.  Always 
popular  with  Pacific  travelers,  the  liner 
brought  quite  a  number  of  saloon  pas- 
sengers, the  majority  of  whom  were 
booked  to  Vancouver.  She  brought  ap- 
proximately 4,000  tons  of  Oriental  car- 
go, which  included  a  big  shipment  of 
raw  silk  valued  at  slightly  under  a  mil- 
lion. The  balance  of  the  cargo  wus 
comprised  of  tea.  rice,  hemp,  rattan 
furniture  and  other  products  of  the  Far 
East.  On  her  next  outward  voyage  to 
the  Orient  the  Monteagle  will  sail  from 
this  port  on  April  16.  The  next  C.  P. 
R.  liner  scheduled  Inward  Is  the  Em- 
press of  India,  Captain  Hailey,  due 
April    27. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  March  29.— Sev- 
enteen whales  were  roported  passing  in 
at  the  First  Narrows  on  Thursday  by 
il..-  lighthouse-keeper  at  the  Prospect 
Point  light.  The  arrival  of  the  levia- 
thans in  the  harbor  caused  .much  sur- 
prise   in    marine    circles. 

Tme  mammals  were  first  sighted  out 
in  English  Bay  as  they  appeared  and 
disappeared,  blowing  for  air  and  smash- 
ing the  water  with  their  llukes.  It  Is 
thought  that  a  shoal  of  small  fish 
coaxed  the  whales  in  so  close  and  on 
reaching  the  mouth  of  the  narrows  they 
continued  on  into  the  harbor,  which 
they  evidently  mistook  for  one  of  the 
channels   leading   up   the  Ccfast. 

After  poking  around  in  the  waters 
of  the  harbor  for  a  short  time  the 
whales  finally  headed  for  the  gulf.  The 
visit  of  the  leviathans  so  close  in  at 
this  season  indicates  that  they  will  be 
plentiful    this    year. 


Steamers    Known  Here   Are  Fixed. 

Under  time  charter  to  Messrs.  J.  J. 
Moore  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco,  the 
Norwegian  steamer  Christian  Bors  has 
been  fixed  to  load  lumber  on  the  Co- 
lumbia for  Australia.  Her  cargo  will 
comprise  about  3,500,000  feet  of  lum- 
ber. The  Christian  Bors  is  well  known 
in  British  Columbia  waters,  having 
formerly  operated  in  the  sugar  trade 
from  Java.

FISHERMEN  REFUSE 

TO  BREAK  STRIKE 

SEATTLK.  Wn.,  March  29. — Deter- 
mined to  ship  as  union  men  or  not  at 
all,  the  fifty-four  Gloucester  fishermen 
who  arrlvod'in  Seattle  Thursday  to  man 
the  halibut  steamers  New  England  and 
Kingfisher  and  the  power  schooner 
Prospector,  of  the  New  England  Fish 
Company,  have  refused  all  overtures  of 
the  company  and  the  vessels  still  re- 
main Idle. 

Conferences  were  held  between  tha 
men  and  representatives  -of  the  com- 
pany, without  result.  The  fishermen 
maintain  that  they  were  brought  to 
Seattle  under  a  misrepresentation,  and 
will  rfot  man  the  vessels  of  the  New 
England  Fish  Company  as  strike-break- 
ers at  any  price. 

They  have  refused  a  rat*  of  1  l-8c 
a  pound,  which  la  l-4c  more  than  that 
received  by  union  fishermen.  The  men 
have  joined  the  Halibut  Fisherman's 
Union,  and  demand  that  they  be  shipped 
as  union  men.  Representatives  of  the 
company  are  Just  as  determined  not  to 
recognise  the  union,  and  ,jl  deadlock 
exists.

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That  Canadian  Pacific  steamships  are 
in  the  near  future,  to  include  Sap. 
Francisco  and  Honolulu  as  ports  of  call 
In  the  tour  of  th-e  Pacific,  was  freely 
predicted  throughout  the  Far  East 
prior  to  the  departure  of  the  liner 
Monteagle. 

""The  Canadian  Pacific  Is  reported  as 
making  extensive  plans  for  a  great 
Increase  of  service  and  the  amount  of 
business  to  be  handled.  It  is  rumored 
that  the  Canadian  company  proposes  to 
enter  largely  Into  the  American  ship- 
ping field.  I 

With  the  completion  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  the  C.  P.  It.  Is  destined  to  be- 
come a  big  factor  In  Pacific  shipping, 
so  say  Oriental  authorities.  According 
to  the  reports  circulating  In  the  Far 
East,  the  liners  Empress  of  Japan  and 
Empress  of  India  will  eventually  sail 
from  British  Columbia  ports  to  the 
Orient  via  San  Francisco,  to  give,  them 
a  greater  chance  to  get  a  share  of  the 
Panama    trade. 

This  Is  significant  In  view  of  the  re- 
cent visit  of  Vice-President  Bury  to 
San  Francisco  before  leaving  on  his 
tour    to    Japan   and    China 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  any  definite 
steps  will  be  taken  pending  the  arrival 
of  the  Empress  of  Russia  and  the  Em- 
press  of  Asle- 


A  notable  feature  of  the  past  year 
has  been  the  strong  advance  in  ocean 
freight  rateB,  which  has  in  many  cases 
seriously  affected  the  export  of  heavy 
metals  and  minerals.  This  advance  has 
been  almost  continuous,  the  current 
level  of  charters  being  from  35  to  45 
per  cent  higher  than  in  1911  on  all 
heavy    freights. 

The  great  activity  In  business  and 
erade  has  contributed  to  the  advance 
and  has  made  a  demand  for  tonnage 
that  is  quite  unprecedented.  In  1911 
this  demand  was  heavy  and  rates  ad- 
vanced, after  a  period  of  depression 
which  has  lasted  for  several  years;  but 
1912  was  probably-  the  best  year  on 
record   for   shipowners. 

Host  Important  Exports 
Minerals  furnishing  the  greatest  ton- 
nage for  ocean  transportation  are  coal 
and  iron  ore.  The  coal  exports  of  the 
more  important  nations  are:  from  Great 
Britain,  about  70,000,000  tons;  Germany, 
27,500,000  tons;  United  States,  17,500,- 
tons,  and  from  Japan  and  Australia 
together,  6,000,000  tons.  These  exports 
are  necessary  and  will  not  be  stopped 
by  high  freights,  the  only  effect  being 
to  advance  prices  in  the  purchasing 
countries.  Iron  ore  requires  about  15,- 
B0O.O00  tons  yearly,  and  this  trade  has 
been  seriously  affected  by  the  high 
rates. 

In  the  case  of  metals,  where  the 
freight  rates  bear  a  much  smaller  pro- 
portion to  the  value  than  with  coal  or 
Iron  ore,  the  effect  has  been  quite  per- 
ceptible, though  it  has  been  to  sorrye  ex- 
tent lost  sight  of  in  the  general  ad- 
vance In  prices.  A  special  case  of  a 
bulky  mineral  is  found  in  the  nitrates 
exported  from  Chile  and  the  West  Coast 
of  South  America.  The  effect  on  prices 
realized  by  producers  has  been  con- 
considerable,  since  the  trade  would 
probably  have  been  checked  had  the 
higher  freight  rates  been  thrown  en- 
tirely  on   the   consumers. 

Vo  Prospeot  of  Decrease 
In  the  present  condition  of  trade 
there  Is  no  prospect  of  an  early  de- 
crease In  ocean  freights.  Shipbuilding 
will  doubtless  continue  on  a  large  scale. 
The  general  expectation  ls'f  that  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  will  In- 
crease the  demand  for  tonnage,  al- 
though this  may  be  offset  to  some  ex- 
tent by  the  shortening  of  voyages — to 
the  West  Coast  of  South  America,  for 
Instance — enabling  a  steamer  to  carry 
a  larger  tonnage  in  a  year.  The  "high 
freight  rates  and  the  demand  for  ton- 
nage are,  at  any  rate,  established  facts, 
the  effects  of  which  will  run  through 
1913.

Expedition  Which  will  Attempt  to  Res- 
cue German  Party  Leaves  for 
Spitsbergen. 


CHRI8TIANIA,  March  29.— The  prin- 
cipal members  of  the  expedition,  which 
is  to  attempt  the  rescue  of  the  German 
scientific  party  missing  on  the  coast  of 
Spitsbergen,  recently  left  Chrlstlanla  for 
Trondhjem,  where  provisions  were  taken 
on  board  a  coasting  steamer,  and  the 
party  subsequently  left  for  Tromso.  At 
that  place  the  expedition  will  meet  the 
whalor  Hertha,  which  has  been  hired  by 
the  Norwegian  Government  to  convey 
the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Spits- 
bergen. The  ship  will  proceed  to  Alten, 
where  three  iJaplanders  with  twenty 
reindeer  will  bo  embarked.  The  expe- 
dition is  commanded  by  Captain  Stax- 
rud,  an  officer  with  peculiar  knowledge 
of    tho   Spltzbergen    coast. 


Figuring  on  the  Summer  schedule  of 
the  Hamburg- American  line,  recently  is- 
sued, the  new  liner  Imperator,  50,000 
tons,  will  eall  on  her  maiden  voyage 
from  Hamburg  to  New  York  on  May  7, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Huser. 
The  Imperator  Is  the  largest  liner  in 
the  world.  She  is  an  eleven-storeyed 
floating  palace,  710  feet  long,  with  en- 
gines of  80,000  h.-p.  Her  displacement 
Is  50,000  tons,  and  she  can  accommodate 
5,000  passengers.  Among  other  luxuries 
the  Imperator  has  been  fitted  with  three 
electric  lifts,  Winter  garden,  Summer- 
houses,  theatre,  gymnasium,  R1U  res- 
taurant, swimming  baths,  ballroom, 
telephones,  "Cottage"  cafe.  The  swim- 
ming bath  is  a  copy  of  one  unearthed 
at  Pompel,  with  mosaic  pavements 
that  are  replicas  of  those  discovered  at 
Treves.  The  first  class  dining  saloon, 
in  the  Louis  XVI.  style,  is  800  feet 
long. 

The  liner  Imperator  will  be  equipped 
with  a  complete  telephone*  system,  in- 
cluding a  central  station  of  the  most 
modern  type.  Provision  is  also  made 
for  this  steamer  to  be  connected  when 
-In  port  with  the  shore  telephone  system. 

Among  other  gigantic  liners  now 
building  are  the  Cunarder  Aqultanla, 
50,000  tons,  and  the  White  Star  liner 
Gigantic,    52,000    tons.

The  improved  condition  of  the  ward- 
robe When  placed  in  the  hanger  trunks 
encouraged  women  travelers  and  the 
else  of  the  trunks  increased  until  many 
wers  six  feet  .or  more  in  length.  These 
brought  the  matter  to  an  issue  and  sow 
the  Mflif*  men  have  won.

Joe  Bay  ley  Defends  His 

Title  Against  Reilly 


Victoria  Boy  Diplays  Super- 
iority Over  Reiliy  in  Contest 
at  Steveston — Many  Chal- 
lenges Are  Sent  In, 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  March  29—  Joe 
Bayleyr  of  Victoria,  successfully  de- 
fended his  title  of  lightweight  cham- 
pion of  Canada  against  Charley  Bellly, 
of  San  FranciBco,  after  fifteen  rounds 
of  the  most  one-sided  championship  bat- 
tle ever  staged,  at  Steveston  this  after- 
noon. When  Hume  McDonald  raised 
the  extended  glove  of  Bay'ley  at  the 
end  of  the  fifteenth  round  the  big 
crowd  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief. 

From  round  one  to  round  fifteen  it 
was  an  uneven  fight,  one-sided,  devoid 
of  that  keen  competition  that  one  would 
expect  In  a  title  match,  and  lacking  en- 
tirely that  finesse  which  Is  anticipated 
by  the  boxing  fan.  Bayley  won  the  de- 
cision. There  was  no  dissenting  voice 
when  the  verdict  was  handed  out;  the 
only  wonder  was  that  fhe  contest  was 
not  stopped  before  the  end  was  reached, 
because  of  the  overwhelming  lead  that 
Mm'  champion  gained  and  the  inability 
or  unwillingness  of  the  title  aspirant 
to  make  a  better  showing. 

Clearly  Superior 
Bayley  clearly  demonstrated  his 
superiority  over  the  San  Francisco  man. 
He  outboxed  him,  beat  him  in  what  few 
oxchanges  there  were,  and  was  always 
the  a  ggressui .  * 

Reilly  had  no  defence,  and  was  help- 
less   before    the   Victoria    boy.     He    was 
a  demon  for  punishment,  and  assimilat- 
ed   more    bruising    blows    than   probably 
any  other  boxer  ever  stopped,  but,  apart 
from   his   ability   to  take   the  knocks,   he 
ilirt    not    figure.      Bayley   started    the   ag- 
gressor,  and   finished   strong  and   on   the 
aggressive.      He  tried  every  punch  in  his 
repertoire    to    stop     the     San     Francisco 
boy.    a   straight    left,    which      did      some 
damage,    a    few    uppercuts    and    a    bom- 
bardment   of    Rellly's      kidneys      a      few 
times    in    every   round,   with    heavy    right 
"swings,    but    in    each     succeeding     round 
the  Callforntan  came  up  smiling. 
Wot  in   Championship   Class 
Reilly        met       "Willie        Ritchie,      the 
present        world's        champion,        in        a 
four-round       bout,       and       lost       by       a 
close    decision.         That    was    two    years 
ago,  and,  on  today's  showing,  Reilly  has 
not  improved  since  that  match.     He  was 
boaten   decisively,   and   had   no   excuse  to 
offer.    .    Against   Ernie    Barrieau    a    few 
weeks     ago     he     showed      better     form. 
Had     he     displayed     anything     like     the 
same    form    today,    he   would   have  made 
the    contest    more    interesting.     But    he 
was    lacking    in    every      essential,      and 
must    be    eliminated    as    an    aspirant   to 
the    Canadian    title.     There   were    half  a 
dozen    challengers   in   the  ring  yesterday 
that  will   probably   give  Bayley  a  better 
fight  for  the  championship.  In  only  three 
rounds   did    Reilly   show  any   willingness 
to    mix    it.    up.      In    the    fifth    round,    the 
only    session    in    the    bout    in    which    the 
boys    roniiy    toed    the   scratch      and      ex- 
changed   punches,     Reilly     had     just     as 
much   to   his   credit  as   the  Vtctorla   boy. 
but  he   backed   up   to   the  ropes  and   fell 
an   easy  prey  to  Bayley's  uppercuts.  left 
jabs   and    kidney   punches.  ,.  In   the    tenth 
round,     Reilly    trjed    to    open    out    again, 
and  rushed  Bayley  across  the  ring  with 
half    a   dozen    short    loft    jabs    that    sent 
Bayley's    head    back,    and    again    in    the 
final  round  he  tried   to  mix,  probably  in 
the   hopes   of    connecting'  with    Bayley's 
jaw   with    one   of    his   swings,    but    these 
were    the   only   instances    that   the    chal- 
lenger had  any  advantage.     At  all   other 
times    Bayley   crowded      Reilly      to      the 
ropes     and     peppered     his     kidney     with 
right     swings,     alternating     occasionally 
with    a    left    jab    and    a    right    uppercur,

Forced   the    righting 

Bayley  forced  the  fight  from  the  start 
to  the  finish,  and  had  a  clear  lead  in 
every  round.  He  had  Reilly  backed  in 
the  latter's  corner  the  best  part  of  the 
time,  and  clinching  saved  the  San  Fran- 
cisco boy  when  the  Victoria  boy  was 
putting  across  punches  to  all  parts  of 
Roilly's  anatomy.  It  was  practically 
the  same  in  every  round,  and  when  the 
match  ended  there  was  no  other  alter- 
native but  for  Referee  McDonald  to 
raise  Bayley's  hand.  "The  champion  ap- 
peared in  grand  form,  and  what  few 
punches  landed  on  him  had  no  effect, 
and  only  brought  a  smile.  He  kept 
right  after  the  American.  He  was  al- 
ways strong,  and  appeared  to  have  lots 
in  reserve.  Reilly  let  loose  a  left  jab 
occasionally,  but  his  right  hand  was 
strapped  to  his   side   in   every   round. 

Billy  Weeks  showed  a  lot  of  improve- 
ment over  his  old-time  form,  when  he 
outclassed  "Cyclone"  Scott  in  six 
rounds.  The  Vancouver  middleweight 
had  no  difficulty  in  earning  the  referee's 
verdict,  and  had  Scott  hanging  on  in 
the  last  three,  rounds.

increasing  by  half  a  million  annually, 
while  public  requirements  are  increas- 
ing with  the  general  progress  of  the 
people.

M.  Poincare  expressed  this  deter- 
mination to  be  lavish  In  Win  expendi- 
tures to  h  lawyer  friend  a  few  days 
mro.  His  rrieml  thought  this  whh 
rather  unwise,  and  pointed  out  to  the 
president  that  his  private  means  were 
not    large. 

"What  will  you  do,  if  you  don't  save 
anything,  when  you  are  no  longer 
president?"    he  asked. 

"DoV"  answered  M.  Poincare.  "why, 
work,  of  oourse.  Mr.  Taft  Is  going  to 
become  a  professor  at  Yale  when  he

M.  Uoubet 
alone  among  ex-presidents  has  the 
Golden  Fleece  of  Spain:  the  Uon  of 
the  Netherlands:  the  Lion  of  Norway;

Venezuela;  the  Star  of  Ethiopia;  the 
Order  of  Daniel  I.  of  Montpnegro;  the 
Golden  Lion  of  Luxemburg;  the  Re- 
demption of  Liberia,  and  the  Order  of 
the  Blood  of  Tunis.  M.  Failieivs  holds 
exclusively  the  Grand  Cordons  of  St. 
Stephen;  of  Charles  III.:  of  Christ  of 
Portugal;  of  St.  Olaf;  of  the  Nleham- 
Iftikhar,  and*  of  the  Order  of  Carol  I. 
of   Roumania. 

"Boa*  of  alienee"

Dynamite  in  large  quantities  has 
been  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
railroad  to  the  top  of  the  Jungfrau,  a 
mountain  nearly  ]4,i>00  feet  high  in 
the  Bernese  Alps.

Then,  be- 
tween thirty  miles  and  forty-four 
miles,  the  explosions  were  absolutely 
inaudible,  only  to  be  heard  again  be- 
yond   the    44-mlle    zone. 

Tlie  proressor  is  not  yet  able  to  de- 
termine the  cause  of  this  "zane  of 
silence."  but  he  makes  the  interesting 
suggestion  that  a  similar  zone  at 
Liegnitz,  In  Prussia,  where  Frederick 
the  Great  defeated  the  Austrians  In 
1T60,  may  account  for  the  persistence 
with  which  the  Austrian  general. 
Count  von  Daun.  declared  he  never 
heard  the  sound  of  cannonading,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  roar  of  the 
Prussian  artillery  was  heard  dis- 
tinctly by  men  further  from  the  bat- 
tlefield than  was  the  Austrian  com- 
mander. Falling  to  hear  the  Prussian 
guns,  von  Daun  did  not  go  to  the  aid 
of  General  Laudon,  whose  command 
.might  have  been  save<l  by  his  pres- 
ence.

some    real    and    honest    work    is    possible, 
and    where    the    fruits    of    their      tabors 
will    be   visible- and    actual    in    the    shape 
of   something    of    true    value    that    gives 
satisfaction   and   happiness   to   lire. 
Patience   Weoessary 
"As  soon  as  Europe  quits  talking  war, 
and   if   we    are    to    place   any   confidence 
in    the    press   dispatches    this    will   come 
soon,    and   as   soon   as   Wall    Street   gets 
a   fair   Idea   of  what   the   Wilson   admin- 
istration   is    to    be,    financial    sentiment 
will    brighten,    and    bankers    throughout 
the    world    will    show,   more    interest    in 
undertakings    for      municipal      improve- 
ment  and   otherwise,    not    only    In    Can- 
ada   but    everywhere,    and    will    offer    a 
better   price    for   bonds    and    debentures. 
This    seems    clearly    the    drift    of      the 
time,  and   we  have  but   to  wait  patiently 
for    a    little    while    and    then    move    on.

Pew  men  hove  had  so  many  encount- 
ers with  desperate  criminals  a«  Chief 
inspector  Thomas  Divall.  who  has  retired 
on  a  pension  after  more  than  thirty 
years'  strumous  service,  says  a  writer 
in  The  London  Morning  Advertiser,  in 
the  course  Of  his  career  he  earned  for 
himself  the  title  of  "the  coiner's  terror.'' 
so  successful  i,hs  he  waged  war  against 
those  who  make  num.  y  by  manufactur- 
ing if  themselves.  Mr.  Divall  is  of  a 
retiring  disposition,  and  is  short,  but 
why,  and  Hum  his  mild  appearance  one 
Wild  not  suspect  that  he  has  fought 
(tgainst  crime  SO  relentlessly  that  his 
life  has  been  attempted  on  more  than 
one  occasion. 

Born    In     llartfleld.    Sussex,    he    Joined 
the    Metropolitan    Police    force    in     1882, 

1 "ll,,y     Ml    "'«ii  <*■>■     uniform     consta- 

Dle  al  Hlackheath.  Mr.  Divall  Worked 
hi-  wny  through  every  kind  of  service. 
He  went  on  patrol  duty,  assisted  in 
clerical  work  and  drove  the  prison  van, 
and  for  five  years  was  a  supernumerary 
in  the  H  division,  working  in  plain 
clothes,  although  not.  permanently  ,,,,- 
pointed  a  detective.  In  1889  ho  was 
transferred  to  the  Borough  as  a  detec- 
tlve  constable. a.L  thai  time  ^h« -eld- 
Mint  had  not  been  pulled  down  and  the 
immediate  neighborhood  was  a  hotbed 
of  crime,  harboring  the  worst  criminals 
in  London.  Coiners  abounded  in  Kent 
Street  (now  Tabard  street)  Such  valu- 
able work  did  Mr.  IMv.-.U  do  in  this  lo- 
cality that  he  was  appointed  a  detec- 
tive-sergean  1. 

In  order  that  the  division  might  not 
lose  his  services  he  was  transferred,  on 
his  appointment,  one  Saturday  night,  to 
another  .11  vision,  so  as  to  carry  out  the 
regulation  which  requires  an  officer  tc 
leave  a  particular  station  on  promotion, 
and  was  transferred  back  on  the  Mon- 
day. His  .first  murder  case  was  about 
L8>»,  when  a  Dr.  Klrwin  of  Poplar,  had 
his  neck  broken  by  a  gang  of  gerotters 
who  bad  been  particularly  active  In  the 
Borough.  The  doctor,  who  was  about 
forty  years  of  age.  was  walking  late 
one  night  along  Redcross  Street,  when 
be  was  attacked  by  four  men.  One  put 
his  arm  round  his  r  ek  and  forced  his 
head  back  so  violently  that  he  kill  .1 
him. 

Criminals  Xade  Off 
The  criminals  at  once  made  off,  but 
the  police  had  a  slight  description  of 
some  men  who  had  been  *een  near  the 
spot  where  the  murder  was  committed 
and  two  were  arrested  on  suspicion.  In 
'  the  possession  of  one  was  found  a 
brand  new  pair  of  kid  gloves  with 
which  the  doctor  left  his  house.  Seven 
days  later  a  third  man  was  arrested 
and  all  three  were  discovered  with  the 
murdered  man's  personal  belonglngH. 
Two  of  the  men  were  sentenced  at  the 
Old  Bailey  to  twenty  years'  penal  servi- 
tude, and  the  other  to  fifteen  years.  Th  < 
man  who  actually  killed  Dr.  Klrwin  was 
never    captured. 

^Murder  was  frequent  in  ths  borough 
twenty  years  ago.  Krom  one  lodfilng 
house  alone  Mr.  Divall  had  four  cases, 
in  another  lodging  house  a  man  killed 
a  woman  and.  going  to  the  police  sta- 
tion, declared  that  she  had  fallen  down 
and  sustained  fatal  injuries.  It  was 
.shown,  however,  that  he  had  smashed 
her  head  with  a  crowbar.  Early  one 
morning  Mr.  Divili  was  within  an  ace 
Of.  being  murdered  hy  criminals  al- 
though he  was  unaware  until  much 
later  of  their  Intention.  ***fe  went  to 
the  same  lodging  house  to  arrest  a  man 
who  was  wanted  for  stealing  £400.  Four 
or  five  men  standing  by  the  fire  told 
him  that  lie  would  find  the  person  he 
was  in  search  of  at  the  top  of  the 
he   ise. 


throat.  Robbery  was  the  motive,  as  she 
was  reputed,  although  erroneously,  to 
bo  rich.  Mr.  Divall  arrested  two  meii, 
and  mainly  on  the  evidence  tbat  they 
were  Been  leaving  the*  shop  that  they 
were  sentenced  to  death.  Mr.  Divall  at 
once  Incurred  the  wrath  of  their  com- 
rades, Who  threatened  to  throw  vitriol 
upon-  him  and,  upon  the  members  of  his 
family,  For  many  weeks  Mr.  oivall's 
house  was  under  police  protection  day 
and  night,  and  (he  members  of  his  fam- 
ily also  were  guarded. 

**ae»laff    Porelga    Orlmlmals 
Mr.  Divall  made  a  specialty  of  track- 
ing  foreign  criminals    and  one  case   in 
which   he  and   Chief   Inspector  Wenaley 
(then   a   detective-sergeant)    were     con- 
cerned   was    notable    fpr    the    cleverness 
with     which     they    effected     the    desired 
arrests.      Criminals    were    working      the 
"gold   diist    trick,"   and    In   order    to   im- 
pose   on     London       Jewelers       they       got 
small    quantities    of    gold    smuggled    out 
of  mines  in  Russia  and  smuggled  across 
the    frontier,    the    officials    being    bribed 
to    keep    their    eyes    shut.      One    of    the 
men    would   go   to   an   Kast    End   Jeweler 
and    show    him    a    piece    of    virgin    gold, 
at   the  same  time  offering  to  supply  bini 
with    a    lot    more.      Scenting    a    bargain, 
the    jeweler    accepted,      and       the      men 
would    pack    a    lot    of    brass    fillings    and 
take   it    to   their  victim.      Money   changed 
hands,    und    they    were    far    awe.;-    before 
the   fraud   was   discovered. 

The  criminals  were  aided  by  the  fact 
that  the  Jewelers  defrauded  were 
afraid  of  incriminating  themselves  by 
informing  the  police.  One  Jeweler  was 
swindled  to  the  tune  of.  £2,000.  Even- 
tually Mr.  Divall  took  the  matter  In 
hand,  and  his  subordinate,  Mr.  Wensley, 
was  provided  With  an  elegantly  fur- 
nished house  In  a  stylish  quarter  In  a 
southeastern  suburb.  One  of  the  men, 
known  to  be  in  touch  with  the  BWind- 
1' r,s.  was  commiaalxjned  l.v  th*.  poiiee  t.. 
tell  them  that  he  khew  of  a  likely  vic- 
tim, whereupon  they  paid  many  visits 
to  Mr.  Wensley,  who  played  the  part  so 
well  that  they  were  persuaded  they 
c.iulii   easllv   tleece  him  of  £1,500. 

But  one  night,  when  their  plot  had 
nearly  reached  maturity  and  it  was  only 
B  question  of  the  money  changing 
hands,  they  were  followed  by  the  police 
beaded  by  Mr.  Divall.  They  took  a  cab 
and  were  chased,  Mr.  Divall  eventually 
arresting  them  In  the  vehicle  on  a 
charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  £i,r>00 
by  false  pretences.  Their  sentence  was 
a  light  one,  as  only  a  misdemeanor 
could  be  proved.  While  In  Whltechapel 
Mr.  Divall  did  a  lot  to  suppress  illicit 
stills. 

Two  years  ago  last  December  he 
was  transferred  fo  the  Var.i  as  chief 
inspector,  and  has  since  been  chiefly 
engaged  in  inquiries  of  a  confidential 
nature.  He  succeeded  in  tracing  two 
notorious  Polish  burglars  who  were 
wanted  at  Boston.  T*.  S.  A.  Both' were 
dangerous  criminals.  One  he  traced 
lo  Russia  and  the  other  to  Vienna. 
Taken  back  to  America  they  were 
given  fourteen  years  each.  Mr.  Divall 
holds  the  world's  record  number  of 
commendations,  which  ^otal  216.  it 
may  be  rrrntioned  that  while  a  young 
constable  he  was  en  special  dutv  m 
Whltechapel  at  the  time  of  the  Ripper 
crimes.

BENEDICTINE  ORDER 

FOUNDED  BY  STUDENT 

Decision   to   Withdraw   rrom  Church   of 

Sag-lend  Beoalla   Strang's 

Ortg-in. 

LONDON,  March  29#—  The  decision 
of  the  "English  Benedictines"  of  Cfcldy 
Island  to  withdraw  from  the  Church  of 
England  and  seek  union  with  the  Order 
of  St.  Benedict  recalls  the  interesting 
story    of    this    curious    institution. 

About  twenty  years  aSo  a  medical 
student  who  had  not  yet  become  quali- 
fied for  his  profession,  lived  in  the 
Isle  of  Dogs,  and  did  church  work. 
One  day  he  thought  he  would  like  to 
be  a  monk,  and  he  set  about  gather- 
ing round  him  several  other  youths 
who  sympathized  with  this  ambition 
Presently  they  «aid  to  themselves. 
"We  will  be  Benedictines,"  which  is  as 
if  a  company  of  lay  persons  should 
say,  "Wo  win  be  Knights  of  the  Bath." 
However,  they  banded  themselves  to- 
gether, assumed  the  Benedictine  habit, 
and  adopted  the  Benedictine  rule  of 
life,  but  of  course,  without  any  sanc- 
tion. 

For  some  years  the  community  went 
on,  and  no  one  took  very  much  notice 
of  it.  Then  a  very  odd  tiling  happened. 
Archbishop  Temple,  who  was  then  a 
very  old  man,  gave  them  a  charter, 
elgned  and  sealed,  recognizing  them  as 
English  Benedictines,  and  giving  them 
leave  to  choose  an  abbot.  The  medi- 
cal student,  who  was  the  founder  of 
the  affair,  was  chosen  and  became 
"Father  Aeldred,  Abbot  of  pains- 
thorpe,"  a  place  in  Yorkshire,  to  which 
they  had  removed  from  the  Isle  of 
£>ogs. 

A  few  years  ago  they  wanted  larger 
quarters,  and  heard  of  Caldy,  on  Island 
which  had  been  bought  by  an.  old  Har- 
row master  as  a  place  to  retire  to.  The 
Place  was  larger  than  he  wanted,  and 
he  was  delighted  to  sell  It  to  the  monks. 
The  "Abbot  of  Caldy"  got  himself  or- 
dained and  has  frequently  preached  In 
London  churches.  Father  Ignatius's 
order,  which  was  started  about  18«0. 
died  out.  and  the  two  properties  now 
come    together.

At  the  present  time  the  city  of  New 
York  has  no  less  than  forty-eight  pur- 
chasing agents  In  tho  various  depart- 
no  ots   and   bureaus. 

It  |s  not  proposed  to  dispense  with 
these  entirely.  Their  'knowledge  of  'the 
requirements,  of  their  departments.  It 
Is  reeJTfied,  will  he  valuable,  and  besides 
they  win  servo  as  an  effective  check 
on  th  :•  general  purchasing  agent  ;ind 
central ,  storekeeper.  It  is  proposed  to 
make  the  tenure  of  office  of  these  two 
o.flcials  secure  by  making  it  impossible 
to  remove  them  except  on  proven 
charges.  Their  activities  will  be  under 
I  he  control  oi  n  purchasing  board  to 
consist  of.  the  mayor,  the  eompt  rol  1  -r 
and  the  president  of  the  board  of  ald- 
ermen. 

Tabulations    prepared    by    the    Bureau 

of  Standardization  of  Supplies  show  a 
remarkable  variation  between  the  prices 
paid  under  publicly  advertised  con- 
tracts for  the  same  supplies  by  differ- 
ent departments,  even  upon  uniform 
standard    specifications. 

The  most  costly  evil  in  connection 
v>  lfh  the  city's  purchasing  department 
hu-wever,  is  the  abuse  of  what  is  known 
as  the  open  market  order  method.  The 
department  must  call  for  tenders  for 
^11  supplies,  but  there  is  a  provision 
permitting  purchases  not  exceeding 
11,000  at  one  'time  on  the  open  market. 
There  is  abundant  evidence  that  vari- 
ous department  heads  take  advantage 
of  this  provision  to  favor  friendly  deal- 
ers by  splitting  up  their  orders,  even 
c.mong  various  bureaus  of  one  depart- 
ment, thus  paying  retail  prices  when 
t  ie  city.  with  immense  purchasing 
power,'  should  get  wholesale  prices  or 
i-  4s.  ' 

Open   Market   System 

Thus  it  Is  shown  that  of  a  total  of 
713,023,800  expeT-.ded  for  supplies  in 
1011,  no  less  than  }8, 508,787  was  spent 
tinder  the  open  'market  system.  In  large 
commercial  organizations  the  sum  thus 
expended  on  emergency  purchases  im- 
,'regates  about  3  per  cent,  while  the 
amount  thus  spent  by  the  city  totals 
nearly    3D   per   cent. 

The  enormous  volume  of  vouchers  for 
payment  of  supplies  necessitates  long 
delays  for  verification  and  thus  the 
^endora  are  forced  to  wait  a  long  tlm- 
for  their  money.  I'nder  the  proposed 
system,  the  centralization  of  the  pur- 
chasing will  enable  the  payments  to  be 
made  promptly  and  thus  the  city  will 
be   able    to   obtain    large    cash    discounts. 

The  proposed  central  storehouse  sys- 
tem for  city  supplies  is  based  on  the" 
methods  employed  at  the  Angus  shops 
in  Montreal,  where  immense  quantities 
are  received  and  dealt  out  with  a  mini- 
mum of  loss.  At  the  present  time  tip 
city  has  fully  a  thousand  depositories 
for  receiving  and  storing  goods  for 
consumption  by  the  various  depart- 
ments. It  would  be  necessary  to  em- 
ploy; a  small  army  of  accountants  to 
make  an  inventory  of  the  supplies, on 
hand,  and  as  a  result  it  frequently  hap- 
pens that  one  department  is  heavily 
overstocked  with  a  class  of  goods  while 
another  is  short  of  the  same  materials. 
This  condition  exists  even  In  the  vari- 
ous bureaus  In  the  same  department. 
This  condition,  it  is  expected,  will  be 
corrected  ruder  tin?  central  storehouse 
system.  There  supplies  for  a  full 
month  will  bo  stored  and  distributed 
month  by  month  to  the  various  depart- 
ments as  needed,  Of  oourse,  perishable 
supplies,  wood  and  coal,  will  he  deliv- 
ered direct  to  the  places  where  they 
are  needed,  but  even  thev...  will  he  pur- 
chased en  bloc,  thus  commanding  prices 
much    lower    than    those    now    obtaining. 

A  hill  implementing  the  proposed  sys- 
tem will  be  presented  at  Albany  this 
week  by  Comptroller  Pendergast  As 
Governor  Sulzer  has  already  recom- 
mended the  establishment  of  a  central

INDIA'S    DEFENCE    OUTLAY 


Calcutta   Hewspaper   Objscts   to   Bagges- 
tton  That  Mors  Should  Bs  Con- 
tributed  to   Wavy 

CALCUTTA,  India,  March  29.— Com- 
menting upon  the  attempt  made  recently 
by  certain  London  journals  to  demon- 
strate that  inella  ought  to  contribute 
a  Substantial  sum  toward  the  cost  of 
naval  defence  of  the  British  Empire. 
Th.  Statesman,  of  Calcutta,  criticising 
tin  contention,  points  out  that  India 
already  hears  the  cost  of  a:i  army  Which 
includes    7G.0OO    British    troops. 

The  outlay  involved,  continues  The 
Statesman,  is  approximately  200.000,ono 
rupees  annually,  which  is  admitted  to 
be  a,  heavy  charge  on  a  revenue  of  Just 
over  810,000,000  rupees.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  charge  is  even  more  burden- 
some than  would  appear  from  the 
figures.-  for  the  net  Indian  revenue,  as 
sef  forth  in  the  .budget  statement  'is 
335,000,000  rupees,  so  that  the  cost  of 
the  army,  instead  of  being  one  fourth  of 
the   revenue,   is   nearly    two-fifths. 

There  is  no  eoleny  whose  expenditures 
on  imperial  defence  comes  within 
measurable  distance-  of  this.  For  in- 
stance, while  the  federal  revenue  of 
Australia  in  rupees  is  205,000,000  and  the 
annual  revenue  of  New  Zealand  110,- 
000,000  rupees,  their  Joint  annual  con- 
tribution  toward the Tmnerial Navy

LONDONERS  STUDYING 
CONGESTION  OF  TRAFFIC 

Tracklssa     Trolley     Sygtema     Receiving 

Attention — Motor  Bussea  Grow  in 

Popularity 


LONDON,  March  20.— London  Is 
worrying  over  the  loss  of  life 
or  the  loss  of  money  caused  by 
the  Increasing  competition  of  privately 
owned  motor  omnibuses  with  the  city's 
ele.trlc  tramway  cars.  In  the  eleven 
months  about  130  persons  .  have  been 
killed  in  the  streets  by  motor  omni- 
buses. It  Is  evident  that  congestion 
of  mtraffic  is  the  prime  cause,  the  apci- 
dents  being  most  frequent  where  the 
traffic  is  greatest.  Public  opinion  de- 
mands a  remedy,  but  to  find  an  effectual 
remedy  is  difficult.  A  conference  held, 
at  the  Home  Office  has  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  tho  only  thing  to  do  is 
to  reduce  the  number  of  motor  buses. 
Thej*  have  to  be  licensed  by  the  com- 
missioner'of  police,  and  last  year  he 
issued  nearly  2,000  licenses.  If  It  is 
In  his  power  to  grant  a  license  it  is 
surely  In  his  power  to  refuse  one.  and, 
indeed,  to  decide  how  many  shall  be 
Issued  —  though,  there  are  some  who 
think  that  legislation  "may  be  necess.ary 
to  fix  the  number  of  buses  that  shall 
be    permitted    to    ply    In    the    streets. 

But  any  large  reduction  would  he 
strongly  opposed  by  a  great  body  of 
the  people,  to  whom  travel  by  the  motor 
buses  is  a  convenience,  If  not^a  neces- 
sity, because  these  vehicles  run  freely 
through  so  many  streets  and  roads  in 
and  around  the  city  where  the  t  rol  lev- 
cars  do  not  go.  An  ielea  of  the  grow- 
ing popularity  of  the  buses,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  ears,  may  he  obtained  from 
the  traffic  receipts.  in  the  last  eleven 
months  the  receipts  of  the  London 
General  Omnibus  Company  have  In- 
creaseel  at  the  average  rate  of  no  less 
than  Jiifi.SfiO  a  week,  and  the  receipts 
of  the  National  Steam  Oar  Company  at 
the  rate  of  $4,780  a  week:  whilst,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  revenue  of  the 
London  County  Council  tramways  has 
declined  at  the  rate  of  Jio.ifio  a  week. 
This  condition  of  affairs  Is  very  dls- 
ouietlng  to  the  public  authorities,  as 
they  have  Invested  almost  $80,000,000 
of  the  public  "money  In  'the  tramway 
system. 

It  seems  the  counsel  of  despair  to 
seek  relief  by  means  of  trackless  trol- 
leys, yet  this  has  been  sought  through 
the  liRht  railways  bill  which  la  now 
being  considered  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. The  second  .clause  as  drafted 
gave  power  to  the  light  railway  com- 
missioners te>  authorize  the  construc- 
tion of  trackless  trolley  systems,  but 
In  committee  an  amenelment  was  car- 
lie. 1  making  promoters  of  surh  schemes 
liable  to  pay  for  any  damage  done  to 
the  roadway.  This  would  have  Im- 
I  used  a  liability  from  which  the  motor 
omnibuses  are  free,  and  therefore  the 
clause  lias  heen  withdrawn.  But  the 
street  traffic  problem  could  not  have 
been  solved  by  trackless  trolleys. 
These  wonlel  only  have  Increased  the 
congestion,  and  that  Is  the  first  thing 
to  he  remediee!  If  human  life  Is  more 
valuable    than    revenue. 


Cape   Tobacco   Industry 

The  tobacco  sales  Inaugurated  in 
Capetown  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  three  years  ago 
to  encourage  the  output  In  surrounding 
ellstrlets  and  to  obtain  fair  prices  for 
the  growers  are  to  he  discontinued'  un- 
less It  should  be  found  that  there  is  a 
stronR  demand  for  this  renewal.  As  an 
indirect  result  of  the  sales  already  held, 
a  co-operative  society  has  been  estab- 
lished representative  of  most  of  the? 
growers,  to  sort,  grade,  mature  and  sell 
the  tobacco  grown  by  Its  members,  and 
for  this  purpose  a  building  has  been  se- 
cured at  Pearl.  Thus  the  objects  have 
been  achieved.  The  acreage  now  under 
cultivation  Is  about  600,  or  150  more 
than  last  year.  The  output  Is  also  ad- 
vancing, and  Is  estimated  this  year  to 
reach  250,000  pounds

LONDON,  March  29— The  Bally 
Express  says:  "Naval  developments 
of  a  remarkable  nature  are  taking 
place  under  the  cloak  of  secrecy.  In 
the  course  of  the  next  twelve  months 
some  ustonishing  details  will  become 
known  regarding  the  changes  in  war- 
ship types,  but  there  will  be  none  more 
noteworthy  than  the  development  of 
the  submarine.  An  entirely  new  type 
of  underwater  craft  of  considerable  of- 
fensive power  and  capable  of  crossing 
the  Atlantic  at  a  high  rate  of  speed, 
is    being    built    for    the    British    navy. 

"These  craft  will  carry,  guns,  hut  in 
addition  they  will  have  a  broadside  of 
torpedo  tubes.  Hitherto  under-water 
craft  have  only  mounted  a  couple,  or 
at  the  n.O"t  three  tubes.  The  sub- 
in, nines  of  the  E  class  wer»  provided 
■with  four,  but  the  newest  vessels,  it 
is  understood,  are  designed  to  carry 
four  twin'  21-inch  tubes.  That  is  to 
say,  they  will  be  able  to  nre  eight  tor- 
pedoes. ■    •    ■  - ' 

"The  displacement  of  the  new  ships 
is  at  present  a  matter  of  secrecy:  In 
some  circles  it  is  put  at  1,500  tons,  In

SHOWS  BALKAN  PENINSULA 

Its  Osography  and  Ethnology  Explained 

In   an   Important    Paper   by 

Mr.  D.   a.  Hogarth 


At  the  Hoy  Hi  Geographical  Society, 
Lord  Curzon  presiding,  Mr.  1).  G.  Ho- 
garth read  a  paper  on  the  Balkan  Pen- 
insula. In  h  short  preface  lie  said  that 
the  term  "Balkan  Peninsula",  belonged 
less  to  a  geographical  than  to  a  political 
nomenclature,    and-  continued: 

lie  proposed  to  limit  the  vaguely 
used  term  Balkan  Peninsula  to  that  part 
which  lay  south  of  live  main  Balkan 
ranges  and  to  exclude  the  kingdom  of 
Greece.  Thus  the  region  to  he  consid- 
ered would  be  the  area  of  the  Ottoman 
Empire  hefore  the  present  war  and  the 
theatre  of  that  war.  The  conditions  of, 
position  and  environment  which  chiefly 
affect  this  area  are  first.  Its  terminal 
position  in  Europe,  which  compels  this 
region  to  carry  a  great  Intercontinental 
route,  bound  to  travers  it.  to  its  upper- 
most south-eastern  corner  in  order  to 
link  up  with  the  natural  road  up  to  the 
plateau  of  Asia  Minor  by  the  Sakarl.i 
Valley.  No  crossing  from  the  Maritz;i 
mouth  or  the  Hellespontlne  shore  ad- 
mits to  a  direct  road  up  into  Asia.  This 
must  go  from  the.  Bosphorua.  Its  posi- 
tion also  compels  Itumelia  to  lie  under 
Asiatic  influence,  which  Is  peculiarly 
potent   In  the  capital   Itself. 

The  general  features  ,,f  internal  geO- 
garphy  which  have  mattered  most  are 
the  disposition  oT  the  peninsula  Into 
vertical  belts  without  easy  cross  com- 
munication, more  easily  entered  from 
the  north  than  from  any  other  quarter, 
and  for  the  most  part  closed  on  the 
south  by  harborless  and  marshy  roasts. 
Nature  has  designed  each  of  these  belts 
to  be  a  self-contained  unit  or  to  be  held 
from  the  north.  Constantinople  lies  In 
the  worst  possible  position  to  admin- 
ister them  all,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact 
three  of  them  were  neglected  and  left 
practically  to  their  own  devices  as  long 
as  the  Turks"  held  the  ground  on  the 
north,  Servta  and  Bosnia. 

The  grouping  or  popuintinn  In  th« 
four  belts  was  then  described.  Albania, 
falls  naturally  Into  three  |>»rts-*the 
south  (Bpirus).  which  la  largely  ll«l|en- 
Ued  and  predominantly  Christian;  the

There  are  millions  .,f  tons  of  chalce- 
dony, jasper  and  agate  of  every  shade 
and  color  tliHi  the  Master  Painter  ever 
mixed  upon  the  palette  of  the  universe. 
Some  of  the  petrifications  arc  enormous 
tree  trunks,  five  or  six  feet  in  diameter 
at  the  ba'ag  and  more  than  100  feet  in 
length.  hone  are  entire,  being  broken 
into  sections  of  varying  length  by 
transverse  fractures.  Sometimes  when 
one  of  the  larger  trunk::  is  broken  open, 
it  Is  found  to  be  hollow  with  the  inter- 
ior surface  thickly  encrusted  with  crys- 
tals of  smoky  topaz,  purple  amethyst 
Or  transparent  quarts.  All  round  are 
thousands  of  acres  of  the  desert  cov- 
•  re. |  with  .-hips  and  splinters  of  riven 
and  shattered  logs.  Every  chip  is  a 
^••m.  worthy  of  the  Eapidar\'s  pains- 
taking art.  Here  one  may  gather  from 
the  ground  jasper  and  agate  fragments 
of  almost  every  color — purple,  blue,  or- 
anj?e,  vermillion,  crimson,  mauve,  gar- 
net, violet,  vehet  blade  and  snowy 
white.  Unless  one  be  careful  in  strol- 
ling over  these  piles  of  unpolished 
gems,  his  shoes  will  be  cut  Into  ribbons. 
Devoid  of  Scenic  reatnres 
The  petrified  forest  is  devoid  of  im- 
posing scenic  features,  such  as  charac- 
terize the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Color- 
ado River  and  many  other  famous  won- 
derlands of  the  south-west,  challenging 
the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  most 
unthinking  by  their  sublimity  and  gran- 
deur. It  must  be  studied  in  detail  rather 
than  viewed  as  a  whole,  and  the  Imag- 
ination must  be  summoned  to  enable 
one-  0,  picture  what  St  has  been  as  well 
as  what  it  Is.  To  appreciate  the  won- 
der of  It  one  must  conceive  of  these 
dead  masses  of  hardest  rock  as  upright 
monarchs  of  the  forest,  covered  with 
foliage  that  awayed  and  murmured  in 
the  passing  breeae.  He  must  remember 
that  the  vaat  semi-desert  that  tmr 
stretches  for  l.OOti  miles  to  the  east  and 
half  as  far  to  the  west,  then  had  no 
existence,  for  this  was  In  the  tropic 
Kpring-time  of  a  world  that  is  now  old, 
shrivelled,  frost-bitten  and  decayed.  The 
Rockies  had  not  yet  been  reared  and  the 
Grand  Canyon  had  not  been  outlined, 
and  what  is  now  the  "last  stand  of  the 
desert"  one  of  earth's  green  garden 
spots,  with  strange,  monstrous,  reptlllon 
forms  slinking  through  the  dark  under- 
growth. 

Estimates  made  by  geologists  as  to 
the  length  of  time  that  has  passed  since 
the  petrified  forests  ware  green  vary 
from    3,000,000    to    16,000,000  years. 


March  ^K. — Speaking  at  a 
luncheon  given  at  the  Hotel  Cecil  in 
honor  of  David  Boa&i  the  newly  elected 
representative  in  .Parliament  of  London- 
derry.

The  Prime  Minister,  speaking  earlier 
in  I  he  year,  had  said  that  there  was  no 
case  which  would  Have  better  repaid 
good  and  reasonable  presentation  than 
the  .use  of  the  Clster  representatives. 
"But  what  have  we  had?"  Mr.  Churchill 
continued;  "During  the  whole  of  these 
long  discussions,  have  we  had  one  word 
of  sb  be  treason  or  of  genuine  goodwill 
from  those  who  have  constituted  them- 
selves In  the  House  of  Commons  the 
spokesmen    of    the    L'lster    minority?" 

Mr  Redmond,  he  went  on,  had  again 
and  asain  In  Parliament  and  In  the 
country  made  It  clear  that  he  realised 
that  the  greatest  triumph  of  the  Hoir.e 
Rttle  cause  would  be  the  triumph  which 
did  not  leave  a  minority  of  his  fellow- 
countrymen  smarting  bitterly  from  a 
sense  of  defeat,  and  everything  that  it 
was  in  his  power  to  do  to  promote  a 
reasonable  settlement  and  a  dismissal  of 
unfounded  fears  would  be  done  in  the 
months  of  reflection  which  lay  before 
them.

Churchill  In  conclusion,  under  condi- 
tions w'hlch  entitle  us  to  'be  confident 
and  hopeful  as  to  the  future  of  the 
Home  Rule  Bill,  which  has  just  been 
rejected  by  the  House  ot  Lords.  Tnat 
is  not  the  end  of  the  story.  In  the  next 
session  of  Parliament,  which  Is  shortly 
to  begin,  the  Home  Rule  Bill  will  be 
promptly  sent  back  to  the  House  of 
Lords,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the 
great  majority  which  throughout  Its 
passage  through  the  House  of  Com- 
mons have  sustained  It  will  not  fall  In 
the  parliamentary  support  whioh  Is 
necessary  t.j  carry  this  measure  through 
the  various  stages  before  It  passes  Into 
law."

Half  of  Army  Corps  Turns  Out 
to  Greet  Emperor  William 
as  Result  of  Telegram  Sent 
by  Discharged  Soldier, 


Not  since  the  Immortal  raid 
on  the  •  town  hall  of  Kocpenlck 
by  the  cobbler  "Captain"  "Voijrt 
has  Germany  lauKhed  so  loud  or  so  long 
as  It  has  over  the  "alarming"  and  full- 
(irrss  parade  of  the  garrison  at  Strass- 
buiK,  tile  result  of  a  bogus  telegram 
purporting  to  have  coma  from  the  Kai- 
ser. Military  men,  while  admitting  th  • 
humor  of  the  Incident,  point  out.  that 
it  has  one.  redeeming  feature,  inasmuch 
»«  It  throws  fresh  light  on  the  extreme 
perfection  and  promptitude  with  which 
the  German  war  machine  works  once 
orders   to   move  are   Issued. 

The  perpetrator  of  the  hoax,  August 
Wolter,  turns  out  to  be  a  half-mail  ex- 
sergeant,  twenty-five-  years  of  age  who 
was  recently  discharged  from  the  colors 
on  account  of  alleged  defalcations.  He 
escaped  punishment  on  the  ground  that 
he  was  mentally  deficient,  but  he  ob- 
jected to  being  publicly  branded  as  fee- 
ble-minded and  bragged  that  it  would 
not  bo  long  before  he  performed  a  feat 
which  would  show  his  superiors  that 
he  was  still  capable  of  doing  wondrous 
tilings.  , 

The  accounts  differ  regarding  the  ex- 
act manner  In  which  he  carried  out  th». 


"RoaxT     Several  versions  allege  that  th- 

telegram  which  Wolter  himself,  dis- 
guised as  a  telegraph  messenger,  de- 
livered at  headquarters  to  the  military 
governor  of  Strassburg  was  in  cipher. 
Other  versions  say  that  it  was  an  open 
nWssago   and    sljnply   read: 

"Arrive  twelve  o'clock;  am  coming  by 
motor-car,  proceeding  to  Polygon  par- 
ade-ground. Entire  garrison  is  to  be 
alarmed.  '  W1LIIELM." 

Wolter  was  at  any  rate  familiar  with 
the  special  marks  attached  to  Imperial 
telegrams,  for  the  Strassburg  authori- 
ties who  were  fooled  by  it  aver  positive- 
ly that  the  telegram  Was  In  every  re- 
spect quite  in  order.  Wolter  secured 
possession  of  it  by  sending  to  himself 
a  telegram  from  Weissenburg  and  then 
erasing  the  few  words  it  contained  and 
inserting  the  text  quoted  above.         \ 

The  effect  of  the  message  was  elec- 
tric. Sublimely  oblivious  of  the  fact 
that  the  Kaiser  was  at  that  very  mo- 
ment at  Koenigsburg.  General  Baron 
von  Egloffstein,  the  Military  Governor 
of  strassburg,  proceeded  to  act  on  the 
Supreme  War  Lord's  supposed  instruc- 
tions with  the  utmost  alacrity.  Fife 
and  drum  corps  w.ere  sent  scurrying 
through  the  streets  to  sound  the  alarm 
in  order  that  all  officers  and  soldiers 
on  leave  should  hurry  back  to  barracks 
with  all  possible  speed.  Prince  Oscar 
of  Prussia,  the  Kaiser's  fifth  son.- who 
is  a  student  at  Strassburg  University, 
was  caught  in  a  noonday  canter  and 
made  such  haste  to  the  Polygon  ground 
that   he   went   without   luncheon. 

Meantime  tearful  scenes  were  taking 
place  \n  hundreds  of  Strassburg  homes. 
The  populace  was  seized  with  the  fear 
that  a  mobilization  was  ordered  and 
war  imminent,  and  the  sobs  of  women 
and  children  mingled  with  the  clatter 
of  men  and  horses  hurrying  to  head- 
quarters. By  one  o'clock — hardly  two 
hours  after  the  "Kaiser's  order"  ar- 
rived— the  entire  garrison  was  assem- 
bled at  Polygon.  The  troops  numbered 
about  18,000 — exactly  half  an  army 
corps — and  their  bayonets,  rifles,  guns, 
and  lances  shone  brilliantly  in  the  mid- 
day sun.  The  event  was  made  still 
more  impressive  by  the  appearance  over- 
)■•  uri  of  a  new  Zeppeline  airship,  which 
sailed  from  Its  temporary  headquarters 
U\  btadep-Baden  to  participate  in  the  par- 
ade. As  the  Kaiser,  who  Is  seldom  late, 
failed  to  arrive  at  12  o'clock  as  was 
stated  he  would  in  the  telegram,  a  ru- 
mor presently  spread  that  his  Majesty 
was  in  the  airship  and  would  land  from 
It. 

After  the  garrison  and  the  throng  of 
between  20,000  and  30,000  spectators 
had  waited  on  the  field  till  two  o'clock 
a  council  of  war  was  held  between  the 
Military  Governor,  the  Viceroy  of  A\- 
pace-Lorraine,  Count  Wedel,  Prince 
Joachim  of  Prussia,  the  Kaiser's  sixth 
son,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Strass- 
burg, and  it  was  decided  that  the  chief 
of  police  should  dash  back  to  town,  a 
distance  of  about  two  and  a  half  miles, 
in  his  motor-car  and  ask  Berlin  by  tel- 
ephone if.  any  light  could  be  thrown  on 
the  mysterlobs  non-appearance  of  the 
Kaiser.  Word  came  back  that  his  Maj- 
esty, far  from  being  in  Alsace-Lorraine, 
was  at  the  opposite  "corner  of  the  Em- 
pire at  Koenigsburg.  When  the  chief 
of  police  returned  to  the  Polygon  with 
this  mystifying  information  It  finally 
dawned  on  the  military  authorities  that 
Bomebody  had  been  fooled.  The  Mili- 
tary Governor  then  ordered  the  gar- 
rison to  execute  some  minor  parade 
movements  and  the  troops  were  after- 
wards   marched     home. 

Among  the  most  interested  of  the 
spectators  was  the  man  Wolter  who 
caused  the  parade  to  be  held.  He  Bald 
last  night,  after  his  arrest,  that  he  had 
watched  the  march  out  and  back  and 
was  eminently  well  pleased  with  his 
day's  work.  He  will  probably  be  sent 
to  a  lunatic  asylum  for  the  criminal 
insane.  If  placed  on  trial  he  can  be 
convicted  of  any  number  of  indictments 
ranging    from    lese-majeste    to    forgery.

EARLY  MARRL4GEvS 
ADVISED  I 


Radical  Change  Undergoing  in 
Country  Which  Has  Steadily 
Been  Losing  in  Its  Popula- 
tion Figures, 


PARIS,  March  25. — One  peculiarly 
striking  proof  of  the  new  spirit  in 
France  Is  the  greater  frequency  among 
young  men  belonging  to  the  comfortable 
classes  of  early  marriages.  This  is  not 
only  interesting  to  the  social  observer; 
it  may  have  a  bearing  upon  the  future. 
France,  as  everyone  knows,  is  suffering^ 
from  a  decline  of  population.  Ideas  on 
this  subject  arc  mostly  confused.  A 
decrease  id  numbers  is  not  always  to  be 
deplored.  But  in  the  case  of  France, 
whose  security  depends  upon  keeping 
up  her  military  strength,  the  shrinkage 
of  births  might  lead  to  disaster.  It  is 
of  high  value  to  her  that  a  generation 
should  be  growing  up  which  faces  life 
with  more  courage  and  a  keener  sense 
of  responsibility.  These  qualities  lead 
young  men  to  settle  themselves  in  life 
earlier,  to  look  on  casual  love  affairs' 
as  a  waste  of  time  and  money,  to  marry 
young  instead  of  putting  off  the 
foundation  of  a  family  until  their  first 
vigor    has    fled. 

Eagerness  to   Progress 

.Vow  as  to  the  French  young  man's 
eagerness  to  "get  on,"  which  is  another 
novelty.  He  nray  have  borrowed  from 
the  Fngllsh  his  attitude  towards  love 
and  marriage.  In  his  anxiety  to  earn 
his  own  Jiving  as  soon  as  possible  he 
emulated  the  youth  of  the  United  States. 
Also  like  thpm  he  demands  special  (but 
more  complete)  training  for  a  business 
life.  Two  young,  business  men.  writ- 
ing in  Tho  Revile  Ilebdomadalre  ( M. 
Chevalier  and  M.  Louis  Couvreur),  both 
lay  stress  upon  this  and  praise  the 
Ecole  il-s  Hautes-Etudas  Commercialea 
(School  of  Commercial  Higher  Studies) 
for  the  practical  excellence  of  its 
courses,  which  cover  two  years  and 
range  from  political  economy  to  the  best 
methods  of  shipping  wheat  or  machin- 
ery. 

Must  Learn  Foreign  Xiangusfes 

Fvery  student  must  learn  two  for- 
eign   languages    at   least. 

Among  the  young  men  who  are  on 
the  way  to  be  captains  of  Industry  there 
is  equally  a  desire  for  fuller  knowledge 
of  their  own  particular  branches — but 
alwayiR  after  an  education  which  has 
put  them  in  the  way  to  develop  into 
complete  human  beings.  There  is  a 
desire  to  travel  and  see  what  other  na- 
tions are  doing — again  something  new. 
The  French  of  the  last  two  generations 
were  curiously  "Insular"  and  contemp- 
tuous of  anything  not  French.  That 
narrow-mindedness  is  disappearing. 
There  is  eve"n  a  tendency  to  over-praine 
what  others  are  (Ailng.  Thus  a  very 
able  young  engineer,  M.  le  Chatelier, 
returned  from  a  visit  to  the  United 
States  indignant  against  "our  foolish 
mania  for  exalting  the  foreigner  and 
under-rating  ourselves."  He  says  French 
workshops  are  far  more  thorough  than 
American,  and  that  the  l-'rench  mechanic 
has  very  little  to  learn  from  "the  other 
side,"  while  "young  America"  »truck 
him  as  Ill-mannered  and  ill-educated  as 
compared    with    y'oung    France. 


OMrman  Praise  for  Bttfland 

English  methods  were  recommended, 
according  to  the  Berlin  correspondent 
of  The  Lancet  by  Herr  Strode  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Prussian  Society  for 
School  Hygiene.  Herr  Strode,  who  Is 
a  teacher  in  a  rural  school  in  Prussia, 
said  tiiat  it  was  very  undesirable  that 
school  children  should  be  engaged  in 
agricultural  work.  Before  going  to 
school  in  the  morning  they  had  often 
to  feed  the  cattle,  and  after  school  to 
drive  the  cattle  to  pasture,  and  must 
then  learn  their  home  lessons  lying  on 
the  ground.  Herr  Strode  strongly  re- 
commended the  appointment  of  school 
medical  officers  In  country  places  on 
somewhat  the  same  system  as  exists 
In  England,  the  district  medical  officer 
of  health  having  already  too  many 
duties  to  be  able  to  supervise  hygiene 
also. 


OSE  OF  BIRDS  IN 


Striking  Instances  Wherein  the 
Winged  Creatures  Errone- 
ously Called  Pests  Have  Ren- 
dered Good  Service  to  Man, 


Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Walter 
F.  Burton,  of  this  city.  The  Colonist  Is 
Indebted  for  extracts  from  The  Oologist. 
which  tend  to  support  the  contentions 
of  those  who  declare,  that  ,  certain 
species  of  birds  are  decidedly  beneficial 
to  all  classes  in  a  community  rather 
than  otherwise.  The  magazine,  which 
is  published  in  the  interests  of  bird 
fanciers,  in  its  issue  of  January  15,  had 
the  following  from  W.  H.  Strong,  of 
San    Jose,    California: 

"A  very  interesting  experiment  by  Mr. 
E.  H.  Forbush,  State  Ornithologist  of 
Massachusetts,  shows  how  the  birds 
will  work  for  us  if  we  will  only  let 
them.  An  old  neglected  orchard  was 
Helected  and  special  efforts  were  made 
to  attract  the  birds  during  the  Winter 
months,  by  preparing  food  which  they 
particularly  liked  and  placing  it  where 
they  could  readily  find  it;  for  instance. 
suet,  which  was  tied  to  the  branches 
of  the  trees.  As  a  result  of  this  effort, 
the  birds.  Instead  of  leaving  when  the 
snow  fell,  remained;  and  chickadees, 
nuthatches,  woodpeckers  and  creepers 
spent  the  Winter  in  this  old  orchard, 
eating  large  numbers  of  eggs  of  the 
Fall  cankerworm  moth  and  the  larvue 
of  other  Injurious  insects.  in  the 
Spring,  when  the  female  cankerworm 
moths  appeared,  the  chickadees  fed  on 
these.  Other  trees  in  the  neighbor- 
hood were  badly  infested  with  worms, 
while  this  orchard  where  the  Winter 
birds  had  been  at  work  was  practical- 
ly free  from  them.  The  few  which 
did  appear  were  easily  disposed  of  by 
Summer  birds  which  came  to  the  local- 
ity. The  other  orchards  were  almost 
stripped  of  their  foliage,  but  this  one 
retained  Its  leaves,  and  with  one  ex- 
ception was  the  only  orchard  In  the 
neighborhood  to  produce  any  fruit.  It 
is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  excep- 
tion was  the  orchard  nearest  the  one 
in  whlchMie  experiment  was  tried." 
in  Sefenoe   of  the  Sparrow 

The  same  writer  also  contributes  the 
following:  "The  English  sparrow  has 
been  so  universaly  condemned  of  late 
that  one  might  believe  that  it  had  not 
a  redeeming  quality.  It  is  true  that  it 
is  pugnacious,  driving  away  other  birds, 
even  those  much  larger  than  Itself.  It 
is  largely  a  city  bird,  and  its  nests  are 
not  pleasant  objects,  where  they  are 
numerous  or  to  be  seen,  but  we  be- 
lieve these  are  the  principal  charges 
against  it.  Wo  have  often  watched 
these  birds  in  the  evening  catching 
moths  and  other  Injurious  Insects  for 
their  young,  and  have  been  Impressed 
with  their  value  as  insectlverous  birds. 
They  will  catch  insects  on  the  wing  by 
hundreds.  They  are  largely  a  city  bird 
and  fond  of  the  haunts  of  man.  It  is 
not  often  that  they  will  be  found 
far  out  In  the  country  or  away  from 
houses.  But  the  sparrow  has  been 
given  a  bad  name,  whether  altogether 
deserved  or  not  we  are  not  prepared 
to  say,  but  Professor  H.  B.  Fullerton, 
of  the  Long  Island  Experiment  Station, 
comes   to   its  defence   and    says: 

"We  have  proof  positive  that  no  soil 
tiller  can  afford  to  kill  even  the  par- 
ticularly friendless  English  sparrow. 
This  year  we  watched  these  little  fel- 
lows with  great  interest.  They  were 
mighty  busy  after  their  plunge  In  our 
bird  bath,  some  In  the  newly  seeded 
ground,  others  along  the  rows  of  plants 
Just  up.  In  company  with  the  English 
sparrows  were  the  little  ground  spar- 
row, of  which  wo  have  many.  All  were 
bound  on  exactly  the  same  errand,  and 
morning  after  morning  we  saw  I  the 
menu,  and  each  morning  it  was  the 
same;  it  consisted  of  great  numbers 
of  cut-worms,  from  the  cabbage  de- 
stroying size  to  the  tiny  little  fellow 
that  later  reached  tomato  plant  cut- 
ting stage,  and  the  general  destruction 
of  the  shoots  of  bulbs,  both  floWerihg" 
end  ed.ible. 

"Yes,  they  do  eat  bugs  sometimes, 
but  a  native  song  bird  will  eat  them 
all  the  time,  except  for  stealing  a  lit-' 
tie  fruit.  Maybe  the  sparrows  are 
better  than  no  birds  at  all,  but  most 
people  would  be  glad  to  swap  all  the 
sparrows  in  sight  and  hearing  for  a 
handful  of  bluebirds  or  a  pair  of 
thrushes."

CALGARY  CITIZENS  WILL 

PRESENT  AEROPLANE 

Pnnd    Opened   for   Purchase   of   Airship 
Which  Will  Be  Handed  Over  to 
British  Government. 


CALGARY.  Alta.,  March  29.— A  war 
aeroplane  fund  has  been  opened  in  this 
city,  and  already  $1,000  has  been 
pledged  by  prominent  cltisens  towards 
the  construction  of  such  an  aircraft. 
When  completed,  the  aeroplane  will  be 
handed  over  to  the  British  Government 
as  a  gift  from  the  citizens  of  Calgary, 
to  be  used  in  the  defence  of  the  Em- 
pire. It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of 
the  proposod  "Dreadnought  of  the  air" 
will  be  In  the  neighborhood  of  (5,000, 
and  the  promoters  of  the  scheme  are 
confident  that  the  sum  can  be  obtained 
with   ease. 

The  British  Government  has  not  been 
consulted  In  the  matter,  but  it  is  cer- 
tain that  such  a  gift  or  gifts  from 
Canadian  cities  will  be  greatly  accept- 
able to  them.  In  line  with  the  proposed 
fund.  It  Is  possible  that  a  school  for  in- 
struction In  air  navigation  will  bo 
opened  in  Calgary.  The  opdfc  prairie 
that  surrounds  the  city  offers  excellent 
opportunities  for  flights  and  on  ideal 
aviation  field  could  be  found  within 
eaay  reach  of  tbe  city.  Up  to  now  Cal- 
gary has  been  indifferent  to  the  science 
of  aviation,  but  since  the  matter  has 
been  discussed  In  a.  serious  tone,  there 
are  many  who  are  enthusiastic  over  the 
project  to  make  this  city  the  aviation 
centre  of  Canada.

VIENNA,  March  29. — The  detailed  ac- 
counts of  the  railway  accident  In  which 
Prince  Eltel  Frledrich  of  Prussia,  was 
involved  in  Hungary,  place  the  conduct 
of  hl»  Hoyal  Highness  In  a  highly  cred- 
itable light.  He  appears  to  have  led  the 
work  of  rescue,  and  after  giving  first 
aid  to  the  injured,  to  have  converted  hia 
■aloon  carriage  into  an  ambulance, 
while  his  handkerchiefs  and  linen  were 
cut  up  for  bandages.  As  medical  help 
was  not  available  for  gome  hours,  the 
resources  of  his  portable  pharmacy 
proved   invaluable. 

A  passenger  who  assisted  in  the  work 
of  rescue,  states  that  Prince  Eltel  Fried- 
rich  conversed  finely  in  Magyar  with 
those  present — a  statement  which,  if 
accurate,  would  set  at  rest  the  contro- 
versy opened  some  years  ago  in  Hun- 
gary on  the  question  whether  or  not 
Prince  Kitel,  whose  name  was  described 
as  a  German  form  of  Attlla,  had  or 
had  not  been  at  pains  to  acquire  the 
Magyar   language. 


Strike    of    Dyera    Is    Ended

Provisions  for  Birdmen  Fleet  Is 
Laid  Before  Members  of 
Government  by  Mr,  Claude 
Grahame  White, 


LONDON,  March  25. — A  comprehen- 
sive plan  for  dealing  with  the  entire 
subject  of  aerial  warfare,  and  the  pro- 
vision of  an  aerial  fleet  and  Its  neces- 
sary appendages,  has  been  laid  before 
members  of  the  Government  by  Mr. 
Claude   Grahame'  White. 

The   scheme   includes: 

The  establishment  of  a  mercantile 
air-fleet  subsidized  by  the  British  Gov- 
ernment. 

Airship  stations  In  every  large  city 
and 'around    the   coast. 

Schools  for  air  pilots  all  over  tho 
kingdom. 

It  is  understood  that  a  powerful 
group  of  financiers  are  ready  to  finance 
a  scheme.  havlnR  Government  support, 
for  building  dirigible  airships  simul- 
taneously In  various  parts  of  Kngland, 
so  that  in  a  few  years  the  country  will 
have  a  complete  fleet  for  service  in 
peace    or    war. 

Mr.  Grahame  White's  proposals  serve 
to  draw  attention  to  the  need  that  ex- 
ists for  immediate  and  definite  action. 
The  public  demands  that  the  Govern- 
ment shall  provide  next  month  not  less 
than  $5,000,000  for  the  purposes  of 
strengthening  the  flying  corps,  so  that 
the  organization  shall  be  put  on  a 
proper    footing. 

After  that  all  private  schemes  should 
be  encouraged  as  much  as  possible. 

Grahame    White    hinted    at    the    great 
developments   which   he   hopes   to   foster 
with    the    aid    of    the    Government. 
tike    Ounard   Xilne 

"It  is  my  aim,"  he  said,  "to  found 
a  mercantile  air-fleet  on  the  same  basis, 
let  us  say,  as  the  ("unard  line.  We 
could  carry  the  malls  for  the'- Govern- 
ment, and  our  airships  could  be  used 
for   general   purposes   in   times  of  peace. 

"In  order  to  carry  out  this  aim,  great 
capital  is  needed,  but,  provided  We  get 
the  Government  support,  I  know  many 
financiers  who  would  come  forward  and 
develop  an  Industry  which  has  always 
been    starved    in    England. 

"I  would  have  aerodromes  and  air- 
docks  throughout  the  kingdom,  and 
corps  of  airmen  as  properly  trained  as 
the  men  of  the  meres  ntlle  marine,  thus 
founding  an  auxiliary  arm  to  the  de- 
fences of  the  country.  In  a  few  years 
we  should  be  able  to  turn  out  air-  pilots 
as  easily  as  chauffeurs. 

"There  Is  no  reason  at  all  why  the 
airship  could  not  be  constructed  to 
carry  malls  as  well  as  weapons  of  war; 
it  Is  simply  a  question  of  construction. 
The  hulls  could  be  easily  interchange- 
able. 

"We  have  stood  still  for  so  long  that 
something  must  be  done  now.  Other 
countries  have  gone  ahead  at  An  alarm- 
ing rate,  and  when  I  was  In  Austria  I 
saw  a  complete  installation  for  aerial 
warfare,  even  to  the  trucks  to  carry 
the  airship   to   Its  point    of  ascent,     i 

"Our  proposal  is  cut  and  dried.  We 
are  prepared  to  do.  the  work,  provided 
we  have  Government  assurance.  We 
are  prepared  to  foster  this  immense 
industry  with  private  .capital,  and  take 
all  the  responsibility;  we  are  ready  [a 
secure  the  finest  skilled  mechanics  from 
all  parts  of  Europe,  and  to  put  the 
mercantile  air-fleet  on  a  paying  basis."

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NATIVE  HOSTILITY  TO 
FRENCH  RULE  LN  AFRICA 


Methods  Adopted  in  Algeria  in 
Glaring  Contrast  to  Those  of 
British  in  Egypt— A  Striking 
Instance, 


PARIS.  March  39.— The  Temp*  pub- 
lishes an  article  on  the  relations  of 
France  with  the  Mohammedans  of  her 
North  Afrloan  possessions  which  anal- 
yses from  a  native  point  of  view  the 
reasons  of  their  hostility  to  French 
rule.  M  Besnard,  the  general  secretary 
of  the  .Lay  Mission,  having  recently 
been  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the 
French  schools  of  Syria  and  Egypt, 
having  lived  long  enough  in  Damascus 
and  Beyrouth  to  enable  him  to  ascer- 
tain the  views  of  the  leading  Moham- 
medans of  these  cities,  says  that  in 
the  opinion  of  these  men  the  methods 
adopted  by  France  are  in  too  glaring 
contrast  with  those  of  the  British  in 
Egypt  to  escape  remark  and  compari- 
son   of  an    unfavorable  nature. 

For  instance,  the.  Brttish  in  Egypt 
have  established  a  principle  of  equal 
tHxatlon  for  both  Europeans  and  na- 
tives, and  forced  labor  has  been  abol- 
ished, whilst  in  Algeria  the  land  tax 
is  still  levied  solely  on  the  Mohamme- 
dans and  forced  labor  is  still  .in  vogue. 
Kver  since  1883,  in  Egypt,  the  British 
have  vested  in  pro-vincial  councils," 
elected  by  the  natives  themselves,  ad- 
min i  s  tra.  tl  ve~pow*P-w4ach_naw_In.cludcji 
the  control  of  primary  education  and 
the  levying  of  certain  taxes.  These 
councils  also  serve  as  a  mouthpiece  of 
the  native  population  by  which  they 
make  their  needs  known  to  the  gov- 
ernment. 

In  Algeria,  the  natives  have  not  even 
been  allowed  to  retain  the  right  of 
olecting  their  own  assemblies.  The 
fact  of  being  a  Mohammedan  is  no  bar 
in  Egypt  to  the  occupying  of  the  high- 
est posts,  whilst  in  Algeria  even  those 
natives  who  have  acquired  a  French 
education  are  rigorously  shut  out  from 
all  official  positions.  Even  the  yearly 
pilgrimage  to  Mecca  is  discouraged  in 
Algeria.  Individual  liberty  is  not  re- 
spected, and  it  is  not  only  in  Algeria 
but  in  Tunis  that  a  Mohammedan  can 
be  imprisoned  or  even  exiled  without 
ever   having  appeared   before   a  Judge. 

All  these  counts  in  the  indictment  of 
the  Mohammedans  against  French  col- 
onial methods  does  not  prevent,  says  M. 
Besnard,  a  certain  admiration  of  French 
cujture  and  ideals  among  the  educated 
natives,  but  they  are  fully  conscious  of 
the  disparity  which  exists  between  the 
theory   and   the  practise.

MANCHESTER.  March  29. — Extraor- 
dinary experiences  were  related  by 
Miss  Stella  MacLlr,  an  Irish  lady,  In 
a  lecture  delivered,  at  the  Milton  Hall, 
on  "Interviews  with  Ghosts."  Miss 
MacLlr  said  that  had  not  post  people 
lost  the  power  of  spiritual  perception 
It  would  have  been  possible  for  anyone 
to   Interview  ghosts. 

She  claimed  no  special  occult  facul- 
ties, but  confessed  that  since  she  was 
a  little  girl  she  had  been  in  close  touch 
with  the  unknown  world.  In  Ireland, 
when  wandering  as  a  child  over  the 
wild  mountain  country,  she  had  fre- 
quently seen  trfe  Druids  performing 
their  religious  ceremonies  rourid  the 
ancient  druidicaP  stones,  while  she  had 
also  come  into  contact  with  the  fairies. 
Hardly  a  day  passed,  she  went  on, 
on  which  she  did  not  commune  with  a 
ghost.  Sometimes  the  experiences 
were  of  a  terrifying  character.  Once, 
when  staying  in  an  old-fashioned 
house  in  Perthshire,  the  door  of  her 
raftered  bedroom  suddenly  opened,  and 
a  spirit  slowly  entered.  Advancing  to 
the  bedsie,  it  seized  her  by  the  throat, 
but  did  not  harm  her.  The  explana- 
tion of  the  Incident  probably  was  that 
Ui..  »plrll — who  took  the  -form  of  a.  man 
— was  attempting  to  re-enact  a  mur- 
der he  had  committed  when  on  earth. 
It  was  in  France,  however,  where 
she  studied  under  Prof.  Bergson,  the 
distinguished  philosopher,  that  the 
most  thrilling  of  her  adventures  oc- 
curred. 

"When  a  schoolgirl,"  she  recalled,  "I 
once  stayed  at  an  old  castle  in  the 
valley  of  the  Rhine.  I  was  reading 
Zola's  famous  novel  'Lourdes'  at  the 
time,  and  anxious  to  finish  it,  I  told 
my  hostess  not  to  remain  up'  with  me. 
She  consented,  and  so  T  sat  down  In 
the  corner  of  the  old-world  drawing- 
room  and  resumed  my  reading.  Sud- 
denly" the  great  castle  bell  began  to 
clang.  I  took  no  notice  of  the  un- 
usual irfrldent,  although  frankly  I  felt 
a  little  frightened.  A  few  moments 
later  I  heard  the  clatter  of  a  horse 
in  the  castle  courtyard,  followed  by  the 
sound   of   a   man   dismounting. 

"Then  I  heard  quick  steps  along  the 
flagged  corridors.  '  The  door  of  the 
drawing-room  opened,  and  looking  up 
from  my  hook,  I  saw  a  soldier- clad  in 
the  armour  of  ancient  time.  He  soon 
retired,  and  I  heard  the  retreating  clat- 
ter of  his  horse.  Altogether  unnerved;' 
I  ran  upstairs  to  my  room,  and  flung 
myself  on  to  the  bed.  They  found  mo 
the  next  day  In  a  state  of  high  fever." 
Miss  MacLlr  added  that  on  her  re- 
covery she  recognized  in  the  picture 
gallery  of  the  castle  the  portrait  of 
the  ghostly  intruder.  He  was  once 
lord  -of  the  chateau  and  the  vast  do- 
main surrounding.  Years  later,  when 
studying  In  the  Latin  Quarter  at  Parts, 
she  went  on,  twenty-five  or  twenty-six 
ghosts  thronged  the  little  room  which 
she  was  renting  high  up  In  an  old 
hotel.  They  were  mournful  in  aspect, 
and,  as  she  discovered  later,  were 
earth-bound  communists  who  were 
anxious,  to  confess  the  many  crimes 
they  had  committed  during  their  re- 
spective   lifetimes.

BANGKOK,  March  29.— In  China  the 
population  tends  to  press  ever  more 
hardly  on  the  means  of  subsistence, 
and  the  Importance  of  the  prospect  of 
the  great  continent  of  South  America 
attracting  a  large  number  of  China's 
surplus  population  lies  In  the  fact  that 
the  Chinese  laborer  is  excluded  from  so 
many  of  the  countries  In  which  he 
would    willingly   settle. 

One  need  not  go  over  the  list;  It  is 
enough  to  point  out  that  the  likelihood 
of  even  Mongolia  and  Manchuria  being 
mode  fertile  by  Chinese  .  industry,  la 
vanishing.  To  be  sure,  ss.ys  The  Bang- 
kok Times,  China  resents  exclusion 
laws  and  some  of  her  leaders  threaten 
retaliation.  But  that  is  a  matter  for 
the  future.  Meantime  there  la  the  fact 
of  exclusion  and  the  further  fact  that 
though  they  do  not  exclude,  "the  Dutch 
territories  and  Slam  tare  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  assimilate  unlimited  numbers  of 
Chinese.*' 

A  fertile  but  undeveloped  country 
like  Slam  should  welcome  both  labor 
and  capital,  even  more  than  it  does. 
The  more  the  country  is  developed,  the 
sweater  Is  tts  security.  Slam  does  main- 
tain an  open  door  for  labor.  But  many 
at  once  argue  that  t>'a  is  not  enough. 
If  the  planting  industry  la  to  be  de- 
veloped on  any  considerable  scale,  and 
that  the  Government  ought.,  io  take 
steps  also  to  assist  in  cases  Where 
there  Is  a  steady  demand  for  labor. 

In  another  way  the  open  door  la  too 
wide;  criminals  who  have  made  the 
south  of  China  too  hot  to  bold  them 
can  come  to  Bangkok  with  Impunity, 
while  they  avoid  Singapore  aa  there  ia 
an  organisation  In  tb*>  Chinese  Pro- 
tectorate on  the  watch  for  them  with  a 
view  to  their  being  promptly  deported 
again.  Slam  should  welcome  the-  Chi- 
nese, but  it  ia  equally  essential  that 
thla  country  should  oe  equally  success- 
ful in  assimilating  tte  immigrant*. 
That  la  the  crux  of  the  Chinee*  onea- 
tion  in  Slam,  and  In  til*  capital  a  eolu- 
tlon  has  net  yet  been  found  for  the 
difficulty.

PARIwS,  March  29. — The  confident  dec- 
laration of  M.  Rene  Quinton,  president 
of  the  National  Aerian  League,  that  the 
problem  of  automatic  stability  had  been 
solved  by  the  Moreau  brothers'  inven- 
tion has  attracted  widespread  interest. 
The  main  lines  of  the  invention  may 
be  deecribed  without  going  Into  tech- 
nicalities in  these  words:  The  car,  in 
which  the  pilot  (and  passenger, .  for  a 
two-seated  machine)  is  seated,  Is  inde- 
pendent of  the  engine  and  all  machin- 
ery needed  for  the  motive  power,  all  of 
which  is  attached  to  the  plane  of  the 
machine  above  them.  This  car  Is  hung 
from  the  plane  in  such  a  way  that  It 
can  oscillate  freely,  although  for  start- 
ing and  landing  It  can,  by  moving  a 
lever,  be  made  a  fixture  with  the  plane 
as  In  *tho  ordinary  monoplane.  Every 
movement  of  the  plane,  due  to  gusts  of 
wind,  etc.,  as  compared  with  the  car 
which  remains  always  practically  ver- 
tical, causes  automatically  a  change  in 
the  tall  piece,  which  re-establishes  long- 
itudinal   equilibrium. 

The  Moreau  Brothers  have  worked  ten 
years  on  their  invention,  which,  how- 
ever, only  reached  a  practical  stage 
some  three  years  ago.  They  say.  they 
have  flown  12,000  miles  without  the 
slightest    accident,    due    to    stability. 

The  history  of  their  struggles  is  the 
usual  poor  inventor's  story.  All  their 
neighbors  had  faith  In  them  and  show°d 
it  by  a  subscription  raised  to  help  their 
work,  in  which  even  the  poorest  were 
glad  to  offer  their  mite  of  ten  or  fif- 
teen cents. 

Albert  Moreau,  who  works  for  a 
printing  establishment,  for  which  he  so- 
licits orders,  has  a  family  of  six  and 
often  it  has  been  a  question  in  the 
household  whether  the  father  should 
buy  petrol  to  have  a  flight  or  whether 
the  children  should  have  dinner.

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(Lecture  by  Dean  Doult  at  Y.  M.  C.  A.) 

N  bringing  these  lectures  to  a  close 
I  must  very  briefly  consider  with 
you  what  the  Bible  has  to  tell  us 
about  a  future  life,  and  also  what 
it  has  to  say  about  the  end  of  all 
things,  the  completion  and  accomplishment  of 
God's  purpose  and  plan. 

The  idea  of  a  future  life  is  not  very  plainly 
revealed  in  the  Old  Testament  because  in  the 
providence  of  God  it  seemed  well  to  direct  the 
thoughts  of  His  ancient  people  to  the  fulfilment 
and  perfecting  of  their  hopes  and  aspirations 
in  the  coming  of  the  Messiah  and  the  establish- 
ment of  His  kingdom  amongst  men. 

In  consequence  of  this  we  find  that  from 
one  point  of  view  death  was  regarded  as  a  very 
great  and  very  terrible  evil.  "The  dead  praise 
not  Thee,  O  God,  neither  all  they  that  go  down 
into  silence,"  so  writes  the  Psalmist  in  words 
which  sum  up  very  faithfully  the  prominent 
thought  of  death  and  of  the  grave  amongst  the 
Israelites,  during  at  least  the  earlier  period  cov- 
ered by  the  Old  Testament  history. 

Even  as  late  as  the  time  of  Isaiah  this  view 
Of  death  finds  expression  in  his  writings,  as  may 
lie  seen  by  a  reference  to  Chapters  XIV.  and 
XXXViH.  of-hts-p it > p hecyr 
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But  side  by  side  with  this  view  of  death  as 
cutting  man  off  from  the  joy  of  living  there 
runs  another  strain  of  an  .  entirely  different 
character. 

The  frequent  use  of  the  expression  "Gath- 
ered to  his  people"  which  gecurs  in  the  Book 
of  Genesis  cannot  by  any  possibility  be  taken 
to  mean  "buried  in  the  same  grave";  it  is  a 
clear  recognition  of  the  hope  of  a  life  beyond 
the  present. 

So,  too,  in  the  Psalms  the  hope  of  immor- 
tality is  met  with  over  and  over  again:  "Thou 
shalt  not  leave  my  soul  in  Hades  (i.e.  Sheol  or 
the  grave),  neither  shalt  Thou  suffer  Thy  Holy 
One  to  see  corruption."  "Thou  shalt  show 
me  the  path  of  life;  in  Thy  presence  is  the  ful- 
ness of  joy;  and  at  Thy  right  hand  there  is 
pleasure  for  evermore."  Psalm  XVI.  8.). 
"Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  Thy  counsel,  and 
after  that  receive  me  with  glory."  "My  flesh 
and  my  heart  faileth;  but  God  is  the  strength 
of  my  heart  and  my  portion  forever."  (Psalm 
LXX1IL,  23  and  25.) 

Cf.  also  Psalms  XVII.,    14,   15;  XLIX.,  14 

and  15. 

Steadily,  gradually  did  the  truth  of  the  fu- 
ture life  grow  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  an- 
cient people  of  God  until  you  get  in  the  Book 
of  Daniel  the  clear,  definite  statement,  to  which 
even  the  fuller  teaching  of  the  New  Testament 
has  added  very  little:  "Many  of  them  thai  sleep 
in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to 
everlasting  life  arid  some  to  everlasting  con- 
tempt. And  they  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  they  that  turn 
many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars  far  ever  and 
ever."   (Daniel  XII.,  2  and  3.) 

And  yet,  after  all,  the  great  hopes  and  as- 
pirations of  the  ancient  people  of  God  centred 
not  upon  the  hope  of  a  future  life,  but  upon 
the  hope  of  the  coming  of  the  Messiah. 

In  a  previous  lecture  I  pointed  out  that  two 
lines  of  thought  regarding  the  Messiah  are  met 
with  in  the  Old  Testament  running  at  times 
side  by  side,  at  times  intersecting,  and  at  times 
blending  one  with  the  other.  They  are  the 
lines  of  thought  that  a  great  prophet,  greater 
even  than  Moses,  will  arise  to  deliver  the  na- 
tion, and  that  God  (Yahveh)  Himself  will  visit 
His  people  to  be  their  deliverer. 

These  two  lines  of  thought  finally  meet  and 
find  their  fulfilment  in  Jesus  Christ  (Yahveh 
the  Saviour,  and  Messiah). 

With  the  advent  of  the  Christ  the  teach- 
ing of  a  future  life  for  the  whole  man  (body 
as  well  as  soul)  becomes  very  clear  and  very 
definite. 

Jesus  Christ  came  to  abolish  the  fear  of 
death  by  overcoming  sin,  which  is  the  sting  of 
death,  and  so  the  gloomy  view  of  death  disap- 
pears entirely. 

"Today  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  Paradise" 
,is  the  message  of  joy,  of  comfort'  and  hope 
spoken  by  the  Incarnate  Son  of  God  from  the 
cross  to  the  dying  robber  at  His  side.  "I  Am 
the  Resurrection  and  the  Life,"  Christ  asserts, 
"he  that  believeth  on  Me  though  he  were  dead, 
"yet  shall  he  live:  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  Me  shall  never  die."  (St.  John  XI., 
2  5,  26.)  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  the 
hour  is  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead  shall 
hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God;  and  they 
that  hear  shall  live."  "Marvel  not  at  this,  for 
the  hour  is  coming  in  which  all  that  are  in  the 
graves  shall  hear  His  voice,  and  shall  come 
forth;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto  the  re- 
surrection of  life,  and  they  that  have  done  evil, 
unto  the  resurrection  of  damnation."  (St. 
John  V.,  25,  28,  29.) 

"Whoso  -eateth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my 
blood  hath  eternal  life,  and  I  will  raise  him  up 
i   ^AKf  last  day."     (St.  John  VI.,  54.) 

Compare  also  the  twenty-fifth  chapter  of 
St.  Matthew's  Gospel,  where  our  Blessed  Lord 
emphatically  states  of  the  righteous,  ''these 
shall  go  into  fife  eternal." 


fact  of  death,  upon  the  separation  of  the  soul 
from  the  body,  which  takes  place  at  the  end 
of  this  earthly  life. 

The  analogy  from  our  most  Blessed  Lord's 
death  and  burial,  the  teaching  of  His  words  to 
the  dying  robber,  the  fact  that  He  preached  to 
the  spirits  in  safe-keeping,  all  teach  us  that 
after  death  there  is  a  conscious  life  in  an  in- 
termediate state,  but  no  stress  is  ever  laid  upon 

it. 

We  are  never  told  to  prepare  for  death; 
what  we  are  told  to  prepare  for  is  the  day  of 
the  Lord,  the  day  when  the  Christ  shall  again 
return  to  judge  both  the  living  and  the  dead. 

Thus  just  as  in  the  Old  Testament  the 
thoughts  of  men  were  directed  towards  the  com- 
ing cf  the  Christ,  so  in  the  New  Testament  the 
thoughts  of  men  are  directed  towards  the  com- 
ing of  the  Christ  for  the  second  time,  not  as 
the  Saviour  but  as  the  judge  of  all  men. 

St.  Paul  expressly  tells  us  that  we  shall  not 
all  die,  though,  he  adds,  but  "we  shall  all  be 
changed  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,"  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 

It  was  our  Blessed  Saviour's  own  teaching. 
He  charges  His  followers  to  the  end  of  time, 
not  to  prepare  for  death,  but  to  watch  and  pray 
for  His  coming  in  power  and  great  glory. 

Watch  therefore;  for  ye  know  not  what 
hour  vour  Lord  doth  come."      — ;;,.■„.  ,-,■,„■ — ^- —

"Take  heed,  watch  and  pray,  for  ye  know 
not  when  the  time  is."  "Watch  ye,  therefore, 
for  ye  know  not  when  the  Master  of  the  house 
comejth,  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the 
cock-crowing,  or  ,in  the  morning;  lest  coming 
suddenly  he  find  you  sleeping.  And  what  I 
say  unto  you,  I  say  unto  all,  watch."  (St. 
Mark  XIII. ,  33-37.)" 

"Watch  ye,  therefore,  and  pray  always  that 
ye  may  be  accounted  worthy  to  escape  all  these 
things  that  shall  come  to  pass,  and  to  stand  be- 
fore the  Son  of  Man."     (St.  Luke  XXL,  36.) 

And  the  teaching  of  Jesus  was  the  teaching 
Of  His  apostles  and  of  the  Church  in  apostolic 
and  sub-apostolic  days. 

St.  Paul  speaks  of  being  confident  "that 
He  who  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ,"  not 
the  day  of  your  death. 

St.  James  writes,  "Be  ye  also  patient,  stab- 
lish  your  hearts,  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
draweth  nigh."  (St.  James  V..  8.)  And  now, 
little  children,"  writes  the  beloved  apostle,  St. 
John,  "abide. in  Him  fliat  when  He  shall  ap- 
pear, we  may  haVe  confidence  and  not 
ashamed  before  Him  at  His  coming."  (I 
John  II..  28.) 

Read   also   carefully    II.  St.    Peter  III., 
whole  chapter,  and  notice  how  he  meets 
argument  that   because  in   love  and   pity 
Lord  was  delaying  His  coming  that  therefore 
the  coming  was  not  to  be  expected. 

In  my  opinion,  one  of  the  great  needs  of 
the  day  is  that  the  Church  should  recover  the 
fulness  of  her  belief  in  the  second  coming  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

it  is  a  doctrine  scriptural,  primitive,  catho- 
lic, full  of  great  comfort,  full  also  of  very  sol- 
emn warning. 

The  one  certain  event  of  the  future  is  the 
second  coming  of  the  Christ,  even  as  it  Is  the 
most  uncertain  as  to  the  time  when  it  will  take 
place. 

Foolish,  fanatical  people  have  done  much 
harm  by  pretending  to  know  that  which  the 
Master  tells  us  Himself  is  known  to  God  alone: 
"of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no  man."  (St. 
Matthew  XXIV.,  36.) 

But  because  of  the  existence  of  foolish  and 
fanatical  people  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the 
truth  itself,  that  the  same  Jesus  whpwas  seen 
ascending  into  Heaven  by  His  apostles  will  so 
come  again  in  like  manner,  as  He  was  seen 
going, into  Heaven   (Acts  I.,   tf).. 

That  is  the  certain  fact,  but  as  to  when  it 
will  be,  we  know  not. 

There  are,  however,  certain  signs  foretold 
as  characteristic  of  the  days  immediately  before 
His  return,  and  many  believe  that  such  signs  are' 
in  evidence  now.  1  would  not  like  to  express  a 
definite  opinion  upon  a  subject  so  very  diffi- 
cult,  but  personally  I  think  that  those  who  ex- 
pect the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  in  the  not 
very  distant  future  are  able  to  show  good 
grounds  for  the  faith  that  is  in  them. 

We  cannot  tell  when  the  lightning  will  flash 
from  heaven,  but  from  the  condition  of  the  at- 
mosphere "wfc  can  tell  that  thunder  is  in  the 
air.  ; 

The  signs  of  the  times  are  at  least  sufficient 
to  recall  to  us  the  words  of  our  Master,  "Take 
ye  heed,  watch  and  pray:  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  time  is." 

And  when  He  comes  it  will  b6  for  two  pur- 
poses, firstly,  to  judge,  and  secondly,  to  restore 
all  things.

|J  N  the  first  page  is  presented 
i  what  is  believed  to  be  the 
first  near  photograph  ever 
taken — it  .  unquestionably 
can  have  no  .superior- — of 
that  monarch  of  the  Vancouver  Island 
Alps,  Victoria  Peak,  so  far  as  known  tiie 
most  lofty  mountain  of  the  Island  won- 
derland. The  artist-phnti^rapher  is  Mr. 
Henry  Schupp,'  C.L.,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  a  season  afield  in  the  terri- 
tory of  which  Victoria  Peak  is  the  dom- 
inant feature,  its  snowy  crest  rising  7484 
feet  in  clear  air.     \ 

The  locality  upon  which  this  giant 
mount  looks  serenely  down  lies  to  the 
north  of  Campbell  River  and  of  Crown 
Mountain,  and  therefore  outside  even  the 
extended  boundaries  of  Strathcona  Park. 

Crown  Mountain  was  for  years  impro- 
perly accorded  rank  as  the  most  lofty 
mountain  of  Vancouver  Island'.  Explora- 
tions and  investigations  of  recent  date, 
largely  in  connection  with  the  survey 
and  development  of  Strathcona  Park  un- 
der Col.  R.  H.  Thomson,  have  fully 
proven  this  distinction  undeserved,  how- 
ever, and  geographers  and  surveyors 
now  agree  as  to  the  pre-eminence  among 
its  fellows  of  Victoria  Peak — so  far  as 
altitudes  on  the  Island  have  as  yet  been 
determined — its  summit  rising  above  sea 
level  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and 
eighty-four  feet. 

Its  serious  rivals  in  the  Island  Alpine 
territory,  at  present  explored  include 
Mount  Albert  Edward,  6,068  feet,  and 
Mount  Alexandra,  6,394  feet,  whereas 
Crown  Mountain  is  credited  with  but  H)6 
feet  superiority  over'  ArrowMTtith,  the 
joint  pride  and  joy  of  the  rival  Alberni's 
and  the  distinctive  feature  of  their  superb 
scenic  setting. 

Not  only  is  Victoria  Peak  the  mon- 
arch Of  the  Island  mountains  in  point  of 
altitude,  but  it  presents,  according  tu  Mr. 
Schupp  and  others  who  have  invaded  Lis 
environs,  the  maximum  oi  cii.'ficult \  to 
the  adventurous  climber,  with  its  precipi- 
tous and  even  overhanging  heights,  is 
giant  chimneys,  va-St  crevasses  and  ever- 
lasting snows. 

During  the  expedition  from  which  Mr. 
Scbupp's  party  have  recently  returned 
they  saw  numerous  herds  of  Wapiti,  sofae 
Of  a:   many  as  a  dozen  member. . 

During  the  trip,  too,  M  \  Schupp  had 
the  misfortune  to  all  rut  sever  a  toe, 
whtle  hastily  wielding  a  double-bitted  axe 
during  the  formalities  of  making  camp. 
Theic  was  no  hope  of  saying  the  toe.  so 
Mr.  Schupp  completed  the  amputation 
with  a  pocket  knife,  gave  the  stump  a 
woodsman's  rude  attention — and  went  on 
with  his  work  afield. 

Such  is  the  mettle  of  the  engineer  on 
frontier  duty.

M.  Bertillon,  who  has  also  achieved  world-wide 
fame  through  his  system  of  scientific  identifi- 
cation of  criminals.     What  is  more,  M.  Lepine 
is  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar,  a  descendant  of 
an  old   French  family,   xvhich  for  generations 
has  had  doctors,  lawyers,   and  public  officials 
among  its  members.    He  was  born  at. Lyons  hi 
!846,  and  graduated  as  an  "Avocat"  from  the 
university  there.     In  1877  he  entered  what  is 
called  the  Administration  as  a  sub-prefect.     In 
1888   he  was  appointed  secretary-general    to 
the  Prefect  of  Police  of  Paris,  and  in  1893  be- 
came Prefect  of  Police  himself.     He  worked 
so  hard  that   his  health   broke  down,   and  he 
was  thought  so  much  of  that  the  Government 
made   him   Governor-General    of    Tangier,   a 
place  of  dignity  and  quiet.     But  M.  Lepine  xvas 
so  active  that  he  engaged  in  a  great  scheme  of 
public  work   that   brought   him    into    conflict 
with  "practical  politics,"  and  trouble  with  the 
natives   followed.       The    energetic   governor- 
general  wanted  to  settle  matters  in  his  own 
way,  but  had  to  resign,  and  his  return  to  his 
old  position  in  Paris  followed.    There  he  was 
needed,  and  there  he  was  acceptable.     Since 
that    time    he    has    faithfully    performed   his 
duties.     In  resigning  his  office,  he  announces 
that  his  services  xvill  always  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  State  in  the  case  of  an  emergency.     It 
will  be  the  hope  of  his  admirers  and  of  those 
who  like,  his  city  that  such  a  contingency  will 
not  occur,  and  that  his  successor  in  the  impor- 
tant position  of  Prefect  of  Police  of  Paris  will 
be  as  near  like  him  as  it  is  possible  for  a  new 
Prefect  to  be.

1801— BATTLE  OF  THE  BALTIC 


Referring  to  Nelson,  Chambers'  Encyclo- 
paedia says :  "His  next  magnificent  exploit  was " 
the -Battle  of  Copenhagen  in  1801,  in  which, 
after  a  struggle  of  terrible  severity,  he  shattered 
the  naval  power  of  Denmark,  and  along  with 
it  the  dreaded  coalition  against  England  of  the 
three  Northern  kingdoms.  Never  were  the 
characteristic  and  heroic  qualities  of  the  man 
more  brilliantly  displayed  than  on  this  most 
trying  occasion.  In  the  moral  courage  to  accept 
responsibility  at  all  hazards,  no  man  ever  sur- 
passed him. 

"In  the  heat  of  the  battle,  his  chief,  Sir 
Hyde  Parker,  in  deadly  anxiety  as  to  the  issue 
of  what  at  a  distance  seemed  to  be  a  hepeless 
conflict,  signalled  him  to  discontinue  action. 

'Damn  the  signal!'  said  Nelson,  when  this 
was  reported  to  him,  'Keep  mine  for  closer 
battle  flying.  That's  the  way  1  answer  such 
signals.  Nail  mine  to  the  mast.'  And  with  the 
certainty  of  professional  disgrace  and.  ruin  star- 
ing him  in  the  face  in  case  of  failure,  he  worked 
out  his  grand  triumph."

BOOKS  OF  THE  WEEK 


"One  Woman's  Life."  By  Robert  Her- 
rick. — Mr.  Herrick's  novels  have  won  for  their 
author  a  great  deal  of  notoriety.  He  is  one 
of  those  writers  whom  the  delicacy  of  any  sub- 
ject does  not  deter  from  dealing  very  frankly 
with  that  subject.  This  sort  of  thing  appeals 
to  a  great  many  readers  of  a  certain  classv  but 
we  do  not  think  the  majority  of  the  book-loving 
publjc  cares  to  have  every  human  emotion  an-, 
alyzed,  every  passion  dissected  by  an  author, 
no  matter  how  realistic  he  claims  to  be,  nor 
how  cleverly  he  handles  his  themes.  How- 
ever, Mr.  Herrick  is  gaining  wisdom  with  ex- 
perience, he  still  fervently  believes  himself  to 
be  thoroughly  conversant  with  a  young  girl's 
idea  of  life,  and  a  young  girl's  hopes  and  dreams 
and  most  intimate  thoughts  with  the  result  that 
some  of  the  scenes  he  describes  are  little  less 
than  absurd,  but  he  is  improving  nevertheless. 
He  now,  with  some  delicacy,  leaves  a  Tittle  for 
the  reader's  imagination,  and  the  reader's  ima- 
gination, in  most  cases,  not  being  a  quite  so 
far-reaching  nor  mystery-loving  thing  as  the 
imagination  of  Mr.  Herrick,  the  former  does 
not  suffer  so  much  of  \  shock  as  when  possi- 
bilities were  described  for  him  by  a  too  graphic 
pen. 

"One  Woman's  Life"  tells  the  story  of  an 
ambitious  girl,  born  of  humble  parents,,  in  a 
humble  neighborhood.  Srfe  throws  away  an 
opportunity  of  marrying  for  money  and  posw 
tion,  however,  to  marry  a  poor  but  clever  young 
journalist  for  love.  Their  married  life  is  not 
altogether  a  success,  and  it  has  rather  a  dramatic 
climax.  The  young  husband  dies,  but  the  story 
follows  the  heroine  through  her  further  ro- 
mantic adventures,  and  finally  leaves  her,  mar- 
ried to  an  early  lover,  who  has  returned  from 
the  West  with  the  traditional  wealth.  This 
book  is  the  best  that  Mr.  Herrick  has  given  us.

"Comrade  Yetta.— Albert  Edwards  is  an- 
other one  of  our  modern  realists,  but  he  is  a 
clever  and,  subtle  writer,  and  never  willingly 
offends.  If  the  reader  is  shocked  it  is  because 
it  is  necessary  to  shock  him  to  bring  home  a 
truth.  Mr.  Edwards'  stories  are  written  with  a 
much  larger  purpose  than  to  merely  amuse,  and 
we  think  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  they 
serve  that  purpose  to  a  large  extent.  "Com- 
rade Yetta"  gives  the  reader  plenty  of  rude 
surprises,  but  one  does. not  resent  them;  they 
awaken  intelligence  and  sympathy.  The  story 
is  one  of  a  woman's  life,  and  the  woman  in  ques- 
tion is  a  young  Jewess,  who  inherits  from  her 
paternal  relative  the  gift  of  a  brilliant  intellect, 
and  an  "all-embracing  sympathy,  and  from  her 
mother  a  beautiful  face  and  figure.  Yetta  is 
left  almost  penniless  when  her  father  dies; 
she  has  never  been  to  school,  and  knows  far 
■more  of  old  Hebrew  than  of  English.  While 
still  a  child  she  is  sent  to  a  "sweat-shop"  to 
learn  "vests.'1  Fronvmorning  until  night  she 
toils,  until  her  childish  mind  becomes  almost 
dead  to  any  impressions  save  the  perpetual 
noise  of  machinery,  and  the  idea  that5  she  must 
hurry,  hurryi  forever  hurry,  if  she  would  keep 
her  jotf  and  earn  her  pitiful  wage,  a  wage  that 
she  hands  over  dutifully  every  week  to  the 
aunt  who  supplies  her  with  bed  and  board  and 
her  daughter's  cast-off  clothing.  Prom  the  set- 
tlement school  started  in  the  tenement  neigh- 
borhood, Yetta  is  awakened  to  other  possibil- 
ities in  life.  She  begins  to  realize  the  wicked- 
ness rof  conditions  at  the  •%weat-shop.'»  She 
has  had  the  position  of.  "speeder"  for  some 


time,  and  sets  the  pace  for  "the  other  three  wo- 
men,of  the  team  to  follow.  Two  of  these  wo- 
men are  tuberculor,  one  is  on  the  verge  of  col- 
lapse. Yetta  purposely  "breaks  her  thread" 
when  the  latter  is  seized  with  a  paroxysm  of 
coughing;  this  happens  so  often  that  the  man- 
ager, who  is  secretly  in  love  with  Yetta,  finds 
fault  with  the  sick  woman,  with  the  result  that 
the  little  Jewess,  who  has  already  felt  the  first 
awful  pain  in  h£r  back  that  foretells  an  early 
break-down,  rebels  openly  arid  fearlessly. 

The  manager  calls  Yetta  into  his  office  and 
there  tells  her  that  if  she  will  stand  by  him  he 
will  marry  her  as  soon  as  the  rush  season  is 
over.  Yetta  in  a  fury  of  indignation  and  out- 
raged pride  rushes  from  him  and  goes  out  ii\to 
the  workshop  and  shouts  out  what  he  has  said 
to  her  to  the  other  women.  Then,  incited  by 
what  she  has  heard  at  the  meetings  she  has  at- 
tended, for  she  has  not  only  been  going  to  the 
school,  but  to  the  strikers'  meetings  as  well,  she 
calls  upon  the  women  to  -follow  her  out  of  the 
shop  arid  recuse  to  work  any  longer  until  bet- 
ter conditions  are  established.  This  is  only 
the  first  small,  step  in  Yetta's  career  as  an  active 
member  of  the  unions.  She  becomes  an  ardent 
worker  for  the  oppressed.  She  acts  as  "picket" 
during  various  strikes,  and  is  imprisoned  for 
striking  a  policeman.  She  becomes  the  protege 
of  rich  and  influential  ladies,  who  have  also 
taken  up  the  cause  of  the  strikers.  She  ad- 
dresses great  meetings  with  all  the  passion, of 
her  hot  convictions  behind  her,  in  ungrammati- 
cal,  broken  English.  Her  beauty  and  her  elo- 
quence win  countless  converts.  They  win  sev- 
eral hearts  as  well,  and  Yetta's  romances  are' 
not  the  least  interesting  of  her  experiences. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  a  very  interesting  story, 
entertainingly  told,  and  is  well  worth  perusing.

How  well 
a  paper  by  Lyman  Beecher  Stowe  in  the  current 
World's  Work  tells  us.  It  makes  reference  to 
the  Titanic  disaster  with  its  numberless  cases  of 
heroism  to  show  that  the  quality  of  courage 
and  sacrifice  has  not  weakened  in  the  present 
day,  compare  It  as  we  will.  But  as  to  material 
matters,  Green's  history  of  the  English  people 
speaks  of  the  trusts  of  the  day  of  Charles  I. 
Wine,  soap,  salt,  a?d  almost  every  article  of 
domestic  consumption  were  in  the  hands  of 
monopolies,  and  prices  were  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  the  profit  gained  by  the  Crown.  In, our 
own  country,  as  late  as  1852,  history  tells  us 
of  election  frauds  in  New  York  that  today 
could  not  be  duplicated.  There  was  fighting 
at  the  polls  and  stealing  of  ballot  boxes. 
"Whigs,  boys  and"  paupers"  voted,"  and*  the 
police  dared  not  interfere. 

In  1 7  76  one-sixth  of  the  people  were  slaves, 
poor  blacks,  who  were  bought,  sold, 
and  flogged.  Jttany  whites  under:  the 
redemptioners  and  Indentured 
limited  in  civil  rights  and  bound  40 1 
Hampshire  limited  suffrage 
payers,  South  Carolina  to  ' 
a  freehold  of  fifty  aerea. 
State  had  to  be  worth  ftty 
parable  in rvalue &*§$] 


Master,  in  his  history,  says  filibustering,  gerry- 
mander, stealing  governorships,  using  force 
at  the  polls,  distributng  patronage,  and  all 
forms  of  fraud  and  ^political  tricks  were  used. 

There  was  imprisonment  for  debt.  A  thief 
was  branded  with  a  "T,"  burglars  were  brand- 
ed, ears  were  cut  off  as  a  punishment  for  "dis- 
honest cooks"- and  "careless  ..fish  dressers"  in 
Virginia.  The  pillory  was  in  general  use.  There 
were  twenty  crimes  for,  which  a  .man  was 
hanged  in  Pennsylvania;  in  Virginia  twenty- 
seven.  The  law  fell  with  special  severity  on 
the  unrepresented  and  voiceless.  A  pauper 
was  lashed  and  stood  in  the  pillory,  and  his  wife 
and  children  had  to  wear  the  letter  "P"  on  their 
clothing. 

The  comforts  of  life  were  few.  New  York 
had  no  paved  streets  until  1750,  and  Philadel- 
phia long  after  that  was  known  as  "filthy  dirty," 
even  for  that  time.  Goats  and  pigs  wandered  in 
her  streets  as' late  as  1840.  Except  for  the  rich, 
the  houses  were  small,  families  were  large,  and 
in  almost  all  houses  trades  and  manufactures 
were  carried  oh.  So  the  conditions  of  life  may 
be  imagined.  There  were  only  two  hospitals 
in  the  whole  country  until  after  the  revolution. 
Surgeons  were  few,  and  in  case. of  accident  a 
neighbor  cut  off  a  crushed  limb  with  a  carpen- 
ter's knife  and  staunched  the  blood  by  searing 
with  redhot  irons.  There  was  a  prejudice 
everywhere  against  fresh  air,  and  all  houses 
were  tightly  closed.  Heavy  drinking  was  uni- 
versal— as  rhuch  so  among  the*  clergy  as  the 
laity. 

A  Hartford  clergyman  supplemented  his 
slender  salary  by  running  a  distillery.  So  the 
conclusion  is  that  neither  in  the  heroic  virtues 
nor  in  other  ways  were  the  "good  old  times" 
anything  to  which  we  should  like  to  return. 
.They  held  the  seeds  of  modern  progress;  but 
the  world  today  is  a  much  better  place  to  live 
in  than  it  was  a  century  ago,  and  this  is  especial- 
ly true  as  to  the  man  of  little  income  or  influ- 
ence.— Indianapolis  News. 
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BLIND   MEN   WHO   EARN   WAGES 


"Why  have  so.  many  persons  lost  confidence 
in  Binks?  A  few  years  ago  he  was  retarded 
as  a  promising  young  man."  "Yes;  mi*  Jie4id 
nothing  but  promise.    He  ipverpaM*^ 
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I  may  go  into  a  tenement  house,  stop  in  the 
basement,  and  ask  for  John  Jones  "the  blind 
man,"  says  a  writer  in  The  Christian  Herald. 
Half  a  dozen  youngsters  will  immediately  vol- 
unteer the  information  that'  "he  lives  on  the 
third  floor,  back,"  or  "in  the  rear  of  the  alfey- 
way."  I  grope  along  and  find  the  steps,  and 
as  I  go  up  the  stairs  I  hear  people  whisper  un- 
der their  breath,  "Poor  man!  he's  blind."  That 
is  no  deterrent  to  me.  1  get  up  to  the  third 
floor  and  ask,  "Does  John  Jones  live 'here? " 
If  he  does,  I  greet  him  with  "Hello,  Mr.  Jones, 
I  hear  you  are  walking  along  in  the  dark  like 
myself.     How'  are  you?  " 

Such  a  greeting  will  bring  me  closer  to  him 
in  a  few  minutes  than  a  sighted  person  could 
get.    In  the  course  of  our  conversation  I  try  to    , 
work  upon  the  pride  of  the  man  who  is  to  be 
helped.    For  instance,  I  talked  the  other  day  to 
a  man  who  made  reference  to  his  desire  to  ped- 
dle shoestrings.    I  said  "My  gracious,  man,  you 
don't  want  to  do. that  sort  of  thing!    You  are 
too  good.    You're  too  sturdy  for  that."    "Yes," 
he  replied,  "I  am,  sir,  I  don't  really  want  to  do 
it."    We  soon  had  him  pleasantly  placed  where 
he  can  do  work  of  a  more  ennobling  character. 
Sometimes,  however,  we  find  problems  ttie 
solution  of  which  seems  obvious  enough  until 
we  come  to  investigate.    For  instance,  I  called 
the  other  day  on  a  man  who  lived  with  his  wife 
and  five  children  on  the  west  side  In  New  York. 
He  had  become  blind  five  years  ago.    He  had 
been  in  the  coal  and  ice  business  before  he  lost 
his  sight.     Now  it  seemed  obvious  that  we  • 
should  install  him  in  a  small  retail  coal  and  ice 
business.    I  thought  we  might  get  him  a  cellar, 
buy  a  small  supply  of  coal  and  ice  and  start  him 
off.    But  he  convinced  me  quickly  and  logically 
that  it  was  riot  a  profitable  undertaking  In  his 
section,  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  great  many  are 
in  the  business,  that  ice  and  coal  are  so  very 
high  in  price,  and  that  gas  ranges  are  now  be- 
ing used.    The  result  of  that  call  will  probably 
be  that  he  will  go  into  an  institutional  shop  and 
learn  to  cane  chairs  and  make  brooms.     He 
will  certainly  be  able  to  earn  $7  a  week  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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STORIES  OF  OLD  ROME 

The  trial  of  Cariotynus  before  the  people 
was  a  most  unfair  one.  In  the  first  place  it 
had  been  agreed  before  the  soldier  came  be- 
fore them,  that  he  would  only  have  to.  answer 
to  the  accusations  of  attempting  usurpation 
and  designing  to  establish  arbitrary  govern- 
ment. And  it  was  solely  because  of  this  agree- 
ment tha't  Cariolanus  had  consented  to  ap- 
pear at  all.  However,  when  he  stood  before  . 
his  judges  he  was  commanded  to  answer  many 
charges,  some  of  them  false  ones.  His  pride 
revolted  at  this  fresh  indignity,  and  he  refused 
to  give  the  called-for  explanations.  There- 
upon the  people  after  a  great  deal  of  parleying 
passed  sentence  upon  him.  He  was  condemn- 
ed to  perpetual  exile  from  Rome. 

The  consternation  among  the  Patricians 
was  extreme.  The  senate,  grieved  and  de- 
jected, wished  now  that  they  had  not  permit- 
ted the  people's  voice  to  have  any  sway,  since 
they  had  so  abused  the  authority  given  to 
them.  But  the  people  themselves  rejoiced 
greatly,  and  formed  in  jubilant  processions  in 
the  streets,  and  talked  of  their  power  and 
their  freedom,  and  gave  only  hard  thoughts 
to  the  old  soldier,  who,  with  an  impassive  face,  , 
and  stately  mien,  had  left  the  forum  and  gone 
to  his  home  to  bid  goodbye  to  his.  wife,  and 
mother. 

All  the  nobility  followed  Cariolanus  to  the 
city  gates  to  watch  the  general  as  he  took  his 
last  look  at  the  country  he  had' served  so  well. 
Not  once,  we  are  told,  did  his  courage  fail 
him.  He  held  his  head  erect,  and  his  eyes 
were  undimmed;  he  reproved  his  friends  for 
their  display  of  grief.  "Do  not  give  this  rab- 
ble the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  have 
the  power  to  move  you  beyond  your  self-con- 
trol," he  advised  them.  When  they  would 
have  laden  him  and  his  few  chosen  compan- 
ions with  gifts,  he  refused  them,  telling  them 
that  he  would  not  give  to  nor  take  from  any 
Roman  further  favors,  and  so  he  passed  away 
from  them,  and  for  a  long  time  they  saw  him 
no  more. 

After  a  sojourn  in  the  solitude  for  a  few 
days  he  made  his  way  to  the  country  of  the 
Volscians,  whom  it  will  be  remembered  w*ere 
Rome's  bitterest  and  most  powerful  enemies. 
Tullus  Aufidius  of  Antium,  on  account  of  his 
birth  and  worth,  was  distinguished  among  all 
his  countrymen,  and  received  from  them  al- 
most the  homage  of  a  king.  He  and  Cario- 
lanus had  fought  against  one  another  in  the 
days  gone  by,  but  in  spite  of  this  fact  it  was 
to  Tullus  that  the  exile  made,  up  his  mind  to 
go.  He  came  to  Antium  in  the  disguise  of 
a  beggar,  and  asked  his  way  to  Tullus'  house. 
Unquestioned  he  walked  by  the  servants  and 
into  the  entrance  hall,  then,  like  Ulysses  of 
old,  he  sat  down  by  the  hearth,  and  with  his 
head  bent,  J  his  broad  shoulders  bowed,  he 
watched  in  silence,  and  waited.  Some  mem- 
bers of  the  household  attempted  to  question 
him,  but  one  look  from  his  haughty  eyes  dis- 
mayed them,  and,  in  spite  of  his  rags,  they 
felt  that  he  was  no  beggar,  but  some  great 
lord,  disguised.  So  they  carried  word  to  Tul- 
lus, who  was  interested  at  once,  and  came  to 
interview  his  visitor.  When  the  two  met  Car- 
iolanus rose,  threw  off  his  ragged  mantle,  and 
drew  his  great  figure  to  its  full  height: 

"Tullus,"  he  said,  fearlessly,  "If  .you  do 
not  recognize  me,  let  me  make  myself  known 
to  you.  I  am  Caius  Marcius,  whom  the  Rom- 
ans have  surnamed  Cariolanus,  because  I  had 
the  honor  of  defeating  you  in  battle  and  tak- 
ing your  city.  This  surname  is  the  one  return 
the  Romans  made  me  for  serving  them,  and 
it  is  the  one  thing  of  all  my  possessions  that 
is  still  left  me.  They  have  banished  me  from 
my  country,  for  no  other  reason  than  my  too 
great  zeal  in  serving  her.  And  I  have  sought 
you  out,  my  life  is  in  your  hands,  but  my  life 
is  a  very  little  matter,  and  I  have  no  desire 
to  prolong  it  unless  1  can  wreak  vengeance 
upon  those  who  have  wronged  me  so  cruelly. 
If  you  have  a  mind  to  make  a  further  attack 
upon  your  old  enemy,  my  services  are  yours." 

Tullus,  visibly  affected,  grasped  the  hand 
of  his  visitor.  "Rise,  Marcius,  and  be  of  good 
cheer,"  he  said,  "it  is  a  great  happiness  you 
bring  to  Antium,  in  the  present  you  make  us 
of  yourself;  expect  everything  that  is  good 
from  the  Volscians."  Then  there  was  great 
feasting  and  lavish  entertainments,  and  Tullus 
and  Cariolanus  deliberated  in  regard  to  the 
prospects  of  a  war. 

But  the  Volscians  had  agreed  upon  a  two 
years'  truce  with  Rome,  and  Tullus  could  not 
see  an  honorable  way  to  war.  Yet  it  was  a 
most  opportune  time,  for  the  republic  was  in 
great  disorder;  owing  to  the  banishment  of 
Cariolanus,  and  the  increasing  ill-feeling  be- 
tween the  different  factions;  besides  the 
priests  and  soothsayers,  had  been  having  most 
portentious  dreams,  and  seeing  unfavorable 
omens,  so  that  everyone  was  stirred  up  tp  a 
pitch  of  excitement  and  dread. 

One  day  when  a  great  religious  celebra- 
tion was  taking  place  and  processions  wqund 
through  the  streets,  and  visitors  from  many 
neighboring  cities  flocked  to  Rome,  word  was 
secretly  sent  to  the  consuls  thai  the  visiting 


Volscians  meant  to  set  fire  .to  the  city  that 
night,  and  make  an  attack.  Therefore  the  Vol- 
scians .were  rather  peremptorily  invited  to 
make  their  departure  before  sundown.

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 


When  Louis  XI.  died  he  left  the  French 
monarchy  well  established,  and  all  of  modern 
France,  with  the  exception  of  Brittany,  united 
under  one  sovereignty.  That  duchy  held  out, 
its.  ruler  not  denying  the  suzerainty  of  the  king, 
but  exercising  a  virtual  independence.  Suzer- 
ainty under  feudal  tenure  meant  much  or  little 
according  to  the  temper  of  the  men  who  claim- 
ed or  conceded  it.  This  consolidation  was  far 
from  being  due  to  the  skill  of  Louis  only.  He 
was  more  fortunate  than  able.  Death  served 
him  well  by  removing  Duke  Charles  of  Bur- 
gundy, undoubtedly  the  greatest  soldier  of  his 
day.  Indeed  before  this"'' gallant  leader  found 
his  fate  oh  the  battlefield,  he  had  become 
broken  in  spirit  probably  as  the  result  of  his 
extremely  strenuous  life.  ■  There  were  stronger 
influences  at  work  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
kingdom  than  those  that  any  king  or  general 
could  control.  There  was  rising  up  a  great  mid- 
dle class,  which  both  king  and  noble  had  to  take 
..into. account..  It  was  becoming  no  longer. pos- 
sible to  summon  men  into  the  field  for  the 
gratification  of  personal  ambitions.  Com- 
merce was  being  developed,  industry  was  be- 
coming systematized.  The  France  of  former 
days  had  become  impossible. 

Louis,  who  was  the  first  king  of  France 
to  receive  the  title,  "Most  Christian  King," 
died  in '1483:  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
Charles  VIII.,  who,  by  marriage  brought  Brit- 
tany under'  the  full  control  of  the  crown.  He 
pursued  a  policy  of  conciliation  towards  the 
middle  clriss,  and  deprived  the  nobles  o'f  much 
of  their  power.  He  was  the  last  of  the'  direct 
descendants  of  the  family  of  Valois,  which  had 
worn  the  crown  of  France  for  one  hundred 
and. seventy-one  years.  He  was  succeeded  by 
a  distant  cousin,  Louis  XII.,  who  reigned  for 
seventeen  years,  dying  in  1 5 1  5.  Louis  was  of 
what  was  called  the  House  of  Valois-Orlaans, 
and  was  the  first  and  only  king  of  his  line. 
After  1 5  1  5  there  was  a  period  of  some  confu- 
sion as  to  the  right  of  succession  until,  the 
Bourbons  came  in,  of  which  more  will  be  told 
later. 

Charles  VIII.  advanced  claims  to  the  crown 
of  Naples,  and  the  result  was  an  invasion  of 
Italy.  The  war  which  ensued  brought  the 
country  no  territory  and  very  little  glory,  but 
it  had  two  effects.  It  gave  the  military  aspir- 
ations of  the  French  nobility  a  means  of  ex- 
'  pressing  themselves,  and  thereby  enabling  the 
commonalty  to  strengthen  its  position  in  the 
state  and  also  served  to  reinforce  the  position 
of  the  king.  But  more  important  than  this  was 
the  facf  that  it  brought  the  better  class  of  the 
French  people  in  touch  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Renaissance/  which  had  already  made  itself 
felt  to  a  remarkable  degree  in  Italy.  It  cannot 
be  disputed  that  France  was  at  this  time  the 
leading  nation  in  the  western  world  so  far  as 
its  influence  upon  the  general  progress  of  civ- 
ilization was  concerned.  The  people  of  Eng- 
land were  too  busy  working  out  their  domestic 
problems,  and  were  too  much  out  of  touch 
territorially  with  Germany  and  Spain  to  have 
much  effect  upon  fhe  social  development  of 
those  countries.  •  France  was  regarded  as  the 
centre  of  educatiori  and  culture,  and  whatever 
influenced  the  current  of  thought  there  gave 
character  to  the  adjacent  countries.  The' Cru- 
sades had  done  much  towards  introducing  into 
Europe  the  philosophy,  learning  and  refine- 
ment of  the  East.  The  western  warriors  had 
learned  from  their  enemies,  and  after  the  ex- 
peditions for  the  rescue  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre 
had  been  abandoned,  intercourse  between  west- 
ern Europe  and  western  Asia  continued.  Its 
effects  were  first  felt  in  Italy,  but  had  been 
prevented  from  extending  north  by  the  almost 
chaotic  condMkms  prevailing  in  France  and 
along  the  valley  of  the  Rhine.  The  expedition 
of  Charles  VIII.  into  Italy  changed  all  this.  It 
opened  the  way  for  a  flood  of  new  ideas  to 
move  northward.  It  was  fruitful  of  such  re- 
sults that  it  is  generally  accepted  as  marking 
the  end  of  the  Middle  Ages. 

1  Some  recent  writers  have  referred  to  this 
period  as  the  Renascence,  employing  the  term 
to  indicate  the  general  revival  of  learning, 
leaving  the  term  Renaissance  to  be  applied  to 
the  re-introduction  of  the  classical  style  of  ar- 
chitecture. The  latter  term  is  often  used  in 
the  same  broad  sense  as  the  former.  But  by, 
whatever  name  we  may  know  the  period  its  ex- 
istence as  a  well  defined  stage  in  human  pro- 
gress is  beyond  all  question.  One  may  even 
say  that  it  was  then  that  fhe  modern  world 
was  born.  The  discovery  of  America  and  of 
the  route  to  India  by  way, of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  would  of  themselves  have  been  sufficient 
to  mark  an  era,  but  these  events,  influential 
as  they  were  u\>on  mankind,  were  effects  of 
a  greater, movement  which  was  stirringvChris- 
tendom  to  its  depths.  Voyagers  before  Col- 
umbus had  told  pf  a  land  beyond  the  ocean. 
There  were  many  ancient  maps  In  Egypt  telling 
of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  even  Indi- 
cating the  towns  along  the  African  coast;  but 
the  world  was  not  ready  to  turn  to  advantage 
this  knowledge.    A  ne*  *pWi' of  inquiry  was 


aroused.  It  dealt  with  every  aspect  of  activ- 
ity, but  it  was  especially  manifest  in, the. field 
of  religion.  In  this  sphere  it  produced  such 
movements  as  that  of  the  Huguenots  in 
France,  the  Reformation  headed  by  Luther  in 
Germany,  and  the  Reformation  in  England. 
Never  before  or  since  has  there  been  greater 
activity  than  that  which , was  inaugurated  to; 
wards  the  close  <  of  the  Fifteenth  Century  and 
the  beginning  of  the  Sixteenth.  In  all  this  no 
country  played  a  greater  part  either  in  mental 
development  or  discovery  than  did  France, 
which  was  unquestionably  for  a  time  the 
leader  of  the  western  world. 

The  most  picturesque  figure  of  this  period 
was  undoubtedly  Pierre  du  Terrail  Bayard, 
"Chevalier  sans  peur  et  sans  reproche,"  as  his 
contemporaries  called  him  and  as  he  is  known 
to  this  day.  To  be  without  fear  and  without 
reproach  is  certainly  fame  enough  for,  any 
man.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  accomplish- 
ed anything  conspicuously  great.  He  was  a 
dashing  soldier, -and. in  all  his  doings  he  seems 
to  have  reflected  the  very  genius  of  chivalry. 
On  one  occasion  he  with  nine  other  French- 
men met  ten  Spaniards  to  decide  by  combat 
which  was  superior  in  arms.  At  the  first  charge 
seven  of  the  Frenchmen  were  put  hors  du 
combat,  but-  Bayard's  valor  and  skill  enabled  . 
the  surviving  three  to  continue  the  struggle  for 
six  hours,  when  it  ended  with  neither  sids  vic- 
torious. His  victories  in  battle  were  never 
stained  by  acts  of  cruelty.  He  was  as  gentle 
as  he  was  strong,  as  kindly  as  he  was  cour- 
ageous. He  was  ever  .the  champion  of  justice. 
Sfl  great  was  his  fame  that  the  King  of  France 
1  solicited  the  honor  of  knighthood  at  his  hands. 
Bayard  was  slain  in  battle  by  an  arrow  in  the 
year  1524,  when  he  was  only  48  years. of  age. 
In  him  knighthood  seems  to  have  reached  its 

climax. 
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THE  WIND 


II. 

In  addition  to  the  Trades  and  Counter- 
trades, there  are  certain  winds,  which  are  call- 
ed variable,  but  nevertheless  are  characterized 
by  sufficient  regularity  to  receive  local  names. 
Among  them  are  the  Simoon,  the  Sirocco,  the 
Solano,  the  Harmattan,  the  Etasian,  the  Puna 
and  others.  The  East  winds,  which  prevail 
during  the  Spring  in  Great  Britain  may  per- 
haps be  classed  with  these.  The  last  named, 
wind  is  apt  to  be, confused  with  storms  from 
the  East,  but  the  true  East  Wind  of  the  United 
Kingdom  is  dry,  and  this  is  the  reason  why  it 
is  dreaded  so  much  by  invalids.  It  is  really 
a  deflection  of  the  Polar  air  current  which 
flows  down  over  Russia.  This  current  of  cold 
air  is  advancing  towards  the  Equator,  which 
means  that  it  is  coming  from  a  latitude  where 
the  revolution  of  the  surface  of  the  earth  is 
slow  to  a  latitude  where  it  is  more  rapid. 
Hence  the  current  .lags  behind  the.  movement 
of  the  earth.  Great  Britain  is  really  being 
pushed  into  a  Polar  current  of  air  at  the  time 
the  genuine  East  wind  is  blowing. 

The  Puna  is  a  wind  prevailing  for  a  part 
of  the  year  in  the  highlands  of  Peru.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  south-east  trade  that  has  been  rob- 
,bed  of  its  moisture  by  the  high  mountain 
summits,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the  driest  and 
most  parching  wind  that  blows  anywhere.  It 
resembles  to  some  degree  the  Chinook  winds 
of  the  western  Prairies.  The  nature  of  these 
latter  winds  has  been  generally  misunderstood. 
It  was  supposed  at  one  time  that  they  origin- 
ated over  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  the  name 
Chinook  was  given  to  them  from  an  Indian 
tribe  that  lived  near  the  mouth  of  the  Colum- 
bia. They  were  supposed  to  flow  up  the 
river  valleys  and  out  upon  the  Prairies,  but 
why  such  winds  should  be  warm  and  dry  was 
never  explained.  Moreover  no  one  has  ever 
felt  a  Chinook  wind  blowing  up  a  river  valley. 
This  was  brought  out  in  the  evidence  submit- 
ted to  the  Shultz  Senate  Committee,  which  in- 
vestigated climatic  and  other  conditions  of  the 
Canadian  Prairies  some  years  ago.  The  the- 
ory now.  accepted  as  explanatory  of  the  Chin- 
ooks  is  that  they  originate  over  the  high 
levels  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  chain,  where  the 
air  is  dry.  Then  they  descend  upon  the  Prai- 
ries when  an  area  of  low  barometer  has  de- 
veloped, and  are  warmed  by  the  pressure  of 
their  own  particles, due  to  the  increasing  dens- 
ity resulting  from  the  descent  to  a  lower  level. 

The  Etesian  wind  is  one  that  prevails  in 
Summer  over  the  Mediterranean.  It  is  caused 
by  the  heating  of  the  air  over  the  Sahara,  the 
colder  winds  from  the  north  rushing  in  to  sup- 
ply the  vacuum  created  by  the  ascent  of  the 
heated  atmosphere  to  a  higher  level.  The 
Sirocco  is  the  name  given  in  Italy  to  a  wind 
that  is  in  some  respects  counter  to  the  Etesian. 
It  is  a  hot  wind  from  the  Sahara,  which  gath- 
ers moisture  as  it  crosses  the  Mediterranean. 
The  Solano. is  a  wind  of  the  sanae  origin  blow- 
ing over  Spain  from  the  southeast  The  Si- 
moon has  its  origin  also  in  the  Sahara.  It 
blows  down  the  lower  Nile .  valley  for  fifty 
days,  though' not  continuously.  It  is  at  times 
terrible.  It  reaches  a  temperature  of  200 
Fahr.  not  infrequently,  Is  almost  absolutely 
dry,  and  carries  great  quantities  of  dust  with 
It  When  Gambyses  marched  across  a  desert 
skip  to  pillage  the  Temple  of  Jupiter  Amnion, 


he  was  overtaken  by  a  simoon  and  perished, 
wjth  50,000  men.  The  'destruction  of  the 
army  of  Sennacherib,  wheh  "the'  Assyrian 
came  down  like  a  wolf,"  is  attributed  to  a  si- 
moon. To  be  in  the  path  of  one  of  these  ter- 
rible winds  even  for  an  hour  might  easily 
mean  death  to  thousands  of  men  and  animals. 
The  Harmattan  is  a  hot  dry  wind  originating 
in  the  Sahara  and  blowing  from  the  n^rthr; 
east  along  the  Guinea  shore.  It  occurs  in 
January  and  February,  and  when  at  its  height 
is  very  injurious  to  vegetation.  ,It  is  always 
accompanied  by  a  fog,  through  which  the  sun 
shines  with  a  pale  red  light.  The  Harmattan 
has  a  very  salutary  effect  upon  the  health  of 
the  country  over  which  it  passes. 

The  Monsoon  is  the  name  applied  to    the 
winds  that  arise  over  the  Indian  Ocean  and 
sweep  over  southern    Asia,    although  similar 
winds  occur  in  the  Atlantic  and  impinge  upon 
the  African  coast  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gulf 
of  Guinea.     We  quote  Frank  T.  Builen's  de- 
scription of  the  Monsoon  from  his  entrancing 
book,  "Our  Heritage  of  the  Seas":     "All  over 
the  vast  fields  of  Hindustan  the  heavens  are 
as  brass,  and  animated  Nature  longs  voiceless- 
ly  for  a  change.     The  suffering,  patient  ryot 
paces  his  parched  land,  the  surface  of  which 
is  pulverized  into  finest  dust  by  fierce  sunt  and 
sees  the  baked  earth    open    in  great  fissures, 
huge  dumb   mouths   opening   up   to   the   irre- 
sponsive heavens.        He    with    his  burned-up 
crops  endures  in  patient    suffering,    knowing 
that  though  the    heavens    be    adamant  above 
him  relief  will  surely  come,' even  though.it  be 
too  late  to  save  his  individual  life.     This  trag- 
edy of  waiting  for  the  celestial  verdict  goes 
on  every  year,-  although  it  has  been  greatly 
mitigated  by  the  labors  of  irrigation  engineers 
and  the  carrying  out  of  their  great  schemes  of 
water  storage.     Yet  even  now  the  undue  per- 
sistence of  what  we  in  more  temperate  climes 
call  fine  weather,  meaning  the  appearance  day 
after  day  of  cloudless  rainless  skies,  and  the 
succession  of  soft,  dry  winds,  means  death  by 
starvation  to  millions  of  our  fellow  creatures. 
We  cannot  sympathize  with  them  in  their  pa- 
tient longing  for  the  change  of  the  Monsoon, 
or  understand  the  immense  significance  of  the 
four  words  flashed  from  continent  to  contin- 
ent, the  Monsoon  has  bursL    When  at  last  the 
change  does  come,  it  comes  with  a  suddenness 
justifying  the  last  word  of  the  telegram.     The 
Monsoon  does  burst  upon  the  burnt-up  soil, 
and  the  long  pent-up  rain  is  borne  by  the  on- 
rushing  south-west  wind  all  over  the  gaping 
country  with  a  violence  that  seems  as  if    it 
would  complete  the  destruction  wrbught    by 
the  dessicating  breath  of  the  north-west  Mon- 
soon.    At  first   the  iron-hard   soil  refuses  to 
permit  the  beneficent  flood  to  percolate  and 
the  foaming  torrent  overruns  the  land,  roaring 
down   the  crevasses  which  gape  everywhere. 
The  grateful  earth  swells,  revives,  and  its  cruel 
wounds  close  up.     The  barren  stalks  of  the 
crops,   which   have  long  looked  dead,   revive 
and  put  forth  tender  green  shoots,  until  in  an 
incredibly  sho*t  space  of  time  the  whole  land 
is  clothed  in  an   emerald-like  mantle  of  sur- 
passing loveliness.     Man  and  beast  revel  in  the 
delightsome  relief,  and  almost  as  rapidly    as 
the  vegetable  world  responds,  to  the  life-giv- 
ing call  of  the  heavens  by  girding  themselves 
with  fresh  strength,  forget  all  their  miseries." 

Speaking  in  prosaic  language,  ^he  South- 
west Monsoon  is  heavily  laden  with  moisture 
which  the  air  took  up  from  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  being  unable  to  carry  it  over  the  heights 
of  the  Himalayas,  deposits  its  burden  upon  the 
plains  of  India.

THE  SHADOW  OF  THE  ALMIGHTY 


The  XCI.  Psalm  begins,  in  the  King  James 
Version,  as  follows:  "He  that  dwelleth  in  the 
secret  place  of  the-  Most  High  shall  abide 
under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty."  The  ver- 
sion in  the  Anglican  prayer  book  uses  the 
words  "under  the  defence,"  instead  of  "in  the 
secret  place."  Of  course  the  words  are  not 
to  be  taken  literally  in  either  case,  but  the 
idea  in  both  translations  is  the  same.  It  is  not 
uncommon  in  the  Psalms.  In  Psalm  XXVII. 
we  find  the  expression,  "For  in  the  time  of 
trouble  He  shall  hide- me  in  His  pavilion." 
Again  in  Psalm  XXX II.  we  have,  "Thou  shalt 
hide  them  in  the  secret  of  Thy  presence,"  and 
in  the  following  Psalm,  "Thou  art  my  hiding 
place."  In  Isaiah  we  read  of  one  who  shall 
be  as  "the  shadow  of  a  great  rock  in  a  weary 
land."  The  idea  sought  to  be  conveyed  is 
that  it  is  possible  to  live  in  such  harmony  with 
God  that  he  shall  be  realized  as  an  ever  pres- 
ent protection.  The  whole  of  the  Psalm  first 
quoted  is  an  amplification  of  this, -different 
forms  of  expression  being  employed  to  add  to 
its  force.  God  is  described  as  "a  refute  /«$ 
fortress."  His  protection  Is  likened  to 
which  a  bird  gives  to  her  young., -/If III 
are  to  have  charge  over  us.  We 
amid  pestilence  and  terror  by 
These  varied  expressions 
gether,  all  as  meaning  the.

If  we  would  get    the    full    value    of  the 
Psalms,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  what 
manner  of  man  it  was  who  wrote  them.  "Most 
extraordinary  ideas  are  conveyed  in  some  in- 
stances as  to  what  manner  of  man  David  was. 
There  is  lying  at  hand  a  copy  of  the  Bible  for 
"the  use  of  children.and  in  it  is  a  picture  of  this 
great  king/    He  is  represented  as  a  man  with 
a  bushy  beard,  and  dressed  in  a  costume  that 
must  have  made  it  nearly  impossible  to  walk. 
He  resembles  in  general  appearance  a  wander- 
ing beggar  priest.    A  child  looking  at  it  would 
naturally  think  that  what  such  a  person  .would 
find   satisfactory,  any  normally  healthy  indi- 
vidual would  not  like  at  all.     It  would  give 
him   a   distaste   for   anything   associated   with 
religion.    But  the  David  of  the  Psalms  was  a 
fine  specimen  of  successful  manhood.     He  did 
not  seek  refuge  under  the  shadow  of  the  Al- 
mighty because  he  feared  the  buffetings  of  life. 
Of  these  he  had  had  his  full  share.     He  began 
life  as  -a  shepherd  boy;  he  ended  it  as  a,  king. 
Do  not  lose  the  force  of  the  lesson  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  fact  by  seeking  to  explain  it 
on  the  theory  that  he  was  in  some  special  man- 
ner under  the  protection  of  Providence.     He 
did  not  "dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most 
High"  in  any  other  sense  than  any  of  us  may 
do  so.  The  great  value  of  the  Psalms  arises  out 
of  the  fact" thai  they  are  for  the  most' part  the 
fruit  of  the  experience  of  such  a  man.     We 
have  said  this  on  a  former  occasion,  but  it  is 
worth  repeating,  for  if  those  compositions  are 
regarded  in  any  other  light,  they  are  very  like- 
ly to  be  misleading. 

The  underlying  thought  of  fhe  XCI.  Psalm 
is  of  an  imminent  Providence,,  upon  which -we 
may  rely,  for  protection  against  evil.  The  Gos- 
pels are  full  of  the  same  thought.  Perhaps 
one  might  be  justified  in  saying  that  this  is 
the  Gospel.  Over  and  over  again  Jesus  spoke 
•  to  his  Disciples  of  the  power  of  Faith.  ;  In 
.  dealing  with  this  subject  we  are  handicapped 
by  the  inadequacy  of  our  language.  The  word 
faith  has  several  meanings.  The  latest  edi- 
tion of  Webster's  Dictionary  gives  seven.  They 
range  from  the  mere  acceptance  of  a  State- 
ment as  true  to  the  acceptance  of  a  principle. 
We  suggest  an  eighth  definition,  which  \s  an 
amplification  of  the  second  of  these.  Faith  is 
the  active  acceptance  of  the  efficiency  of  di- 
vine power-  This  is  the  faith  that  can  move 
mountains.  It  is  that  into  which  when  we 
have  entered,  we1  can  say  that  we  "dwell  in 
the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High."  It  is  that 
which  brings  us  under  "the  shadow  of  the  Al- 
mighty." 

Having  defined  what  we  understand  by  the 
quotation  from  the  Psalm,  let  us  now,  so  as 
to  meet  the  skepticism  of  those  who  are  un- 
willing to  admit  the  existence  of -a  Deity,  state 
the  proposition  in  abstract  form,  thus:  Who- 
ever gets  himself  thoroughly  in  touch  with  the 
controlling  power  of  the  Universe,  will  find 
that  harmony  a  protection.  .  We  act  upo;i  this 
idea  every  day  of  our  lives  so  far  as  physical 
things  are  concerned.   If  we  have  an  attack  of 

indigestion. we  may  take  a  pill,  and  we  do  so 

because  we  feel  that  our  physical  system  is  out 
of  tune,  and  the  pill  will  set  it  right.  Indeed 
our  whole  lives  are  a  continual  struggle  to  get 
ourselves  and  keep  ourselves  in  harmony  with 
the  forces  and  influences  that  constitute  our 
environment.  We  have  observed  that  certain 
effects  follow  certain  causes;  if  the  sequence 
fails,  we  find  no  difficulty  in  convincing  our- 
selves that  we  were  mistaken  as  to  the  cause. 
We  plant  our  gardens  in  the  Spring,  and  if 
the  seeds  do  not  come  up,  we  do  not  deny  the 
efficacy  of  vegetable  life;  we  only  conclude 
that  perhaps  the  seed  was  poor,  oir  there  was 
something  wrong  with  the  soil  or  the  weather. 
In  respect  to  the  harmonies  of  the  physical 
world  we  only  expect  perfect  results  from  per- 
fect causes. 

Now  David,  King  of  Israel,  as  fine  a  type 
of  an  all-round  man  as  history  tells  of,  and 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  admittedly  the  greatest  and 
wisest  teacher  that  the  world  has  ever  seen, 
have  told  us  that  there  is  a  spiritual  harmony 
with  the  Almighty,  which  is  both  a  protection 
and  a  power.  We  are  only  going  to  ask  you 
to  admit  this  morning  that  statements  from 
two  such  persons  are  not  to  be  dismissed  as 
unworthy  of  consideration.  Unlets  you  are. 
dishonest  with  yourself;  and  that  Is  about  the 
meanest  kind  of  dishonesty,  you  will  have  to 
admit  that.  If  you  will  find  persons 
writings  and  teachings  have  had 
of  the  influence  upfm 
and  the  Gospels  ,«***: 
such  persons 
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T  was  British  Columbia's  good 
fortune  this  year  to  be  adequately 
represented  at  the  eleventh  an- 
niversary dinner  of  the  Canadian 
Camp — an  institution  purely  so- 
cial in  its  scope,  with  a  membership  exclusive- 
ly restricted  to  men  and  women  who  have 
camped  in  and  learned  by  personal  contact 
the  charm  of  the  Canadian  forest  land — held 
at  the  Astor  House,  New  York,  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  24th  ultimo.  The  British  Columbia 
representative  was  Mr.  Oscar  C.  Bass,  of  this 
city,  a  well  known,  experienced  and  enthusi- 
astic local  hunter  and  fisherman,  especially 
commissioned  jointly  by  the  Game  Depart- 
ment of  the  Provincial  Government  and  the 
Publicity  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way. Mr.  Bass  was  honored,  and  this  Pacific 
Province  through  him,  in  being  accorded  an 
important  place  among  the  speakers  of  the 
evening,  the  inspiring  theme  of  his  remarks 
being  "British  Columbia  and  Vancouver  Is- 
land— -the  last  place  God  made,"  and  full  ad- 
vantage being  taken  by  him  of  the  opportun- 
ity to  present  alluringly  to  appreciative  audi- 
tors the  superlative  attractions  of  British  Col- 
umbia to  the  lover  of  Natures  fnajesty.  and 
the  faithful  devotee  of  the  gun  or  the  rod. 
Mr.  Bass  also  contributed  to  the  characteristic 
menu  of  the.  occasion  bear  meat,  taken  across 
the  continent  from  the  fir-clothed  hills  of 
British  Columbia,  and  appealed  to  the  eyes  as 
well  as  to  the  ears  of  his  fellow  sportsmen  by 
exhibiting  a  series  of  impressive  British  Col- 
umbia slides  depicting  the  representative  hunt- 
ing and  fishing  areas  of  this  Pacific  Province 
and  the  unsurpased  beauty  of  its  woods  and 
wilds. 

PURPOSE  OF  ORGANIZATION 

Lest  there  be  any  in  British  Columbia  who  ~ 
have  not  heard  of  the  Canadian  Camp,  and, 
therefore,  are  lawful  subjects  for  missionary 
effort,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  purpose 
of  this  continentally  famed  organization  is, 
briefly,  the  promotion  of  good  fellowship 
among  sportsmen.  There  is  no  constitution— r 
no  initiation  fee;  there  are  no  liabilities  and 
no  dues.  The  Camp  gives  one  or  more  din- 
nets  annually,  at  which  experiences  are  ex- 
changed. The  membership  is  composed  of 
men  and  women  who  have  camped — to  their 
lasting  pleasure — in  the  great  woods  of  Can- 
ada. 

The  original  conception  of  the  camp  was 
in  the  fertile  brain  of  Dr.  G.  Lenox  Curtis,  of 
New  York,  an  eminent  physician  and  sur- 
geon, and  an  ardent,  sportsman,  who  thor- 
oughly believes  In  the  wholesomeness  of  out- 
of-door  life,  and  of  Social  Intercourse  based 


president.  The  first  annual  dinner  was  held 
in  Madison  Square  Garden  in  connection  with 
the  Sportsmen's  Show  of  February,  1902,  this 
being  the  real  public  launching  of  the  idea. 
And  the  craft  has  sailed  well. 

As  an  organization  the  Camp  is  unique. 
It  means  much  that — without  initiation  fee  .or 
dues,  without  written  constitution  or  bylaws 
— the  Camp  has  held  together  with  growing 
strength  and  purpose.  From  the  beginning  ft 
has  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  co-operation 
of  the  most  prominent  sportsmen  of  the  land. 
Men  of  national — and  many  of  international 
— reputation  as  scientists,  judges,  physicians 
and  surgeons,  military,  naval  and  Arctic 
heroes,-  authors,  clergymen  and  statesmen, 
gladly  became  identified  with  it,  and  have  had 
a  large  and  loyrij  following  from  among  the 
businessmen  and  workers  of  life.  All  have 
met  on  common  ground,  and  their  fellowship 
has  been  free  as  mountain  air  and  redolent  of 
the  very  ozone  and  fragrance  of  the  woods. 

CAMP'S  OBJECT  IS  SOCIAL 
Why  this  immediate  and  sustained  and 
growing  interest?  One  may  say  the  Camp's 
object  is  "social,"  and  it  has  realized  its  pur- 
pose. Certainly  this  is  something.  Its  im- 
portance is  realized  in  other  relations.  Last 
October,  at  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  Guy  Pot- 
ter Benton  as  president  of  the  University  of 
Vermont — an  occasion  so  august  that  thirty- 
thr6e  college  and  university  presidents  and 
a  host  of  other  prominent  educators  thought 
it  worth  while  to  attend — Dr.  Benton  touched 
on  this  question  of  social  relation  in  vigorous 
terms.     He  said : 

"If  we  continue  to  wrap  ourselves  up 
within  ourselves,  in  egotistic  self-sufficiency, 
we  shall  vegetate  until  we  become  impotent  in 
our  flabby  contentment,  or  we  shall  fossilize 
until  our  reserve  and  conservatism  become 
impenetrable  and  immovable." 

He  did  not  overstate  the  case.  Our  social 
side  must  have  recognition  in  order  to  have 
symmetrical  development  and  life.  But  this 
does  not  fully  explain  the  vitality  of  the  Can- 
adian Camp.  What  then  is  the  underlying 
secret  and  principle  of  its  life?  It  appears  to 
be  this:  That  coupled  with  the  thought  of 
helping  spread  a  wholesome  Jesire  for  out- 
door life  is  the  idea  of  showing  that  sports- 
manship is  not  dissipation,  but  that  on  the 
Contrary  the  communion  with  Nature  which 
every  true  sportsman  enjoys  is  a  distinct  con- 
tribution to  the  right  formation  of  character 
and  life.  Here— in  the  high  standards  of  the 
Canadian  Camp — is  the  secret  of  its  success. 
_  It  has  also  been  interested  in  public  ques- 
tions—-especially  those  closely  related  to  food 
sportsmanship.  At  various  times  the  Camp  has 
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life  by  avoidance  of  so-called  accidental  shoot- 
ings, and  in  favor  of  high  ideals  in  general 
among  sportsmen.

In  discharging  his  duties  as  the  first  and 
one  of  the  principal  speakers  of  the  evening 
of  the  annual  reunion,  Mr.  Bass,  as  reported 
by  the  New  York  press,  said: 

MR.  BASS'S  SPEECH 

"Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,—^ 
I  have  been  hopelessly  and  absolutely  lost  in 
the  woods,  but  the  feeling  of  fear  and  help- 
lessness then  experienced  was  not  a  circum- 
stance compared  with  the  feeling  of  fright  one 
has  in  facing  such  a  brilliant  audience  as  the 
present.  The  task  allotted  to  me  tonight  is  a 
gigantic  one.  To  talk  about  a  country  that  is 
not  only  immense  in  area,  but  immense  in  al- 
most everything  with  which  nature  has  en- 
dowed it  would  require  far  more  time  than  the 
short  20  minutes  allowed  me.  But  with  the 
self-assurance  characteristic  of  the  average 
little  man,  I  have  tackled  the  job  and  don't 
propose  to  waste  time  apologizing  for  my  ab- 
solute unfitness. 

"There  are  doubtless  men  in  this  room 
who  have  both  hunted  and  fished  in  British 
Columbia,  who  have  had  narrow  hair-breadth 
escapes  from  death,  and  whose  own  experi- 
ences, told  without  any  of  the  literary  embel- 
lishments of  theT  professional  story-teller, 
would  enthrall  or  amuse,  according  to  the  cir- 
cumstances. I  have  no  hair-raising  escapes  to 
relate,  from,,  wounded  grizzlies  or  mountain 
lions,  or  long  chases  after  wounded  rams  or 
goats  in  high  places.  My  hunting  and  fishing 
experiences  have  been  very,  prosaic  While 
I've  seen  killed  every, kind  of  game,  antasal 
and  fish  in  British  ColumWt,  yet 4  fotvo 
had  what  one  rai 
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goat  or  ram.  The  striking  part  about  the 
hunting  and  sport  generally  of  British  Colum- 
bia is  the  fact  that  nine-tenths  of  what  one 
kills  is  not  only  fit  for  human  food,  but  is 
of  the  choicest  kind.  There  is  very  little  in. 
ducement  there  for  the  man  who  seeks  sport 
for  the  mere  lust  of  killing,  and  while  we  have 
suffered  terribly,  and  still  do  suffer  consider- 
ably, from  the  game  hog,  yet  we  have  a  ter- 
ror to  evildoers  in  the  person  of  a  Game  War- 
den who  is  here,  there  and  everywhere,  and 
who  has  the  faculty  of  telling  a  very  powerful 
government  to  leave  him  alone  when  it  comes 
to  selecting  his  assistants.  But  this  is  a  mat- 
ter i  will  mention  again  later. 

"While  thclusty  big  game  hunter  may  look 
lofty  compassion  on  the  humble  pursuer  of 
snipe  and  quail,  and  the  man  who  matches  his 
skill  and  wisdom  against  the  great  salmon  may 
smile  behind  his  big  l8-£oot  rod  at  the  little 
chap  with  the  split  bamboo  and  his  small 
beauties,  yet  there  is  always  too  much  to  do 
in  their  respective  spheres  for  these  chaps  ever 
to  clash  as  to  the  particular  merits  of  their 
choice  of  sport.  I  'am  not  here  to  go  into 
panegyrics  on  scenery;  you  have  all  read  of 
British  Columbia  scenery  and  many  of  you 
have  been  through  it,  but  this  wealth  of  scen- 
ery impresses  the  sportsman  differently  from 
the  artist.  We  look  at  a  country  from  the 
point  of  view  of  shelter  and  protection  and 
food  and  game,  at  rivers  as  fishing  territories. 
For  instance,  we  had  in  Canada  once  a  great 
man,  Edward  Blake,  a  princely  lawyer  and  a 
scholar,  but  colder  and  more  unimpressionable 


than  the  ice  at  the  North  Pole.  He  became 
famous  for  many  things,  but  largely  for  hav- 
ing described  British  Columbia  as  'a  sea  of 
mountains.'  I  am  not  certain' that  that  great 
man  ever  crossed  the  continent,  but  if,  like 
many  persons,  he  merely  took  a  trip  over  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  he  doubtless,  while 
stunned  into  admiration  of  the  Canadian 
Rockies,  would  come  to  that  conclusion. 

THAT  "SEA  OF  MOUNTAINS" 
"But  if  he  ever  left  the  pampered  luxury 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  train  and  launched 
into  that  'sea  of  mountains,'  he  would  nave 
discovered  that  those  mighty  frowning  peaks 
shelter  under  their  forbidding  brows  broad 
smiling  valleys,  beautiful  rivers  under  whose, 
music  ranges  from  the  mighty  volume  of  a 
thousand  cathedral  organs  down  to  rippling 
sweetness  of  the  vox  humana.  He  would 
have  found  that  those  valleys  are  the  nabiia! 
of  animals  and  birds  of  wonderful  variety, 
that  the  rivers  and  lakes  are  the  dwelling 
places  of  the  wily  Dolly  Varden,  the  beautiful 
rainbow  and  a  dozen  other  varieties  of  game 
fish,  that  the  forbidding,  frowning  crag:;  are 
the. t  watch  towers  and  safety  places  of  the 
mountain  sheep  and  goat.  Edward  Blake  and 
his  kind  knew  nothing  of  the  thrill  which  sends 
the  blood  coursing  through  the  veins  or  the 
fisherman  as  he  sees  the  Dolly  Varden  or  the 
rainbow  flash  their  silvered  bellies  in  the  sun- 
light. He  had  never  felt  the  tenseness  of  the 
line  or  heard  the  music  of  the  reel  as  it  ran^ 
out  in  response  to  that  spendthrift  in  tackle, 
the  King  Salmon.  And  if  he  had  heard  of 
these  things  he  would  not  have  understood 
rhem. 

"But  to  get  down  to  brass  tacks,  as  we 
say  in  camp.  From  the  time  you  enter  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  assuming  that  you  drop  in  on 
us  for  the  1st  of  September,  and  you  take  a 
whole  year  to  go  over  the  Province,  there  is 
not  a  single  day  of  that  year  in  which  you 
may  not  go  out  either  with  rifle,  rod  or  gun. 
Now  that  is  a  remarkable  state  of  affairs. 
Entering  from  the  East,  you  come  into  the 
Kootenays,  the  home  of  the  moose,  wapiti, 
caribou,  mule-deer,  bear,  grouse  and  among 
fishing  waters  of  fame.  Or  you  can  branch  off 
into  that  happy  hunting  ground,  the  Cassiar 
country,  where  the  game  and  fish  are  just  as 
varied.  Indeed,  owing  to  the  judicious  pre- 
serving and  protection  policy,  this  section, 
which  at  one  time  teeming  with  moose,  was 
threatened  with  a  complete  clean  up,  has  now 
recovered  itself  in  this  respect,  and  the  hunter 
need  not  fear  disappointment.  One  hunter, 
this  last  season,  in  two  weeks,  counted  two 
hundred  moose. 

SPORT  IN  ABUNDANCE 
In  this  section  he  will  find  the  headwaters 
of  the  historic  Fraser,  Thompson  and  Colum- 
bia, but  he  has  also  a  countless  numtter  of 
other  waterways,  rivers,  lakes  and  streams — 
all  offering  sport.  Assuming  you  are  not  a 
specialist  in  sport,  you  can  employ  every  day 
from  the  first  of  September  until  you  leave, 
according  to  the  time  at  your  disposal,  in 
hunting  some  special  kind  of  game.  But  the 
beauty  of  it  is  that,  unless  you  are  after  some 
specific  kind  of  game,  you  are  not  shut  out 
of  British  Columbia  for  'a  single  day,  from 
some  kind  of  sport,  and  that  a  good  class  of 
its  kind,  throughout  the  year. 

"For  instance,  when  the  animal  and  game 
bird  shooting  is  over,  you  have  the  ducks  for 
"  an  additional  two  months,  1st  January  td  28th 
February,  and  then  comes  the  best  part  of  the 
goose  shooting  and  salmon  fishing  in  tidal 
waters  at  the  coast,  before  the  regular  trout 
season  commences.  You  have  also  the  Spring 
bear  hunting,  if  you  are  looking  for  adventure 
ami  are  waiting  until  the  best  trout  fishing 
opens  up  in  the  rivers  and  lakes. 

"We  to  British  Columbia  have  undertaken 

to  revise  the  Book  of  Genesis;  wo  Westerners, 

when  anythrar  does  not  suit  us,  change  it  to 

meet  our  ideas;  so  we  tfaouf  ht  there  had  been 

i  aH  omission  In  that  part  of  the  tyble.    There- 
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making  the  Earth,  He  looked  at  British  ^Col- 
umbia, where  he  had  built  everything  on  a 
majestic,  grand  and  terrific  scale.?  He  said, 
'This  is  both  grand  and  beautiful,  but  it  Isn't 
beautiful  alone.'  He  therefore  created  Vancou- 
ver Island,  where  the  mountains'  are  rounded 
off  and  made  to  appear  calm,  yet  great;  where 
the  forests  are  mighty  and  majestic,  yet  grace- 
ful and  inviting;  where  the  voices  oi  the  rivers, 
as  they  flow  among  those  giant  trees,  arc 
modulated  and  sweetened  in  tone,  where  the 
birds  are  beautiful  and  the  animals  good  to 
look  at.  It  is  a  country  where  you  hump  into 
the  Great  Master  Mason  at  every  turn,  and 
where  there  is  irresistibly  forced  upon  you  on 
all  hands  the  truth  of  David's  saying  that  'The 
Fool  hath  said  in  his,  heart,  there  is  no  God.' 

DISTRIBUTED  PAMPHLETS 
"I  am  sorry  that  I  have  had  a  disappoint- 
ment in  getting  some  pictures  of  Vancouver 
Island  which  I  expected,  so  that  I  cannot  show 
the  views  I  wanted  to,  but  there  are  a  few- 
pamphlets  here  which  i  grabbed  at  the  last 
moment;  and  which  will  give  to  those  who 
have  not  been  there  a  slight  idea  of  the  coun- 
try. We  have  there  a  land  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey;  its  great  luxuriant  forests  a  na- 
tural refuge  for  the  game  which  feeds  in  its 
broad  valleys;  its  rivers,  all  fed  directly  from 
the  ocean  with  fish,  the  ocean  snores  them- 
selves teeming  with  game,  fish  and  fowl,  and 
a  climate  which  smiles  at  and  beckons  to  even 
the  invalid  sportsman  and  makes  him  asham- 
ed of  being  idle — a  veritable  promised  land. 
"Rp.ynnri  thfi  Wapiti,  which  arr,  at  present 


protected  on  Vancouver  Island,  we  have  none 
of  what  may  be  styled  big  game.  There  is 
very  good  hunting  for  black  bear,  timber 
wolves  and  panther,  hui  t.iere  is  such  an  abun- 
dance of  more  congenial  and  profitable  sport 
among  the  deer  and  the  birds,  and  there  is 
such  an  enormous  field  of  fishing  waters  of- 
fering, both  salt  and  fresh  waters,  that  the 
man  who  has  had  a  strenuous  season  after  big 
game  in  the  mountains,  but  who  yet  does  not 
care  to  sit  down  and  rest,  can  come  to  Van- 
couver Island,  which  lie  will  reach  just  about 
the  time  the  birds  are  flying"  strongly,  the 
ducks  are  passing  southward,  and  the  young 
salmon    (grilse)   are  running  well. 

"I  should  like  to  correct  a  matter  which 
may  be  of' some  importance  to  sportsmen  con- 
templating a  trip  to  British  Columbia  for  the 
first  time.  When  I  picked  up  the  February 
number  of  that  well-known,  and  almost  in- 
variably reliable  sporting  journal  Field  and 
Stream,  I  was  surprised  to  see  a  very  scathing 
and  condemnatory  article  by  Mr.  Frothiugham. 
Now  it  would  be  as  impertinent  as  it  would 
be  unjust  to  condemn  Mr.  Frothiugham  for 
the  view's  he  expressed.  The  kind  of  man 
who  goes  to  the  expense  and  trouble  of  get- 
ting ready  for  and  proceeding  to  hunt  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  or  any  other  big  game  country 
is  generally  too  broad-gauge  a  man  to  be  made 
a  target  for  either  abuse  or  idle  denial  of  his 
statements,  and  knowing  British  Columbia  as 
I  do,  I  should  be  the  last  to  indulge  in  con- 
demnation. 

THE  COWICHAN  RIVER 
My  very  good  friend  Mr.  Brown,  who 
graces  this  distinguished  gathering  tonight, 
made  two  very  arduous  trips  to  British  Col- 
umbia for  fishing,  and  on  both  occasions  met 
with  disappointment,  and  that,  too,  on  the 
Cowichan  River,  the  goddess  to  whom  I  ad- 
dress my  piscatorial  prayers.  But  even  that 
big  frame  of  his  is  too  small  for  his  huge  heart 
and  soul.  There  was  never  a  whimper  out  of 
him.  He  saw  others  come  in  with  great  sal- 
mon and  lovely  trout,  while  not  a  nibble  did 
he  get.  He  complimented  the  successful  ones 
cheerfully  and  sporiily.  He  understood.  He 
is  a  fisherman.  By  that:  I  do  not  mean  to  im- 
pute any  unsportsmanlike  principles  to  Mr. 
Frothingham;  I  simply  say  he  was  misled  and 
misinformed.  He  was  unlucky  in  the  class  of 
company  he  ran  against  as  well  as  in  his  quest 
for  game.  In  all  small  communities  we  know 
that  there  are  political  soreheads  and  dis- 
gruntled persons  whose  melancholy  pleasure 
is  ascribing  all  things  wrong  to  the  Govern- 
ment. Personally  I  am  bitterly  and  unalter- 
ably opposed  to  the  present  Government  in 
British  Columbia,  but  I  am  not  of  that  bigoted 
type  who  would  blame  the  Government  if  my 
child  catches  the  measles,  my  doge,  get  the 
mange,  or  if  I  can't  get  game  when  I  go  shoot- 
ing. On  the  contrary,  we  should  as  sports- 
men have  no  politics.  When  the  Game  War- 
den for  a  district  holds  me  up  and  searches  my 
pack,  I  smile,  help  him  in  his  search,  and  ask 
him  to  take  a  good  cigar — if  I  have  one  after 
he  has  finished  his  search.  Our  motto  is 
'Good  Game  Laws,  Plenty  of  Them,  and  Obey 
Them.* 

"Now  Mr.  Frothingham  was  unfortunate 
enough  to  bump  into  the  King  Bee  of  Politi- 
cal Soreheads  in  that  district.  All  through  his 
article  he  bases  his  condemnation  of  the  Gov- 
ernment on  information  obtained  from  this 
gentleman.  Take  Point  1 :  The  Chief  Game 
Warden,  Mr.  Williams.  Now,  I  don't  know 
Mr.  Williams'  politics,  or  whether  he  has  any, 
but  I  do  know  that  Mr.  Williams  was  appoint- 
ed by  a  Minister  who  never  considered  politics 
for  a  moment  in  his  appointments.  There  are 
men  in  this  room  who  doubtless  knew  Captain 
Tstlow  in  his  lifetime— a  grand  old  sportsman 
and  gentleman. 

OREfER  OUT  OF  CHAOS 
Captain  Tatlow,  I  happen  to  know,  had 
considerable  trouble  in  inducing  Mr.  Williams 
to  take  the  office,  but  nil  trouble  has  been 


brought  order  out  of  chaos,  and  1ms  done  more 
to  protect,  preserve  and  Increnne  the  game  in 
British  Columbia  than  anyone  outllde  the  Pro- 
vince cart  imagine.  All  governments  are  no. 
toriously  reluctant  to  spend  money  In  game 
preservation,  and  with  the  avcugc  I eglslaturc, 
the  Game  Act  is  conBldered  of  m>  Importance, 
it   not  actually  a  joke.     Hut  Mr.  Williams  has 

wrung  one  Improvement  afte*  another  from 
the  Government, 

"Point  l:  As  to  the  appointment  of  Game 
Wardens  being  confined  to  local  ranchers  who 
are  political  followers.  In  this  I  know  for  a 
fact  that  Mr.  Frothingham  has  been  misin- 
formed. In  the  first  place  the  error  of  the 
statement  is  ex  facie  evident.  It  would  be  a 
very  poor  sort  of  rancher  who  could  find  the 
time  in  British  Columbia  or  elsewhere"  to  act 
as  Game  Warden.  Now  there  are  only  eight- 
een name  wardens  in  llie  whole  ol  British  Col- 
umbia, so  thai  ii  the  ranchers  of  British  Col- 
umbia have  a  corner  in  the  game  wardenshlps, 
<  jod  help  British  Columbia  as  a  ranching  coun- 
try. Bui  Mr.  Williams,  1  happen  to  know,  has 
Strongly,    and,    I    Ivi'vvc,    successfully,    fought 

down  any  political  Interference  In  his  appoint- 
ments, and  has  aimed  at  putting  in  each  dis- 
trict strange  men  Who  have  no  local  Influence 
or  local  bias, 

"Point  3:  Mr.  Williams  makes  it  a  prac- 
tice of  appointing  his  wardens  from  the  ranks 
of  trappers,  guides  and  prospectors.  In  the 
district  where  Mr.  Frothingham  was,  there  are 
four  wardens — Nixon,  an  old  guide;  Lewis,  a 


tag,  can  In  one  year  in  British  Columbia  se- 
cure an  assortment  of  big  game  trophies,  suf- 
ficient in  number  and  creditable  in  appear- 
once  to  grace  the  oldest  and  most  historic 
hall. 

"A  great  lawyer  once  said  that  genius  is 
simply  perspiration.  Success  in  big  game 
hunting  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  per- 
spiration, particularly  in  British  Columbia, 
where  nature  seems  to  put  forth  her  best  en- 
deavors to  protect  the'  game,  and  where  only 
the  man  with  the  brawn,  the  endurance  and 
the  patience  necessary  to  overcome  Nature's 
obstacles,  who  can  do  the  climbing  and  the 
chasing,  often  on  short  rations,  and  exposed 
to  serious  physical  danger,  can  hope  for  suc- 
cess. 

"Next  time  Mr.  Frothingham  comes  to 
British  Columbia,  if  he  will  write  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liams, I  will  guarantee  he  will  escape  the  un- 
fortunate experience  he  has  had,  and  will  get 
instead  not  only  some  first-class  hunting,  but 
some  very  satisfactory  and  tangible  evidence 
of  it  to  bring  home  with  him.

CINEMAS  IN  THE  SCHOOLS 


At  last  the  cinema  is  to  be  used  in  the 
schools.  Reporting  upon  the  use  of  the  cine- 
matograph for  educational  purposes,  the  Ele- 
mentary Sub-committee  of^tbeHLondorbCounty 
Council  state  that  for-  some  time  past  thVpos- 
sibility  of  the  use  of  the  cinematograph  aS  a 
means  of  education  has  received  attention  in 
educational  circles,  and  the  recent  exhibition 
of  educational  films  has  naturally  aroused  in- 
creased interest  in  the  subject.  It  is  too  early, 
perhaps,  to  make  a  pronouncement  as  to  the 
educational  value  of  the  cinematograph  or  to 
suggest  its  permanent  introduction  into  the 
council's  educational  system.  The  committee 
are  of  opinion,  however,  that  an  experiment 
in  this  direction  might  be  tried  with  advantage, 
and  have  considered  a  proposal  which  they 
suggest  should  be  adopted. 


The  suggestion  is  that  an  educational  series 
of  films  should  be  exhibited  in  the  halls  of  six 
polytechnics.  Each  series  would  last  about  45 
to  50  minutes,  and  would  be  given  four  times 
during  the  day.  It  would  be  possible  for 
about  1,000  children  to  be  present  at  each 
performance.  The  apparatus  would  be  kept 
in  each  polytechnic  for  the  first  five  days  of 
the  week,  and  be  moved  on  to  the  next  poly- 
technic on  the  Saturday,  ready  for  use  on  the 
following  Monday. 

The  committee  are  considering  as  to  the. 
advisability  of  arranging  for  a  large  number  of 
children  to  see  the  films  on  one  occasion,  or 
for  a  smaller  number  of  children  to  see  them 
on  more  than  one  occasion.  An  offer  has  been 
received  to  provide  suitable  films,  to  supply 
and  instal  the  apparatus,  and  to  provide  oper- 
ators, or  an  inclusive  fee  of  £120  for  the  six 
weeks.  This  would  be  at  the  rate  of  £1  for 
each  exhibition  before  1,000  children. 

A  large  number  of  films  will  be  submitted 
for  selection,  and  the  same  programme  will  be 
used  throughout  the  whole  period.  The  list 
of  films  will  be  submitted  to  the  committee 
for  approval  before  the  experiment  is  begun. 

'  Instruction  will  be  given  by  teachers  in    the 
schools  on  the  subjects  of  the  various  items 

"both  before  and  after  the  performance. 

The  experiment  will  be  carefully  watched, 
and  a  report  presented  to  the  London  County 
Council  at  its  conclusion.

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THE  COLOR  SENSE  OF  FISH 


I  think  most  swimmers  >are  able  to  keep 
their  eyes  open  under  water,  and  a  great  many 
will  be.  able  to  remain  under  water  for  about 
fifty  seconds.  This  gives  ample  time  to  have 
a  good  look  round,  and  after  a  little  practice 
one  makes  one  rather  important  discovery — 
viz.,  that  one's  color  perception  improves.  1 
have  been  practising  for  some  months  past  in 
my  bath  at  home.  By  stopping  the  nostrils 
with  one  hand,  and  by  using  one's  elbows  one 
can  secure  a  fairly  comfortable  and  secure 
position  about  3  ft.  below  the  surface.  As  it 
is  easier  to  remain  under  water  for  a. longer 
period  in  warm  than  in  cold  water,  one  can 
reckon  quite  half  a  minute's  time  for  ob- 
servation after  the  surface  of  the  water  has 
calmed  down.  At  first  I  saw  nothing  but  the 
shimmer  of  the  electric  lamp.  Now  I  can  very 
clearly  discern  colors  of  objects  on  the  water 
that  have  a  diameter  of  about  }/>  inch.  After 
having  overcome  the  initial  trouble  of  smart- 
ing eyes,  etc.,  one  begins  to  realize  the  main 
difficulty  to  be  overcome  .before  one  can 
practise  about  the  color — that  is,  the  seeming 
impossibility    of    focussing    correctly.      All    ob- 


jects out  of  the  water  seem  to  be  near  its  sur- 
face, and  it  took  me  quite  a  long  time  to  dis- 
cover that  a  black,  patch,  which  1  saw  floating- 
above  my  chin,  was  the  spout  of  the  douche 
two  yards  above  me.  And  in  the  difficulty  to 
focus  lies  the  difficulty  to  see  at  all  such 
small  objects  as  trout  fly,  and  1  must  own  that 
I  cannot  find  them  yet,  when  they  are  placed 
there  without  my  knowledge.  Nor  can  I  re- 
cognize their  color  after  having  spotted  them. 
But  I. can  see  a  pencil  appearing  over  the  edge 
of  the  bath,  when  it  comes  within  the  cone  of 
vision,  which  was  so  clearly  explained  by  Dr. 
Ward.  I  can  see  and  count  finger  tips  insert- 
ed into  the  water,  and  can  clearly  see  their 
pink  Color,  and  little  squares  of  paper  set 
floating  on  the  water  appear  in  their  natural 
color,  even  to  my  untrained  human  eye — 
quod  erat  demonstrandum. — A.  Warndorfer.

COON  HUNTING  IN  CANADA 


In  spite  of  the  keenness  with  which  the 
"coon"  is  hunted  in  Canada,  he  still  manages 
to  hold  his  own  and  maintain  his  numbers. 
When  taken  young,  a  coon  becomes  very  tame 
and  makes  a  charming  pet.  The  cause  of  its 
downfall  is  often  inquisitiveness.  Jt  cannot 
pass  a  fallen  tree  without  jumping -on  it  and 
running  from  end  to  end.  The  trapper  takes 
advantage  of  this,  and  sets  his  trap  according- 
ly. The  track  of  the  hind  foot  of  a  coon  bears 
a  great  resemblance  to  a  small  human  foot,  and 
is  very  noticeable,  especially  in  damp  spots, 
which  coons  seem  to  prefer  for  their  hunting- 
expeditions. 

In  Winter  these  animals  curl  up,  a  whole 
family  of  them  together,  in  hollow  trees,  com- 
ing, out  only  on  mild  nights  in  search  of  food, 
but  in  Summer  they  often  lie  out  on  the  limbs 
of  trees,  where  they  are  almost  invisible. 

Apart  from  the  sport  enjoyed  in  hunting 
coon,  the  fur  brings  in  money,  being  in  great 
demand  for  coat  linings.  Prices  vary  from  5oc 
to  $3.00,  according  to  condition  and  demand. 
Roast  Coon  is  considered  by  a  great  many  as  a 
great  delicacy,  being  relished  more  in  the  States 
than  in  Canada. 

Coon  hunting  by  night  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  Canadian  Autumn  sports.  In  every 
village  are  found  men  owning  "coon  dogs," 
generally  hounds,  but  almost  any  kind  of  dog 
with  a  good  nose  can  be  trained  for  this  work. 
Sometimes  dne,  but  more  often  two,  dogs  are 
used.and  the  start  is  made  at  any  time  after 
dark*  the  later  the  better.  The  necessaries  for 
the  chase  are  a  gun,  an  axe,  and  a  lantern. 
Maize  fields  adjacent  to  the  woods  are  usually 
drawn  first,  as  it  is  here  the  thieves  are  found 
devouring  the  young  corn.  Suddenly  one  hound 
gives  tongue,  and  the  other,  and  away  we  go, 
over  the  fence,  and  into  the  woods,  guided 
only  by  the  cheery  voices  of  the  houndfc  '  If 
the  woods  are  thick,  it  is  often  best  to  sjand 
and  listen  till  the  hounds  bark  "treed,"  and 
thin  make  for  the  point;  but  if  the  country  is 
fairly  open,  one  may  follow  as  fast  as  the  dark- 
ness permits,  though,  with  sore  shins,  scratched 
faces,  and  torn  clothes. 

^Sometimes  the  coon  will  give  the  hounds  a 
long  tun  before  going  aloft,  or  he  may  climb 
almost  at  once.  If  near  home  he  will  try  and 
reach- his  "den"  tree  and  get  inside,- but  if  hard 
pressed  may  go  up  the  nearest  tree  he  can  find 
and  await  events.  Once  up  the  hounds  will 
keep  him  there  till  the  hunters  arrive. 

■Jf  the  Coon  can  be  seen,  he  is  either  shot  or 
one  of  the  party  climbs  up  and  shakes  him 
down  to  the  hounds;  but  if  he  cannot  be  seen, 
and  the  hunters  are  certain  he  is  still  there,  a 
coat  on  a  pole  is  left  against  the  tree,  and  this 
will  invariably  keep  the  coon  from  descending 
till  mom,  when  he  can  be  seen  and  disposed  of. 
Sometimes  a  keen  hunter  will  light  a  fire  and 
remain  till  morning,  to  make  sure  of  his  quarry. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  coon  has  got  into 
a  hollow  tree  (and  no  objection  is  anticipated 
from  the  owner),  the  tree  is  either  cut  down 
or  A  hole  cut  through  which  the  inmate  can  be 


dislodged.  Occasionally  several  coons  are 
taken  in  one  tree.  On  the  ground  the  coon 
puts  up  a  good  fight,  and  can  inflict  severe  in- 
juries. Given  a  fair  chance  he  will  hold  his 
own  with  any  average  dog. 

To  sportsmen  at  home  this  may  seem  poor 
fun  compared  with  a  run  with  foxhounds,  but 
it  affords  immense  pleasure  to  a  class  of  men 
who  have  neither  time  nor  money  to  indulge 
in  other  forms  of  sport.  Well-trained  "coon 
*  dogs"  always  fetch  a  good  prjee,  and  fully  re- 
pay the  expense. — W.  G.  Percival.     . 

PIGEON  SHOOTING  IN  MALAYA 


Sport  with  the  gun  or  rifle  'is  not  over 
abundant  in  the  Federated  Malay  States.  Big 
game  is  plentiful  in  the  jungle,  but  almost  im- 
possible to  get  at.  The  average  man,  who  is 
earning  his  living  either  at  planting  or- in  Gov- 
ernment service,  and  who  only  gets  his  day 
off  now  and  again,  does  not  get  much  of  a 
look  in  at  tiger,  etc..  and  has  to  be  content 
with  smaller  fry,^pig  being  quite  his  highest 
ambition,  and  the  majority  of  his  sport  being 
confined  to  snipe  and  pigeon.  The  pigeon,  or 
as..i.he  Malay  call  him,  the  p.unai.  is  the  corn 


monest,  and,  to  my  mind,  certainly  the  tttosj 
sporting.  He  is  a  beautiful  bird  to  look  at, 
about  the  size  of  a  partridge,  with  a  green 
back,  Shading  off  to  grey,  and  an  orange 
breast.  He  is  also  a  very  tricky  customer, 
and  flies  at  a  tremendous  speed;  in  fact,  1  be- 
lieve he  is  one  of  the  fastest  birds;  there  is, 
and  he  is  up  to  every  dodge.  He  dips  and 
swerves,  and  generally  does  everything  ex- 
cept what  one  expects  and  hopes  lie  will  dp. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  sport  he  affords  I 
cannot  do  better  than  describe  an  evening  1 
had  shooting  punai  lately.  We  were  four 
guns,  and  we  met  soon  after  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  at  a  spot  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  where  we  were  to  stand  for  the 
"flight."  We  had  just  left  our  cars,  and  were 
walking  up  the  side  of  a  wide  drain,  when  not 
three  yards  off  us  we  spotted  a  hamadryad 
busily  engaged  with  an  iguana  he  had  killed. 
Luckily  for  us,  he;  was  so  busy  that  we  noticed 
him  first,  and  soon  accounted  for  him  with  a 
charge  of  No.  8.  He  was  a  splendid  specimen 
10  ft.  long  and  beautifully  marked.  The 
iguana  was  about  2}/2  ft.  long.     1'say  that    it 

.  was  lucky  that  we  spotted  him  first,  for  these 
king  cobras  will  go  for  one  On  sight  if  dis-  i 
turbed,  and  I  believe  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten 
their  bite  is  fatal.  We  left  him  for  .the  natives 
to  take  to  the  nearest  police  station,  where 
they  get  paid  15  cents  a  foot  for  any  cobra, 
and  went  and  took  up  our  stand  for  the  flight. 
We  were  in  our  places  by  4:30,  facing  the 
jungle,  but  about  150  yards  back  from  it, 
standing  in  long  grass  or  lalang.  Each  gun 
had  two  Tamil  boys  to  carry  cartridges  and 
to  mark  and  retrieve  the  birds.  About  five 
o'clock  the  first  few  birds  came  over,  single 
birds,  and  in  threes  and  fours.  These  were 
mostly  accounted  for,  or,  at  any  rate,  a  fair 
percentage  of  them.  Then  someone  shouted 
out:  "Look  out,  a  big  pack  coming."  Every- 
one crouched  down,  keeping  out  of  sight  as  • 
much  as,  possible,  till  it  was  time  to  be  "up  and 
doing."  One  was  able  to  get  in  the  first  bar- 
rel coming  towards  one,  but  the  second  shot 
was  a  very  different  matter,  for  just  as  one 
had  picked  one's  bird  he  would  drop  almost 
to  the  ground,  and  then  on  again,  and  travel- 
ing at  terrific  speed.  Flock  followed  flock, 
with  here  and  there  a  single  bird  between,  so 
that  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  one  >vas' 
shooting  the  whole  time  one's  gun  getting  so 
hot  it  blistered  one's  fingers  to  hold  it,  and 
the  excitement  makirrg  one  about  as  hot  as 
one's  gun.  After  these  big  flocks,  small 
flocks  and   stray  birds  began   to  come   over, 

'  till  at  about  six  o'clock  the  flight  was  finish- 
ed. We  had  each  fired  some  seventy-five  to 
eighty  cartridges,  and  we  picked  up  ninety- 
seven  .pigeons,  which,  considering  the  tricki- 
ness  of  the  birds,  and  also  the  number  of  those 
not  picked  up,  made  a  very  fair  average  and 
a  very  sporting  evening  shoot. 


CORMORANT  FISHING  IN  JAPAN 


Gifu  is  a  pleasant  little  town  on  the  river 
Nagara.  The  object  of  my  visit  was  to  see 
the  cormorant  fishing  for  which  Gifu  is  chiefly 
known  to  foreigners.  And  I  was  not  disap- 
pointed. As  the  fishing  is  done  by  night,  it 
was  about  8  p.m.  that  1  hired  a  sampan,  poled 
by  two  men,  and  pushed  out  on  to  the  wide, 
shallow  waters  of  the  Nagara.  And  here  I 
met  with  my  first  surprise.  I  had  always  con- 
nected fishing  with  solitude  and  silence,  but 
the  river  was  alive'  with  little  boats,  all  pic- 
turesquely lighted  with  paper  lanterns,  and 
boarded  with  many  parties  of  Japanese,  chjf f- 
ly  girls  with  samisenrs,  singing,  playing,  let- 
ting off  fireworks.  Evidently  I  was  in  for.  a 
popular  Japanese  Summer's"  evening  festival, 
anaVI  was  inclined  to  be  chagrined.  Yet  the 
scene  was  beautiful  enough.  A  crescent  moon 
hung  low  in  a  sky  heavily  festooned  with 
drifts  of  thunderclouds;  the  water  reflected 
back  the  lights  of  a  thousand  colored  lanterns; 


the  river  flowed  between  steep  banks  thickly 
wooded,  and  an  owl  hooted  overhead. 

Such  was  the  setting — as  picturesque  as 
anything  that  the  Grand  Canal  of  Venice  could 
show  by  night:  Presently,  after  a  long  wait, 
up  the  river  the  sky  seemed  to  redden.  Then 
a  bright  light  appeared,  then  another,  until  all 
the  lights  of  the  fishing  boats  came  in  view, 
and  they  dropped  slowly  down  the  stream  to- 
wards us.  As  they  drew  near,  the  method  ot 
fishing  became  apparent.  The  fleet  consisted 
of  six  long  sampans,  each  with  a  cresset  of 
iron  hung  from  a  bamboo  m  the  bows.  In 
each  cresset  a  blazing  fire  was  made  to  at- 
tract the  fish.  In  the  bow  of  each  boat  stood 
the  owner  of  the  birds,  clad  in  a  grass  skirt, 
and  deftly  handling  his  team  of  twelve  trained 
cormorants.  Each  is  attached  by  a  string 
round  its  neck,  and  the  master  handles  his 
strings  and  keeps  his  team  under  control  as 
skilfully  as  a  stage  coach  driver  does  the  rib- 
bons of  his  four-in-hand.  And  no  easy  task 
is  it  to  prevent  the  lines  from  becoming  en- 
tangled with  a  lively  bird  at  the  end  of  it. 
In  the  stern  is  an  assistant  with  a  similar  team 
of  six  birds.  In  the  middle  of  the  boat  are 
two  men,  whose  duty  it  is  to  pole  and  steer. 
The  eighteen  birds  are  all  swimming  on  and 
below  the  surface  of  the  water  on  the  star- 
board side,  and  the  six  boats  keep  abreast, 
the  fires  in  the  bows  making  the  scene  as  clear 
as  day. 

As  each  bird  seizes  a  fish  it  rises  to  the 
surface  and  pouches  it  iu  its  capacious  crop, 
so  the  owner  knows  what  each  bird  is  doing, 
and  when  it  has  brought  up  one  big  fish  or 
lias  swallowed  three  or  more  small  ones,  the 
cormorant  is  hauled  into  the  boat,  the  owner 
opens  its  beak,  squeezes  its  crop,  and  the  bird 
disgorges.  It  is  then  thrown  into  the  water 
again,  and  resumes  its  fishing,  hopefully, 
though  ever  disappointed  of  its  prey.  The 
fish  are  ayu  or  ai  (trout),  and  the  cormorants 
are  called  Ukai;  they  are  of  the  species  known 
as  the  green  shag. 

What  the  trout  think  of  the  game,  or  why, 
in  view  of  all  the  noise  and  excitement,  they 
elect  to  remain  in  the  vicinity,  I  do  not  know. 
Perhaps  the  lights  mesmerize  them,  and  they 
grow  confused.  But  scarcely  a  minute  goes 
by  but  some  bird  has  a  fish,'  and  at  times  the 
fun  grows  fast  and  furious.  I  understand  that 
the  average  yield  is  one  hundred  trout  per 
hour;  but  the  fish  are  very  small.  The  fish- 
ing is  ont^- Continued  for  three  or  four  months 
in  the  Summer,  and  is  never  carried  on  in 
bright  moonlight,  but  the  average  return  is 
about  £  J  5o  per  boat  for  the  season — not  bad 
for  two  or  three  hours'  work  at  night. 

When  the  boats  came  abreast  of  us  they 
halted  to  show  the  spectators  their  catch,  and 
to  display  the  birds.  •  Here,  through  the  inter- 
est of  my  boatmen  and  by  means  of  a  judicious 
tk>,  I  got  taken  aboard  one  of  the  cormorant- 
boats,  and  went  some  way  further  down  the 
stream  in  it.  It  was  thrilling  work,  a  crowded 
hour  of  life,"  of  which  the  memories  will  be 
ineffaceable-r-the  cresset  spitting  its  fire  into 
the  reddened  waters,  the  owner  of  the  birds 
(a  silent  mediaeval  figure)  ceaselessly  manip- 
ulating the  strings,  the  ungainly  birds  with 
their  guttural  notes,  the  sho'uts  of  the  spec- 
tators, the  flapping  of  the  fish  in  the  bottom 
of  the  boat.  1  could  spend  many  nights  in 
seeing  this  strange  sight  without  growing 
weary. — Anon. 


TWO  DAYS  WITH  BRENT  GEESE 


A  north-east  gale  was  raging  fiercely,  and 
snow  driven  with  stinging  force  swept  the 
Northumberland  coast.  It  was  early  in  Febru- 
ary, and  the  shore  gunners  had  given  up  the 
hitherto  mild  season  as  a  failure;  however,  the 
long-awaited  gale  had  come,  and  the  birds 
would  be  moving.  The  sportsman  whose  ex- 
periences we  are  to  follow  heard  the  approach 
of  the  storm  the  previous  night,  and,  seeing 
the  thin  flakes  of  snow  falling  fast,  had  got 
ready  his  10-bore  and  old  shooting  coat.  At 
daybreak  the  gale  was  at  its  height,  and  he 
set  out  at  seven  o'clock  for  a  three-mile  walk 
northwards  along  the  shore.  The  tide  wasjow, 
and  the  snow  lay  an  inch  or  more  deep  up  to 
its  very  lip.  Only  he  who  has  been  through  it 
knows  wJiat  a  north-east  gale  is  like  on  this 
exposed  coast.  Bending  low,  the  gunner  bat- 
tled against  the  storm,  every  gust  checking  his 
advance  and  forcing  him  aside.  The  sea  spray 
itself  seemed- mingled  with  the  sleet,  so  that, 
clinging  to  his  moustache,  the  siity  particles 
soon  froze  it  stiff.  Numbers  of  gulls  were 
cowering  down  on  the  shore,  their  heads  to  the 
wind;  it  seemed  as  if  even  these  the  "storm 
birds"  themselves  feared  to  face  the  violence 
of  the  blizzard.  v 

At  last  the  shooter  reached  a  point  jutting 
out  into  the  breakers  and  surrounded  by  them 
at  high  tide.  On  this  sometime  island  was 
a  large  lighthouse  arid  one  or  two  diminutive 
cottages  sheltering  beneath  it.  On  inquiry  at 
one  of  the  latter,  he  wa>  informed  by  a  fisher- 
man that  *eese  had  heert  s*th  flying  nor|h  sev- 
eral days  previouesjy.  ^  Ns*U%  ^iit  to  the  ex- 
treme point,  the  shooter  esconced  himself  in 

Here,  per- 


fectly sheltered,  he  kept  a  look-out  to  the 
south,  for  the  birds  were  sure  to  be  beading 
into  the  wind.  Nor  had  he  lang  to  wait,  for 
soon,  approaching  low  along  the  furrow  of 
the  waves,  were  seen  a  small  flock  of  brent 
geese.  On  they  came,  heading  straight  for 
him,  and  rising  up  to  pass  over  the  point.  At 
last  they  were  over,  and  a  steady  shot  brought 
one  of  the  leading  birds  crashing  to  the  rocks. 
The  remaining  ten  or  fifteen,  after  momentary 
confusion,  battled  slowly  on  over  the  waves. 

Half  an  hour  passed  without  much  event 
other  than  hundreds  of  little  auks  struggling 
into  the  storm,  and  many  so  exhausted  that 
they  settled  on  the  rocks  around  and  huddled 
down  on  their  bellies.  Great  numbers  of  these 
wretched  birds  must  perish  annually  during 
such  an  awful  gale  as  this.  With  straining  eyes 
and  fingers  numbed  with  cold  the  shooter  faced 
the  south.  Suddenly  once  more  a  patty  of 
grey  forms  emerged  from  the  midst  of  snow 
and  sleet  and  bore  directly  for  him.  Again  the 
10-bore  poked  its  nose  from  the  gully,  and  an- 
other bird  fell  inertly  and  splashed  into  a  pool 
close  at  hand.  To  fire  again  would  have  been 
useless,  as  the  bird  if  hit  would  probably  have 
fallen  into  the  breakers  to  the  north.  As  they 
passed  on  the  white  under  their  tails  showed 
up  clearly  against  the  purplish  blue  of  the 
snow  clouds. 

The  blizzard  had  by  now  considerably 
abated,  and  several  hours'  further  wait  brought 
no  reward ;  the  brent  were  able  to  make  more 
headway,  and  the  many  flocks  that  passed 
were  all  out  of  shot,  beating  low  down 
over  the  breakers  some  eighty  yards  from  the 
point.  So,  at  length,  packing  the  geese  into 
a  bass  borrowed  from  the  fisherman,  our  friend 
made  for  home. 

The  following  day  broke  even  more  harsh- 
ly, the  wind  having  increased  and  veered  a 
point  further  to  the  east.  The  shooter  was 
off  with  the  dawn  for  his  favorite  spot,  and 
was  passed  by  small  flocks  of  brent  battling 
hard  northwards  some  distance  from  the  shore. 
When  he  came  in  sight  of  the  island  a  skem 
of  fifteen  swung  at  a  terrific  pace  back  over  to 
the  south  a  good  height  up,  evidently  thrown 
into  confusion  by  a  pitman  on  the  point  who 
had  shot  a  couple  of  them,  only  securing  one, 
however.  Making  for  the  gully,  our  man  took 
up  his  position,  and  as  he  did  so  a  hail  came 
from  the  fisherman  of  the  island,  who  was  seen 
standing  with  the  lost  bird  under  his  arm.  Just 
at  this  moment  a  flock  came  heading  dead  for 
the  point.  Had  they  seen  the  shooters?  No 
— yes.  They  mounted  up  and  turned  sea- 
wards, passing  high  over  the  pitman.  He  fired, 
and  one  was  evidently  hit,  but  carried  on  with 
the  rest,  all  passing  on  until  swallowed  by  the 
mist  of  sleet. 

At  last,  after  a-long  and  fruitless  wait,  our 
friend  deserted  his  post  and  turned  towards 
home;  but  as  he  was  crossing  the  stretch  of 
sand  to  the  mainland  a  couple  of  brent  came 
right  over,  one  of  which  he  managed  to  bring 
down.  Soon  afterwards  a  red-throated  diver 
swung  down  wind  like  an  express,  and  a  mo- 
ment later  a  flock  of  twenty  scoters  went  by, 
heading  into  the  gale  and  out  of  range.  These 
were  followed  by  a  mallard  and  a  skein  of  fif- 
teen geese.  Then  a  cormorant  flapped  heav- 
ily by,  and  an  oyster  catcher,  whistling  loudly, 
beat  quickly  to  the  south.  The  tide  was  now 
up,  and  entirely  surrounded  the  promontory, 
forcing  a  snipe  which  had  been  sheltering  be- 
hind the  boulders  to  take  wing  and  fly  "scap- 
ing" away.  The  snow  had  ceased  to  fall,  and 
the  wind  had  greatly  abated.*  Knowing  that  at 
last  the  storm  ,had  played  itself  out,  our  friend 
tramped  homewards,  hungry  and  cold,  but'wel) 
satisfied,  for  not  often  does  such  fortune  as 
this  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  humble  shooter  on 
the  shore. — John  M.  Charlton. 
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ON  THE  LUCK  OF  THE  GAME 


It  is  a' remarkable  fact,  and  one  on  which 
we  have  passed  many  caustic  comments,  that 
invariably  on  our  first  glance  at  the  papers 
after  returning  from  an  angling  trip  we  are 
confronted  with  such  headlines  as  "Arctic 
weather,"  "Fearful  gales,"  "Deaths  from  ex- 
posure," etc.,  etc.,  and  so  on  through  a  long 
melancholy  list  of  weather  troubles. 

When  -one  is  dry-fly  fishing,  and  hoping 
against  hope  for  calm,  hot  weather,  it  is  an- 
noying to  find  another  depression  from  the 
Atlantic  in  full  swing  on  arrival.     To  those 
who  do  not  fish  it  will  appear  that  anglers  are 
always  grumbling,  but  the  latter  can  promptly 
retort  that  the  faculty  of  weather  observation 
is  one  of  the  attributes  of  the  art.    Hqw  often, 
indeed,  are  the  weather  conditions  really  per- 
fect?    Till  one  fishes,  especially  with  the  fly, 
one  never  values  at  its  proper  price  that  realty;  ;* 
rare  occurrence  a  calm  Summer  day.     Thei$ 
when  such  does  come,  we*are  afloat  on  w 
the  poets  describe  as  the  "limpid  waters" 
some  favorite  take  on  which ■•  the

the  day's  results  are  examined  by  hostile 
critics,  who  only  pooh-pooh  our  excuses,  and 
make  no  allowance  for  conditions.  Embark- 
ed on  an  obstinately  glassy  lake,  it  is  all  very  ( 
well  to  say  that  here  is  the  chance  for  the 
dry-fly  man.  True,  there  -is  a  chance,  and 
many  a  time  have  we  changed  the  fortunes 
of  a  hopeless  day  by  its  means,  especially  in 
the  evening,  but  the  outcome  of  twenty  years' 
experience  on  many  waters  tells  us  that  the 
dry-fly  art  has  few  phases  more  difficult  to 
show  than  its  application  to  lake  fishing. 

But  this  is  a  digression,  as  excuse  for 
which  may  be  pleaded  the  strong  feelings 
aroused  by  weather  mischances.   .    .    . 

Luck  is  the  supreme  deity  of  fishermen, 
and,  we  might  add,  the  real  and  abiding  source 
of  that  insane  enthusiasm,  those  impossible 
hopes,  that  are  the  butt  of  those  who  do  not 
angle  and  cannot  therefore  comprehend.  We 
fishermen  are  always  hoping.-  generally  ag- 
ainst all  rhyme  or  reason,  that  the  seasons 
will  modify  their  rigor  on  our  behalf,  that  the 
evening  rise  will  be  prolonged  from  dawn  to 
dusk,  that  we  shall  get  a  10  lb.  trout  on  a 
000  dun,  that  black  will  turn  to  white,  and 
vice  versa,  in  fact  anything  that  is  "hopeable" 
-—a1  new  word — we  confidently  and  persists — 
ently  hope  for.  And  the  reality?  Well,  like 
all  other  expectations,  alas!  far  short  of  it. 

Sometimes,  seldom  indeed,  but  still  of  suf- 
ficient frequency  to  give  further  impetus  to 
our  enthusiasm,  our  luck  and  hopes  equalize 
themselves  to  a  small  degree,  and  the  art  has 
few  greater  pleasures  than  fall  to  him  who 
has  led  a  forlorn  hope  with  some  measure  of , 
success.  How  his  "I  told  you  so"  confounds 
the  experts  so  contemptuous  in  the  morning 
when  told  of  his  plans,  and  now  making  at- 
tempts to  explain  away  their  mistake  by  say- 
ing the  exception  only  emphasizes  the  rule. 

Surely  the  wisest  course,  and  one,  too, 
that  is  impressed  on  the  < angler  of  experience, 
is  to  be  very  chary  of  a  definite  expression  of 
opinion;  in  other  words,  always  hedge. 

Every  golden  rule  of  the  fisherman  is  so 
beset  by  exceptions;  the  best  caculations  are 
so  liable  to  "gang  awry,"  that  a  qualified  pro- 
nouncement is  much  the  surest.  We  used  to 
laugh  once  at  a  passage  in  one  of  Ouida's 
novels  where  a  keeper  stole  unawares  on  the. 
unsuspecting  hero  just  as  he  had  landed  a 
"ten  pound  Jack  on  the  Mayfly."  This 
seemed  to  us  the  limit,  and  did  not  raise  the 
talented  author  in  our  estimation  as  a  writer 
on  angling.  Since  then  we  have  modified  our 
views,  and  will  now  admit  the  possibility  of 
such  a  remote  occurrence,  as  we  ourselves 
have  taken  more  than  one  or  two  though  not 
ten-pounders,  on  the-  Mayfly,  Alexandra  or 
Red  Palmer.  And  so  it  js  throughout  the 
scale,  and  though  it  japs  never  been  our  for- 
tune to  land  old  boots,  dead  kittens,  or  even 
a  dead  body,  as  we  believe  happened  on  one 
occasion,  still  that  is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
that  our  skill  in  float  fishing  is  not  worth 
wasting  valuable  time  over. 

And  "fifteenthly,  dear  brethren,"  if  there 
was  no  luck  in  fishing,  where  would  we  turn 
to  for  excuses?  How  appallingly  easy  is  it 
to  cover  one's  •bungling,  obstinacy,  and  utter 
lack  of  success  by  the  obvious  retort,  that 
there  are  no  fish  in  the  water. 

"There  are  no  fish  left,  therefore  how 
could  I,  who,  as  you  must  admit,  am  the  fin- 
est angler  who  has  ever,  come  here,  do  my- 
self justice*? "  this  would  be  all  very  well,  and 
incontrovertible,  for  the  lake  canno't  be  emp- 
tied to  prove  or  disprove,  were  it  not  for  the 
arrival  at  that  moment  of  another  fisherman 
as  the  proud  possessor  of  the  limit  ofc  fish  for 
the  water.  We  have  seen  it  before  and  shall 
see  it  yet  again,  but  it  never  fails  to  amuse, 
and  no  wonder,  for  the  success  of  the  one  is 
always  ascribed  by  the  other  to  luck,  and  so  it 
will  ever  be. 

And  after  all  it  is  luck  which  makes  fishing 
what  it  K  and  all  our  efforts  and  adaptations, 
all  our  skill,  are  merely  means  adopted  to 
make  that  luck  more  surely  ours.  There  is 
much  truth  in  the  story  of  the  prowess  of  the 
boy  with  a  bent  pin,  and  rods  and  tackle 
costing  a  small  fortune  are  frequently  not  the 
royal  road  to  success  their  brand  new  "bwrfer 
confidently  expects  them  to  be.

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LTHOUGH  the  German  military 
authorities  preserve  a  discreet  re- 
ticence in  regard  to  their  aerial 
programme,  little  bits  of  Infor- 
mation leak  through  from  time 
to  time  into  the  German  press,  which  when 
pieced  together  enable  one  to  form  a  rough 
idea  of  the  general  plan.  The  general  out- 
line of  the  German  scheme  for  a  continuous 
chain  of  aerial  stations  all  round  the  frontier 
is  fairLy  well  known,  but  what  is  not  so  well 
known  is  the  fact  that  the  erection  of  these 
stations  has  begun  on  that  part  of  the  frontier 
nearest  to  the  British  coast,  and  that  there  al- 
ready exists  in  part  a  squadron  of  airships 
which  is  known  officially  in  Germany  as  the 
"North  Sea  Fleet."       '  m 

Zeppelins  have  already  been  stationed  at 
Hamburg  and  Cuxhaven,  on  the  North  Sea; 
sheds  for  two  more  are  being  erected  on  the 
island  of  Heligoland,  and  instructions'  were 
given  a  few  weeks  ago  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  flying  station  at  Kiel,  the  German  naval 
station  on  the  Baltic.  Kiel,  however,  is 
only  divided  from  the  North  Sea  by  the  nar- 
row neck  of  lafid  which  is  cut  by  the  Kaiser 
Wilhelm  Canal,  and  in  the  official  notice  of 
the  erection  of  the  Kiel  flying  station  it  was 
stated  lhaf  the  airship  stationed  here  would 
"co-operate  in  the  scouting  work  of  the  North 
Sea  Fleet." 

The  building  capacity  of  the  Zeppelin 
works  at  Friedrichshafen  is  eight  airships  per 
year,  so  that,  allowing  only  one  airship  at 
Kiel,  it  can  be  estimated  that  by  the  end  of 
this  year  Germany  will  have  a  regular  North 
Sea  fleet  of  at  least  five  airships. 

FOREIGN  AIRSHIPS  IN  THE  NIGHT 

Although  it  will  probably  be  a  case  of  lock- 
ing the  stable  door  after  the  horse  has  been 
stolen,  the  British  Government  ought  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  prevent,  any  further  un- 
announced and  unauthorized  visits  of  foreign 
airships  to  our  shores,  writes  the  military  cor- 
respondent of  The  London  Standard.  We 
shall,  of  course,  be  strictly  within  our  rights  in 
prohibiting  such  trips.  Indeed,  1  should  say 
that  we  should  be  justified  under  international 
law  in  treating  airships  which  come  to  us 
stealthily  in  the  night  as  the  German  airships 
have  done,  as  hostile  invading  craft.'  Action 
ought  to  have  been  taken  last  year  after  the 
Sheerness  incident;  by  now  it  is  quite  likely 
that  the  experimental  journeys  that  have  been 
made  have  given  the  German  airmeri  all  the 
essential  information  that  they  require. 

As  The  Standard  has  repeated  over  and 
over  again,  this  country  is  hopelessly  behind 
its  rivals  in  all  that  concerns  the  develop- 
ment of  military  aeronautics.  For  practical 
purposes  we  do  not  possess  an  air  force; 
everything  is  lacking — material,  personnel, 
even  the  framework  of  an  organization.  If 
war  broke  out  tomorrow  we  could  make  no 
reply;  we  could  not  put  up  even  the  most 
feeble  defence  against  the  attack  of  an  en- 
emy's air  fleet.  That  is  a  fact  which  ought  to 
rivet  public  attention,  and  give  birth  to  a 
movement  of  public  opinion  which  shall  com- 
pel the  Government  to  do  their  duly. 

The  question  of  what  ought  to  be  done  has 
also  been  discussed  in  these  columns.  First 
of  all,  we  want  a  policy.  Up  to  now  the 
Government  have*  done  nothing  but  beg  the 
whole  question,  spending  as  little  money  as 
possible,  but  making  a  show  just  to  keep 
people  quiet.  The  public  ought  now  to  de- 
mand that  the  needs — the  full  needs— of  the 
situation  shall  be  stated  by  the  technical 
advisers  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  War  Office, 
and  that  at  whatever  cost  those  needs  shall  be 
supplied. 

Tfie  Government  and  their  apologists  of- 
ten put  forward  as  an  excuse  for  the  neglect 
which  has  left  us  without  any  aerial  defence 
the  plea  that  we  ought  to  wait  and  watch  de- 
velopments in  the  matter  of  aircraft,  so  that 
we  may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  ex- 
perimental work  that  is  being  done  in  foreign 
countries.  That  policy,  we  are  told,  was  most 
successfully  followed  in  the  case  of  submarine 
vessels.  The  cases  cannot  be  compared. 
France  was  the  only  nation  to  take  up  the 
submarine,  and  we  followed  her  example  long 
before-  she  had  developed  a  really  efficient 
type  of  vessel  or  secured  any  dangerous  ad- 
vantage over  us. 

The  situation  is  altogether  different  in  re- 
gard to  aircraft.  We  have  the  evidence  of  our 
own  eyes  to  tell  us  that  Germany. has  devel- 
oped a  type  of  airship  which  possesses  remark- 
able efficiency.  We  know  what  this  vessel  can 
do;  that  it  can  come  over  to  tnis  country  in 
practically  any  weather  during  the  hours  of 
darkness  absolutely  unperceived;  that  it  can 
manoeuvre  as  it  likes  over  the  towns  and  forts 
and  dockyards  which  constitute  the  vital  or- 
gans of  our  defensive  arrangements;  and  that 
M  can  inflict  fatal  injury  on  those  organs.  Of- 
ficial statistics  tell  us  that  Germany  possesses 
r  large  fleet  of  such  ships,  and  that  it  is  being 
improved  and  strengthened  every  day. 
*  In  these  circumstances,  in  the  face  of  this 
peril,  it  is  mere  folly  to  advocate  a  waiting 
policy.  Even  though  the  development  of  the 
aeroplane  may.  render  the  airship  useless'  as 
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proof  yet  that  it  will — we  cannot  afford  to 
wait.  We  must  have  airships  to  meet  the 
German  Zeppelins  hist  as  we  must  have 
Dreadnoughts  to  meet  the  German  Dread- 
noughts, and  the  Standard  of  strength  in  the 
one  case  must  be  the  same  as  in  the  other. 
HOW  ENGLAND  COULD  LEAD 

Whilst  all  England  is  discussing  the  new- 
found peril  of  our  liability  to  attack  by  foreign 
airships,  and  the  first  instinct  of  the  nation  is 
to  devise  some  means  of  defence,  we  are  likely 
to  overlook  the  fact  that' England  is  much 
better  able  to  plan  a  system  of  attack,  and 
that,  if  the  new  science  of  aerial  warfare  were 
offered  to  our  own  flying  men,  we  could  make 
our  shores  as  immune  from  invasion  by  air- 
ships as  an  adequate  Army  and  Navy  could 
make  them  safe  by  land  and  sea.  Such  is  the 
opinion  of  Colonel  J.  L.  B.  Templer,  who  was 
for  many  years  adviser  in  ballooning  to  the 
Government  and  superintendent  of  the  bal- 
loon factory  at  Aldershot,  and  during  an  inter- 
view with  a  London  Standard  representative 
he  made  it  clear  that  if  we  had  the  money 
we  should  soon  have  the  men  and  the  airships 
too. 

"If  must  be  remembered  that  nearly  all 
the  great  military  authors  and  critics  agree 
that  the  best  way  to  defend  is  to  attack,  and 
this  law  applies,''  said  Colonel  Templer, 
"with  great    force    to  the    problem  of  aerial

SAVAGES 


Whilst  lecturing  on  atoms  at  the  Royal  In- 
stitute, Sir  Joseph  Thomson  alluded  to  an  ex- 
traordinary method  for  obtaining  fire  that  was 
practiced  by  at  least  two  savage  tribes —  a 
method  in  which  compressed  air  was  used. 

Sir  Joseph  had  just  been  explaining  how 
intense  cold  could  be  produced  by  suddenly  ex- 
panding air  and  how  equally  intense  heat  Could 
be  caused  by  compressing  it.  "It  is  one  of  the 
most  extraordinary  things  in  connection  with 
the  habits  of  savage  races,"  he  continued,  "that 
at  least  two  tribes  use  this  method  to  get  fire. 
It  is  an  extremely  difficult  problem  to  know  how 
ever  they  got  hold  of  the  idea.  I  am  quite  sure 
they  did  not  obtain  it  from  lectures  on  physics; 
so  it  must  have  come  from  some  kind  of  prac- 
tical experience." 

Even  with  special  apparatus  it  was  not  easy 
to  accomplish  the  feat  in  a  laboratory.  One 
could  easily  understand  how  men  had  discov- 
ered that  branches  rubbing  together  sometimes 
caught  fire.  This  would  give  the  idea  of  rub- 
bing sticks  together,  but  so  highly  complex  an 
operation  as  making  fire  by  compressing  air 
could  hardly  have  been  copied  from  any  natur- 
al phenomenon. 

The  only  thing  he  could  think  of  was  that 
these  tribes  must  have  been  accustomed  to  shoot 
their  arrows  from  blow-pipes.  If  one  of  these 
wooden  tubes  got  obstructed,  it  was  conceiv- 
able that  vigorous  efforts  to  dislodge  the  ob- 
struction would  cause  the  blow-pipe,  or  some 
part  of  it,  to  take  fire.

warfare.  England  is  much  better  placed  for 
carrying  out  an  aerial  attack  than  for  con- 
ducting a  defence,  and,  if  you  ask  me  why,  I 
refer  you  to  one  great  meteorological  fact — 
an  incontrovertible  fact  beyond  human  power 

to  alter It  is  this,  that  the  prevailing  wind 

over  England,  and,  in  the  higher  latitudes, 
over  Europe  as  well,  is  westerly  or  south-west- 
erly. I  have  not  got  the  exact  figures  by  me, 
but  I  am  not  far  out  in  saying  that  on  300 
days  out  of  the  365  the  air  currents  would 
favor  a  British  airship  travelling' to  the  Con- 
tinent and  be  hostile  to  any  air  craft  attacking 
us.

waHtog  for' it 'on  the  other  side.

agreement  between  the  results  obtained  by  dif- 
ferent methods.  The  figures  are  amazing.  Two 
grams  (about  30  grains)  of  hydrogen  contain 
so  many  atoms  that  no  ordinary  nomenclature 
can  be  used  in  expressing  the  number.

N  England  a  somewhat  vague  idea 
prevails  as  to  the  land  forces  at 
the  disposal  of,  the  German  Gov- 
ernment, the  purposes  for  which 
they  exist,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  organized  and  distributed, 
writes  the  military  correspondent  of  The  Lon- 
don Daily  Telegraph.  Our  people  are  dimly 
a,ware  that  Continental  armies  are  of  gigantic 
dimensions — -too  vast  to  be  accurately  com- 
puted— like  the  distances  of  the  fixed  stars 
and  this  reflection  leads  to  the  comforting 
conclusion  that  since  these  armies  are  too 
great  trj  be  attacked,  and  since  our  Navy  pre- 
vents them  from  attacking  us,  we  need  not 
trouble  our  heads  about  them.  Better-inform- 
ed people,  however,  know  that  this  conclu- 
sion is  a  dangerous  folly.  Even  the  Pacificist 
Ministry  which  has  ruled  Britain  since  1906 
was  speedily  cor. vet-ted  to  other  ideas  when 
they  had  access  to  official  documents.  They 
have  organized  the  so-called  Expeditionary 
Force  of  six  divisions,  whose  existence  and  or- 
ganization can  only  be  explained  by  the  need 
for  intervention  in  a  European  quarrel  in  case 
of  certain  eventualities. 

,  The  traditional  policy  of  our  country  to- 
wards the  Continental  States  has  been  to  pre- 
vent one-Power  from  exercising  preponderat- 
ing influence  over  the  rest.  To  maintain  the 
balance  of  power,  in  fact.  The  state  of  the 
Continent  has  made  it  singularly  easy  to  pre- 
serve this  balance  of  late  years,  but  any  im- 
portant increase  to  the  navy  or  army  of  any 
great  Continental  State  must  be  of  vital  in- 
terest to  the  others — ourselves  included. 

EXISTING  GERMAN  FORCES 
The  German  army  consists  of  twenty-four 
army  corps.  Each  army  corps  consists  of  two 
divisions  of  the  line,  besides  cavalry.  These 
forces  are  recruited  by  conscription,  and  about 
43  per  cent,' or  considerably  less  than  half,  of 
the  youth  of  the  country  arc  chosen.  The 
selection  is  generally  made  of  those  whose 
physique  is  the  best.  it  is  now  proposed 
largely  to  increase  this  proportion,  and  to 
train  almost  all  who  are  physically  fit,  perhaps 
64  per  cent,  instead  of  43  per  cent  of  the  an- 
nual contingent  of  youths  available.  If  this 
idea  is  put  into  practice,  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  the  fighting  units  of,  the  German 
army  will  be  required;  so  that,  instead  of  mus- 
tering twenty-four  corps  in  the  First  Line, 
there  may  be  thirty,  or  even  thirty- two.  The 
existing  organization  provides  four  categories 
of  troops.  Four  or  five  annual  contingents 
constitute  the  two  divisions  of  the  First  Line 
in  each  corps.  The  next  four  contingents  du- 
plicate this  array,  for  each  division  of  the  line 
has  its  Reserve  Division',  which  would  be  mob- 
ilized immediately  after  the  march  out  of  the 
line  division,  and  would  perhaps  be  able  to 
follow  it  in  a  week  or  less.  In  two  weeks 
after  the  decree  of  mobilization  the  German 
army  would  be  completely  duplicated  and 
ready  for  action,  with  ninety-six  divisions  of 
infantry,  besides  cavalry  and  artillery.  It  is 
convenient  to  calculate  in  divisions,  because 
that  is  the  chief  unit  of  the  British  army.  Our 
War  Office  professes  to  be  able  to  mobilize 
six  divisions  of  the  line,  with  some  troops  not 
yet  assigned  to  divisions,  but  perhaps  capable 
of  making  two  more  divisions.  A  division' 
consists  of  18,000  soldiers,  including  a  due 
proportion  of  administrative  troops. 

•  LANDWEHR  AND  LANDSTURM 
Besides  the  divisions  of  the  Line  with 
their  corresponding  reserve  divisions,  and  a 
certain  surplus  of  soldiers  not  allotted  to  these 
units  and  left  at ,  their  depots,  the  German 
army  comprises  two  other  lines  or  categories 
of  troops.  They,  are  the.Landwehr  and  Land- 
sturm.  The  latter  is  not  organized  in  peace, 
and  would  only  be  called  upon  in  a  prolonged 
struggle,  but  the  Landwehr  regiments  would 
be  assembled  in  arms  as  rapidly  as  possible 
after  the  mobilization  of  the  reserve  divisions, 
and  should  produce  as  many  troops..  Their 
role  would  be  to  garrison  and  defend  the  fort- 
resses in  the  homeland,  to  guard  and  keep 
open  the  lines  of  communication  of  the  field 
army,  and  no  doubt  their  help  would  be  called 
upon  if  an.  important  fortress  had  to  be  re- 
duced by  siege  or  blockade.  The  organized 
forces  then  at  the  disposal  of  the  Kaiser  are 
three  bans,  each  of  nearly  1,000,000  armed 
men.  Behind  these,  again,  stand  the  unor- 
ganized contingents,  which  could  be  called  up 
as  required  to  replace  the  losses  of  war.  tybt 
less  than  2,000,000  more  Germans;  belo^^o 
this  last  ban. 

DISTRIBUTION  AND  RQLEj 
In  peace  the  German  .forces  are^^tt^r^     :.;i 
in  the  districts  where  they"  arffT     " 
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possible.  To  that  end  the  mass  of  the  Ger- 
man army  would  be  directed,  a  mass  not  in- 
ferior numerically  to  the  probable  total  forces 
of  the  western  adversary. 

The  balance  of  the  German  army  would 
constitute  a  strategic  rearguard  on  the  Russian 
frontier,  to  neutralize  as  .large  a  fraction  of 
the  Russian  army  as  possible,  in  co-operation 
with  Austria.  To  attack  France,  however, 
with  a  fair  prospect  of  decisive  victory,  a  nu- 
merical superiority  is  needed.  This  superior- 
ity would  only  be  obtained  by  supporting  the 
German  attack  by  an  army  of  Austrians  and 
Italians  operating  from  the  Upper  Rhine,  so 
as  to  turn  the  flank  of  the  French  defence, 
just  as  the  Austrians  tu*ned  Napoleon's  first 
line  of  defence  in  1814  by  their  advance  from 
Basle  'to  troyes. 

German  strategy  also  contemplates  using 
the  perfect  system  of  railways  which  link  her 
eastern  and  western  frontiers,  to  reinforce 
either  army  as  circumstances  permit  or  dic- 
tate.- It  will  be  seen  that  if  Germany  has  si- 
multaneously to  make  war  upon  .both  France 
and  Russia,  her  armed  forces,  "great  as  they 
are,  may  not  be  unnecessarily  numerous.  To 
be  crushed  between  the  eastern  and  Western 
enemy,  as  so  nearly  befell  Frederick  the  Great 
has  always  been  the  nightmare  of  the  men 
responsible"  for    the    safety  of  the — German 

Empire.

CANNIBALISM  AMONG  ESKIMOS 


A  great  work  is  being  done  far  up  on  the 
northeast  shores  of  Hudson  Bay  in  converting 
the  wandering  Indians  and  Eskimos  who  in- 
habit that  desolate  region  to  Christianity.  A 
devoted  little  band  of  three  or  four  Christian 
pioneers  is  stationed  there,  and  a  member  of 
that  "Arctic  mission,"  who  is  in  England  for  a 
short  'Heave,"  gave  some  of  his  experiences  of 
the  country  and  its  people  to  The  London  Stan- 
dard. 

'1  am  stationed  at  a  tiny  settlement  on 
Great  Whale  River,"  said  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Wal- 
ton,, "and  the  'town'  consists  of  two  houses  and 
a  'store.'  I  live  at  one  of  the  houses  with  a 
Hudson's  Bay  trader.  We  get  two  mails  a  year 
out  there,  but  the  newspapers  only  visit  us 
once,  so  that  you  can  imagine  our  expectation 
when  newspaper  day  comes  round.  At  the  end 
of  August  every  year  a  ship  calls,  and  we  have 
to  be  very  careful  to  remember  to  order  every- 
thing we  want,  because  if  we  forgot  anything 
we  should  have  to  wait  another  year.  The  Es- 
kimos never  wash  themselves.  I  have  often 
seen  an  Eskimo  woman  washing  her  young 
children  like  a  cat  does  a  kitten — by  licking 
them  all  over.  Their  only  means  of  livelihood 
lies  in  catching  seals.  They  are  always  on  the 
lookout  for  seal  holes  in  the  ice.  They  eat  the 
blubber/  that  is,  the  fat  of  the  seal,  and  clethe 
themselves  or  at  any  rate  make  their  trousers 
out  of  sealskin.  It  is  very  cold — 45  degrees  be- 
low zero  as  a  rule— and  we  Europeans  have  to 
keep  roaring  fires  going  in  every  room  of  our 
house. 

"The  people  don't  live  in  villages,  but  sepa- 
rately in  families,  so  as  to  have  as  wide  a  field 
for  hunting  as  possible.

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SENTIMENT— ITS  ABUSE 

What  a  lot  of  cheap  sentiment  there  is 
nowadays,  and  how  nauseating  it  all  is  to  any- 
one who  can  discriminate  between  real  whole- 
some feeling  and  its  weak  make-believe! 

Wherever  1  turn  1  am  confronted  with  this 
decadent  rubbish,  and  I  find  that  even  those 
women  who  are  capable  of  something  better 
are  afraid  to  show  it. 

These  shallow  views  work  great  harm,  for 
they  prevent  people  from  seeing  things  as  they 

really  are. 

So  manv  women  live  in  a  false  atmos- 
phere, and  when,  at  last,  they  are  brought  up 
against  the  hard  facts  of  life,  they  can. do  noth- 
ing but  whimper.  They  are  the  victims  of 
phrase-mongers. 

"There  is  no  place  like  home!"  Well, 
"thank  God  for  that!"  is  the  remark  many  are 
tempted  to  make  on  that,  for  alas!  too  many 
homes  have  been  rendered  unendurable  by 
those  at  the  head  of  them. 

Misled  by  the  hackneyed  expression,  they 
have  assumed  that  "home"  is  not  to  be  criti- 
cized, and  that  their  children  ought  to  be  ut- 
terly and  entirely  thankful  for  a  home,  no  mat- 
ter upon  what  lines  11  is  rum — 

When  such  a  woman  becomes  alive  to  the 
fact  that  her  children  leave  home  as  soon  as 
they  possibly  can,  and  that  her  husband  spends 
as  little  of  his  time  there  as  he  can  manage, 
she  ascribes  it  all  to  some  malignant  fate  which 
has  given  her  undutiful  children  and  an  un- 
affectionate  husband.  It  must  surely  be  these 
others  who  are  to  blame,  for  after  all,  "there 
is  no  -place  like  home!" 

Take  another  similar  phrase,  "What  is 
home  without  a  Mother?"       , 

Of  course,  without  a  true  Mother,  a 
"home"  in  the  best  sense  can  hardly  be  said 
to  exist  at  all,  but  many  so-called  "homes" 
would  be  all  the  better  if  the  mother  were  re- 
moved to  a  very  considerable  distance. 

Here  again,  because  a  woman  is  called 
Mother,  she  is  often  under  the  impression  that 
she  is  everything  that  can  be  desired. 

She  imagines  that  her  children  ought  al- 
ways to  cherish  an  undying  love  and  affection 
for  her,  and  be  ready  to  sacrifice  themselves 
for  her  just  because  she  is  "Mother." 

What  a  terrible  awakening  for  her  when 
she  discovers  that  she  is  not  sufficient  in  name 
alone,  but  that  it  is  necessary  for  her  to  ex- 
hibit some  of  those  truly  admirable  and  lov- 
able qualities  which  constitute  the  true  mother 
if  she  is  to  be  loved  and  respected  by  her  chil- 
dren. 

This  revelation  comes  to  her  too  late,  and 
she  finds  that  when  her  children  are  asked 
what  is  home  without  a  Mother  they  reply 
that  it  is  much  better  without  her. 

These  are  cases  in  which  cheap  catch- 
phrases  do  a  great  deal  of  harm,  but  the  sickly 
superficiality  of  sentiment  which  seems  all- 
pervading  nowadays  does  mischief  all  round. 
Our  drawing-room  ballads,  composed  of 
the  most  meaningless  and  ridiculous  phrases 
of  the  "heart  of  my  heart"  style  have  just  the 
opposite  effect  to  that  intended,  and  make 
mockery  of  love,  degrade  it,  and  make  it  an 
object  of  contempt,  the  food  of  parodists  and 
a  subject  for  burlesque. 

Why  do  one's  fr.iends  gush  over  one  with 
sentiments  appropriate  only  to  a  girl  or  youth 
suffering  from  their  first  pangs  of  calf-love? 

They  are  not  sincere  in  this,  because  it  is 
evident  they  have  sent  precisely  similar  greet- 
ings to  at  least  fifty  other  people. 

There  are  many  simple  phrases,  too,  in  the 
English  language  which  cannot  be  equalled! 

Then  one  finds  one's  acquaintances  show- 
ering their  cheap  affections  upon  some  snap- 
ping, yapping  smelly  little  dog,  getting  hyster- 
ical when  they  fancy  it  is  not  well,  bestowing 
more  attention  upon  it  than  they  ever  be- 
stowed upon  a  human  being,  and  actually  ex- 
pecting one's  sympathy! 

When  one  suggests  that  the  animal  should 
be  treated  as  an  animal  should,  be  given  a  lit- 
tle less  food  and  a  little  more  exercise,  one  is 
regarded  as  a  brute  and  unfeeling. 

These  are  the  cases  in  which  sound  senti- 
ment has  been  grossly  perverted.  The  care 
and  attention  that  should  be  bestowed  upon 
some  human  being  has  been  transferred  to 
some  animal,  with  disastrous  results  to  the 
unfortunate  brute,  and  utterly  demoralizing  ef- 
fects upon  the  woman  herself. 

Such  people  have  always  got  some  pet 
phrase  ready,  as  "kindness  to  dumb  animals," 
bu^they  never  reflect  upon  what  is  true  kind- 
ness, and  so  lose  all  sense  of  the  true  fitness 
of  things. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  jeering  at  the 
"Mid- Victorian"  woman. 

She  was  supposed  to  be  a  poor  creature, 
of  faints  and  tears. 

That  was  true  of  a  very  limited  class,  but 
ninety-five  per  cent  were  formed  in  quite  a 
different  mould. 

If  we  could  get  back  some  of  their  sane 
and  sober  sense,  and  have  less  of  this  emo- 
tional neurotic  nonsense,  1  am  sure  it  would 
lie  better  for  us.

large  here,  too  meagre  there;  that  nothing- 
looks  well  upon  them  save  Unobtrusive  unin- 
teresting garments,  and  so  on  through  a  long 
list  of  complaints.

Not  for 
one  moment  do  I  claim  anything  so  absurd  as 
that  a  naturally  beautiful  figure  can  be  abso- 
solutely  counterfeited.  Such  is  a  gift  from  the 
gods  and  must  be  reckoned  as  such.  Still, 
even  the  most  exquisite  form  is  displayed  to 
the  fullest  advantage  by  means  of  perfectly 
fitting  stays,  for  the  corset  of  the  present  day 
accentuates  good  points  as  well  as  remedying 
bad,  to  such  a  fine  art  has  corseting  been 
brought. 

Each  individual  figure  requires  a  particu- 
lar type  of  stay,  and  too  much  careful  thought 
can  hardly  be  expended  upon  the  subject. 
Very  few  people  can  decide  this  momentous 
question  for  themselves,  but  expert  assistance 
and  advice  can  easily  be  .invoked,  since  cor- 
setieres of  repute  abound.  It  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  the  corset  lays  the  foundation  of 
all  good  dressing,  for  this  is  a  statement  that 
is  universally  made  by  all  competent  to  air 
their  opinions.  Some  of  the  best-known  dress- 
makers in  London  and  Paris  refuse  to  make 
for  a  client  until  they  are  thoroughly  satisfied 
with  the  make  of  the  stay  she  patronizes. 
They  know  that  if  the  corset  be  lacking/ their 
most  skilful  confections  will  fail  to  please, 
since  one  is  indispensable  to  the  other. 

There  are  threatenings  of  a  lower  waist- 
line with  the  new  Spring  fashions,  but  at  pres- 
ent the  waist  remains  much  as  it  has  been  for 
some  time  past.  We  are  as  straight-fronted 
ss  ever,  the  modern  stay  insuring  this  with 
even  the  most  rotund  figure,  and  the  line 
from  the  armpit  downwards  curves  in  but  very 
sHfittr*  at  the  waist^us  an  ^P^da> 
given  of  a  complete*  absence   of  bulk;   the 


and  ourselves,  our  temper,  and  health  benefit 
accordingly. 

Once'  the  corset  has  been  carefully  con- 
sidered, attention  should  be  directed  toward 
all  other  articles  of  underwear,  lfcany  mis- 
guided individuals- seem  to  think  that  the  word 
"fit"  need  not^&e  applied  to  lingerie;  but  this 
is  far  indeed  from  being  the. case.  Some  well- 
known  elegantes"  have  their  lingerie  specially 
made  for  them,  and  fitted  as  carefully  as  their 
outside  garments.  Knickers  are  fitted  intu 
bands  which  exactly  span  the  waist;  chemises 
and  cache-corsets  fit  perfectly  over  the  shoul- 
ders, and  petticoats  are  moulded  with  absolute 
fidelity  to  the  hips. 

Such  luxury  as  underclothes  made  to  spec- 
ial measurement  may  be  beyond  the  reach  of 
trie  fair  sex,  but  everybody  can  see  that  their 
lingerie  is  as  dainty  and  suitable  as  it  can  pos- 
sibly be.  Upon  petticoats,  however,  many 
words  might  be  written,  fot  many  women  pay 
too  little  regard  to  these.  It  is  an  easy  matter 
to  buy  fascinating  jupons  very  inexpensively 
at  the  shops,  but  these,  though  satisfactory  in 
most  other  particulars,  sometimes  set  badly 
round  the  hips  and  wais.t.  The  darts  and  seams 
Should  be  fitted  as  carefully  to  the  figure  as 
if  a  d-ress-itself-were  in  question,  which,  as.a- 
strict  matter  of  fact,  is  actually  the  case.  A 
badly-fitting  petticoat  is  apt  to  betray  its  pres- 
ence in  most  uncompromising  manner  through 
the  skirt  that  surmounts  it.  This  will  ruck  and 
pucker,  too,  in  a  way  that  it  never  should  do 
and  never  will  do  so  soon  as  the  offending  un- 
derskirt is  remedied. 

We  have  long  passed  the  days  of  thick  and 
unwieldy  undergarments,  since  these  are  but 
rarely  worn.  Those  who  can  afford  it  have 
underwear  of  pure  silk,  which  is  very  warm 
and  protective,  yet  takes  up  no  room,  and 
clings  close  to  the  figure.  Besides  this,  modern 
underwear  of  woollen  weaving  is  not  clumsy, 
but  in  the  better  qualities  very  much  the  re- 
verse.

The  five  per  cent  allowed  -by  them  is  re- 
cognized by  the  mistress  as  the  right  of  her 
bonne,  who  saves  much  time  and  trouble  to 
her,  and  though  an  English  mistress  would 
grow  indignant  over*  that,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  a  French  "general,"  as  her  name 
implies,  does  everything  that  may  be  needed  in 
the  house. 

She  will  wash  and  cook,  mend  and  make. 
She  will  look  after,  the  children,  when  neces- 
'  sary,  and  prides  herself  generally  upon  her 
—good -management. 


THE  GENERAL  SERVANT  IN  FRANCE 


In  this  country  when  the  question  of 
"help"  in  the  household  is  such  a  very  serious 
one,  it  may  be  interesting  to  see  what  the  peo- 
ple of  other  countries  do  with  regard  to  the 
servant  problem. 

In  middle-class  French  families  the  bonne 
a  tout  faire,  or  as  she  would  be  called  in  Eng- 
land, the  "general,"  is  a  very  important  per- 
sonage indeed. 

She  is  not  looked  upon  as  being  of  inferior 
standing. 

Rather,  she  is  treated  as  one  of  the  fam- 
ily, consulted  upon  all  important  occasions, 
and  made  to  feel  that  her  services  are  appre- 
ciated and  rated  at  their  full  value. 

The  average  French  mistress  treats  her 
with  far  more  consideration,  than  is  done  in 
similar  dases  in  England  and  this  country. 

She  takes  an  interest  in  her  private  affairs, 
chats  affably  with  her  over  family  matters,  dis- 
cusses the  possibilities  of  her  fiance,  and,  in 
fact,  makes  her  feel  that  she  is  a  humao  being 
with  similar  interests  to  her  own. 

Oh  the  other  hand,  a  French  domestic, 
studies  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  her  em- 
ployers far  more  than  does  the  average  Eng- 
lish servants 

She  has  a  reputation  for  thrift,  and. justly 
She  economizes  in  the  same  way  for  her

employers  that  she  would  do  for  herslf,  that 
being  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  kindliness  with 
which  she  is  treated. 

Her  wages  are  usually  higher  than  those 
of  an  English  domestic,  but,  then,  much  more

It  is  seldom  that  a  good  bonne  leaves  the 
family  with  whom  she  first  enters  service. 

When  young  most  of  them  come  from  the 
Provinces,  and  most  of  them  have  been 
trained  by  the  good  sisters  in  convents  near 
their  home  in  all  parts  of  housewifery. 

It  is  to  these  that  they  look  for  a  recom- 
mendation when  they  want  a  situation,  and 
the  sisters  take  a  keen  interest  in  them  after 
they  leave  their  care. 

As  a  class  French  servants  are  very  thrifty

and  save  all  their  w^ges  almost,  and  it  is  no 
uncommon  thing  to  find  a  bonne  in  a  good 
family,-  having  been  with  them  for  twenty  or 
thirty  years,  with  sufficient  savings  to  retire  to 
her  native  village,  but  preferring  to  remain 
with  those  she  has  served  for  so  long. 

In  England  long  service  is  the  exception; 
in  France,  the  rule. 

The  French  domestic  does  not  share  her 
English  sister's  love  of  finery.  Thrift  ana"  re- 
putation are  her  chief  considerations,  and  only 
for  some  holiday  or  some  such  occasion  as  a 
wedding  does  she  put  on  her  gay  attire. 

She  usually  dresses  in  black,  and  her  neat 
cap  is  not  regarded  as  a  badge  of  service  so 
much  as  a  mark  of  respect. 

In  France  the  law  is  very  severe  upon  mat- 
ters relating  to  mistress  and  maid.  A  French 
mistress  is  bound  to  answer  all  the  questions 
put  to  her'  regarding  a  late  servant  by  a  pros- 
pective employer,  and  severe  penalties  may 
be  imposed  on  either  side  for  breach  of  con- 
tract or  falsifying  of  character. 

Perhaps  it  speaks  well  for  the  bonne  a  tout 
faire  that  legal  actions  at  her  instance  are  eat- 
ceedingly  rare.

The  late  Sir  John  Monckton  said  that  a 
gentleman  was  as  gentle  as  a  woman  and  as 
manly  as  a  man.

The  dictionary  then  leaves 
legal  fact,  and  adds,  "a  man  of  refined  man- 
ners." The  dictionary  might  have  done  worse. 
George  Meredith  thought  a  gentleman  was 
one  who  excelled  in  the  "nicer  feelings,"  and 
there  is  no  contradiction  here.  The  nicer  feel- 
ings have  a  way  of  producing  the  nicer  man- 
ners, just  as  a  really  beautiful  soul  reacts  on 
the  body,  rendering  it  beautiful  too,  in  the 
higher  sense  of  the  word.  Any  definition  of 
"gentleman,"  in  my  opinion,  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  that  which  introduces  the  verted 
question  of  "honor."  A  man  who  has  a  stan- 
dard of  honor  and  acts  up  to  it  may  not  be  a

The  sudden  melting  of  the  Winter  snows  has 
swelled  the  Ohio  and  Miami  rivers  and  their  many 
branches,  doing  great  damage  to  the  towns  of  the 
states-  of  Ohio  and  Illinois.  In  such  floods  it  is  the 
poor  people  that  suffer  most,  for  the  dams  that  Store 
the  water  lor  the  big  mills  and  other  industrial  con- 
cerns are  destroyed,  throwing  thousands  of  people 
Out  of  work,  fheir  houses,  too,  which,  are  often 
built  on  flats  near  the  river,  are  sometimes  washed 
away  or  made  unfit  to  live  in.  As  a  rule,  however,  the 
damagft  Is  replaced  as  soon  as  the  water  finds  an  out- 
let to  the  sea. 


The  Socialists  of  France  want  to  bring  about  a 
lasting  peace  between  Germany  and  France.  They 
#flfc  to  put  aVend  to  the  enlistment  of  soldiers  and 
the  "growth  of  ,tbe  navies  of  both  countries;  It  is 
time,  they  believe,  to  bury  the  old  quarrel  over  Al- 
sace-Lorraine, which  haa  lasted  more  than  forty  years. 
These  ire  the  provinces  which  Germany  gained  In  the 
last  treat  European  wir-r-the  struggle  between  France 


country  by  a  militia.  England  and  the  United  States 
have  proved  in  the  last  hundred  years  that  such  a 
plan  can  be  carried  out  between  people  of  the  same 
tongue  and  race. 


There  is  still  fighting  in  Mexico,  for,  ruthless  as 
President  Huerta  and  General  Felix  Diaz  are,  they  have 
not  been  able  to  command  peace.  Meanwhile  the 
United  States  is  waiting  to  see  if  there  is  enough 
patriotism  and  wisdom  in  the  Mexican  nation  to  "put  a 
stop  to  a  useless  war.  Unless  the  lives  and  property 
of  United  States  citizens  are  endangered,  and  while 
the  Government  treats  peaceful  citizens  without  cruel- 
ty, the  President,  his  cabinet  and  his  commander-in- 
chief  will  be  allowed  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  na- 
tion as  best  they  can. 


The  Liberal  Government  in  Great  Britain  has 
brought  a  bill  into  Parliament  to  change  the  House- of 
Lords  from  an  hereditary  to  an  elective  body.  Strange 
to  say,  no  one  is  opposing  this  great  constitutional 
change.  All  parties  in  England  have  made  up  their 
minds  that  a  man  is  not  fitted  to  help  to  make  laws 
because  he  is  born  a  lord,  or  has  been  created  one  by 
the  King,  or  takes  his  place  there  because  he  was 
made  a  bishop  of  the  Church  of  England.  Yet  the 
British  nation  thinks  that  a  second  chamber  which  is 
placed  in  power  by  the  choice  of  their  peers,  may  be  a 
very  useful  body  indeed.  .  ■ ■  ...

William  Cross,  who  was 
formerly  an  important  official  of  the  C.  P.  R.,  has  been 
appointed  to  represent  the  company,  the  conductors 
have  named  J.  Harvey  Hall,  T.  W.  Crothers,  Minister 
of  Labor,  has  approved  these  appointments,  and  a 
chairman  will  be  chosen.  It  is  far  better  that  quar- 
rels between  employers  and  employed  should  be  set- 
tled in  this  way  than  that  both  parties  and  the  public 
should  be  put  to  loss  and  inconvenience  by  a  strike.

Like  most  of  the  men  who  do 
great  things,  this  skilful  engineer  does  not  care  to  talk 
about  his  work.  He  will  build  the  breakwater  as  soon 
as  possible,  he  says,  and  every  one  who  has  heard  of 
the  great  harbor  works  he  has  made  in  other  places, 
knows  that  when  it  is  finished  it  will  be  very  good. 
In  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  docks  have  been  built  and 
harbors  improved  by  Sir  John  Jackson,  and  Victoria 
m%y  welt  be  proud  and  pleased  that  he  is  superin- 
tending the  construction  of  her  outer  harbor. 


Sir  Charles  Tupper,  the  only  survivor  of  the 
Fathers  of  Confederation,  has,  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
two,  left  the  home  of  his  son.  Sir  Charles  Hibberl 
Tupper,  in  Vancouver,  for  England,  where  he  will  live 
with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Cameron.  This  .wonderful 
old  gentleman  is  a  Nova  Scotian,  and  he  hopes  to  meet 
many  of  Ms  friends  on  his  journey  across  the  con- 
tinent. His  home  will  be  at  Bexley  Heath,  in  the  lovely 
county  of  Kent,  where  he  will  be  near  the  grave  of  the 
dear  wife  with  whom  he  lived  for  sixty-six  years.  In 
his  old  age  the  statesman  who,  in  his  time,  fought 
some  of  the  hardest  of  political  battles,  will  find  peace 
and  rest  in  his  daughter's  home  among  Kentish  fields 
and.  gardens. 


While  the  Powers  of  Europe  are  considering  the 
terms  of  peace  between  Turkey  and  her  enemies,  the 
allies  are  fighting  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  In  an 
assault  on,  Adrianople  the  Bulgarians  have  captured 
the  eastern  forts.  King  Peter  of  Montenegro  is  at- 
tacking Skutari  fiercely  and  even  the  threats  of  Aus- 
tria will  not  prevent  his  trying  to  take  the  fortress, 
though,  it  Is  to  be  hoped,  it  will  save  the  defenceless 
women  and  children  and  the  men  who  are  not  sol- 
diers. There  has  been  a  great  battle  in  Albania  be- 
tween the  Servians  and  the  Turks,  in  which  the  Ser- 
vians were  victorious,  forcing  15,000  of  the  enemy  to 
lay  down  their  arms.  At  the  lines  of  Tchatalja  there 
has  been  little  change.  Later  news  says  that  at  last 
Adrianople  has  fallen. 


The  Seaman's  Institute  in  Vancouver  was  burned 
down  the  other  night,  and  the  Rev.  F.  M.  Ryan,  in 
whose  care  it  was  placed,  was  badly  burned.  Two 
very  well  attended  entertainments  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Victoria  Sailor's  Home  were  held  last  week.  The 
Ladies'  Guild  is  now  working  hard  to  provide  money 
to  finish  the  institute,  so  that  all  the  sailors  who  spend 
a  few  days  in  Victoria  while  their  ships  are  loading 
and  unloading  can  have  a  bright,  clean  place  to  stay 
in.  It  should  not  be  any  trouble  to  get  the  money 
needed  for  this  purpose  in  Victoria.  The  sailors  work 
for  us  all  and  they  have  small  reward  for  their  labor. 
Those  who  have  no  homes  here  should  be  made  wel- 
come on  their  visits  to  a  very  nice  institute,  where 
they  can  read  and  meet  their  friends. 


The  past  week  has  been  marked  by  awful  disasters 
.in  the  United  States,  nor  has  Canada  escaped.  In 
Nebraska  a  tornado  destroyed  many  small  towns  and 
wrecked  thousands  of  homes  in  Omaha,  the  capital 
city.  Crushed  under  the  falling  buildings,  many  were 
killed — and  more  injured.  It  Is  impossible  to  imagine 
the  desolation  in  what,  on  Easter  Sunday  morning 
was  a  fine,  prosperous  city.'  Homeless,  scattered 
families,  houses  in  ruins  and  dead  and  wounded  men, 
women  and  children  were  left  in  the  path  of  the 
storm.  Easter  Sunday,  1913,  will  be  a  sad  and  terrible 
memory  to  the  citizens  of  Omaha.  Other  states  felt 
the  tornado,  but  none  so  much  as  Nebraska.  Much 
damage  was  done  to  the  new  mining  town  of  Cobalt, 
in  Ontario,  by'  a  wind  which  swept  through  it  on  the 
same  day.  This  is  very  unusual  In  Canada,  although 
we  must  not  forget  that  the  Parliament  buildings  and 
some  of  the  largest  churches  and  fine  houses  in  Re- 
gina  were  blown  down  last  year.  A  tempest  on  the 
land  is  even  more  to  be  dreaded  than  one  at  sea.

The  House  of  Commons  met  again  on  Tuesday 
after  the  Easter  recess.  Among  the  tirst  things  to  be 
considered  is  the  Treaty  with  Japan.  Nearly  two 
years  ago  England  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Japan  concerning  commerce  and  navigation.  Under 
that  treaty  Great  Britain  and  Japan  allowed  each 
other  almost  all  rights  that  Englishmen  and  Japanese 
possess  in  their  own  countries.  H  was  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  self-governing  part  of  the  Empire  should 
be  subject  to  the  treaty  unless  within  two  years  the 
consent  of  Parliament  were  obtained.  The  two  years 
are  nearly  up,  and  Mr.  Borden  has  brought  in  a  bill 
to  allow  Canada  to  become  a  party  to  it.  This  will  not 
interfere  with  the  Canada  Immigration  Act  or  allow, 
as  in  Great  Britain,  raw  silks,  copper  and  some  other 
products  free  into  Canada  as  they  enter  Great  Britain. 
Japan  and  Canada  are  near  neighbors,  and  it  is  of 
great  advantage  to  both  that  they  should  trade  freely. 
We  don't  want  the  Japanese  to  come  and  live  here  in 
great  numbers,  and  Japan  does  not  want  to  allow  her 
people  to  leave  Asia,  but  nations  can  be  friendly  and 
helpful  to  each  other  while  each  race  carries  on  its 
own  work  in  its  own  land.  It  is  as  good  for  Victoria 
as  it  is  for  Yokohama  that  the  big  Japanese  liners 
should  unload  their  cargoes  of  manufactured  goods 
and  the  products  of,  the  Orient  here.  Japan  would 
suffer  if  the  Empresses  and  big  Canadian  freight  boats

The  most  terrible  of  all  the  disasters  of  the  week 
is  that  which  befell  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  By 
the  breaking  of  a  dam  on  the  Miami  River  the  city 
was  flooded.  The  streets  became  raging  torrents 
from  ten  to  twenty  feet  deep.  Houses  and  buildings 
were  swept  away,  carrying  with  them,  it  is  feared, 
nearly  a  thousand  people.  Of  the  population  of  more 
than  a  hundred  thousand  people,  it  is  said  that  more 
than  seventy  thousand  were  either  imprisoned  in  their 
homes  or  forced  to  stay  away  from  them.  To  add 
to  the  horror  and  the  danger,  fire  broke  out  in  the 
city,  and  there  was  no  means  of  putting  it  out.  The 
Governor  of  the  state  sent  the  militia  to  aid  In  the 
work  of  rescue,  and  President  Wilson  has  appealed  to 
the  whole  country'to  aid  the  sufferers  of  this  city  and 
of  the  other  towns  of  Indiana  and  Ohio  that  have  been 
injured  or  destroyed  by  floods,  Dayton  was  a  beauti- 
ful city,  and  the  name  will  be  familiar  to  most  boys  as 
the  home  ol  the  Wright  brothers,  to  whom  the. world 
owes  the  invention  of  the  aeroplane.  The  only  bright 
side  of  this  dreadful  story  Is  that  generous  people 
from  all  parts  ot  the  United  States  will  send  food  and 
clothing,  doctors  and  nurses  and  money  to  support 
the  poor  people  while  the  city  is  being  rebuilt  and 
restored  to  its  former  beauty.

EASTER    CAMPS

Perhaps  if  each  camping  party  gave  its  experience, 
the  rest  might  profit  by  it.  As  far  as  our  party  went, 
we  found  the  following  holds  good: 

For  six  scouts — t  lb.  flour  per  meal;  l  lb.  of  bacon 
per  day,  if  eaten  at  breakfast  only,  1  lb.  of  tea  per  6 
or  7  meals. 

A  common  error  is  to  take  too  much  oatmeal,  tea 
and  rice,  and  not  enough  sugar  or  flour.  Always  take 
cocoa,  in  case  you  run  out  of  milk  and  sugar.  Always 
take  rice,  because  it  cooks  quickly  and. tastes  good  with 
anything. 

Another  "tip"  about  sleeping  out  is,  if  you  have 
a  good  canvas  ground-sheet  and  soft  turf,  you  can 
sleep  well  without  any  "bedding"  under  the  ground- 
sheet.

A  FRIENDLY  GREETING 

By  Hon.   and  Rev.   Edward  Lyttleton,   Head-master  of 
Eton  School. 
"This  greeting  of  a  wise  and  good  Englishman  was 
sent  to  boys  in  the  United  States,  but  it  is  quite  as   w 
well  suited  to  Canadian  lads.) 

I  cannot  resist  the  chance  of  writing  a  message 
of  friendship  and  good-will  to  American  boys.  It  is 
plain  that  you  are  living  a  strenuous  life  of  high  en- 
deavor, and  that  in  the  matter  of  what  we  call  keen- 
ness, you  couJd  give1  points  to  many  of  our  boys 
here,  who  breathe  a  less  exciting  air.  When  we  get 
an  Eton  boy  with  American  blood,  in  him,  he  shows 
invariably,  I  think,  some  of  that  restless  energy  to  get 
on  which  marks  your,  countrymen  the  world  over, 
and  is  a  perpetual  rebuke  to  all  laziness,  sleepiness, 
loafing,  and  "louting,"  as  our  old  English  writers  call 
it. 

What,  then,  is  there  that  1  can  possibly  say  to  you 
except  to  wish  you  well,  and  to  encourage  you  to  go 
on  and  prosper?  You  know,  1  think  there  is  a  grow- 
ing  sympathy  between  schools  like  ours,  a  deepening 
feeling  that  English-speaking  boys  must  have  many 
hopes  and  ideals  and  interests  in  common.  Surely, 
then,  I  can  say  truly  that  we  are  glad  to  have  this  op- 
portunity of  showing  our  cousihship  by  a  word  of 
greeting.  But,  as  1  am  asked  to  write  a  few  para- 
graphs. I   will  add  two  or  three  suggestions. 

Broadly  speaking,  the  progressive  nations  of  the 
world  are  faced  with  some  terrific  dangers,  not  from 
without,  but  from  within,  owing  to  too  much  strenu- 
ousness  and  too  little  thought.  It  is  much  easier  to 
be  strenuous  than  to  think:  "Why  should  1  be  stren- 
uous at  all?"  You  boys  in  America,  as  far  as  I  csn 
judge,  are  possessed  with  the  same  idea  that  is 
working  more  and  more  vigorously  over  here,  vit,  that 
to  be  busy  with  something  Is  the  way  to  be  happy. 
But  all  the  time  the  truth  is  quite  different.  It  Is 
quite  possible  for  a  man  to  busy  himself  quite  happily 
about  the  wrong  thing,  and  to  do  a  great  deal  of  mis- 
chief without  knowing.  Now,  the  main  reason  ,why 
so  many  of  us  are  under  this  delusion,  is  that  we  have 
deprived  our  lives  of  anything  like  quiet  and  solitude, 
and  the  loss  is  enormous.  All  fhe  eager  people,  eager, 
I  mesn,  for  good,  have  forgotten  that  all  the  beat  and 
most  permanent  work  in  the  world  has  been  done  by 
men  and  women  who  have  always  secured  time  to 
think.  You  boys,  if  you  are  really  to  do  what  you 
were  sent  into  the  world  to  do,  will  have  to  be  q.ulet, 
and  give  your  minds  quietly  to  high  Mid  noble 
thoughts. 

But  after  all  that  is  a  matter  which  Hes  a  Utile  ahead 
of  you.

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SPECIAL  cqiresppndent,  writing 
from  MontneaL  tinder  date  of 
March  IS,  says: 

"Driven  -,  out  of  Mexico  by 
the  frenzied  and  blood-thirsty  re- 
volutionists, Mr.  Gerald  A.  'Mackey,  of  542 
Dorchester  Street  weHt,  a  Montrealer,  with' 
large  interests  in  that  terror-stricken  country, 
and  long  a  resident  theite,  has  returned  to  this 
city  to  wait  until  things  quieten  sufficiently  to 
permit  him  to  go  back  to  Mexico. 

Recent  advices  received  by  him  from  Lar- 
edo and  El  Paso,  Texas,,  and  from  Toronto, 
indicate  that  a  reign  of  terror  still  prevails 
there.  At  Parral  and  at  Santa  Barbara,  where 
Mr.  Mackey  has  an  electric  wiring  plant,  a 
theatre,  a  hotel  and  large  mining  interests, 
brisk  fighting  is  still  going  on.  As  all  com- 
munication from  that  part  of  the  country  has 
been  cut  off  he  has  no  means  of  knowing  how 
his  interests  have  fared  during  his  absence." 
DIFFICULTIES  IN  GETTING  OUT 

Some  of  the  difficulties  he  encountered  in 
getting  out  of  the  country  were  recounted  by 
Mr.  Mackey  to  The  News  today. 

"In  the  first  place"  he  said,  4'1  was  anxi- 
ous  that  my  wife,  who  was  with  me,  should 
return  to  Montreal.  I  was  told  that  there 
would  be  no, danger,  but  those  revolutionists 
looked  pretty  desperate  to  me.  At  that  time 
they  had  already  entered  on  a  wild  carnage, 
and  had  torn  up  most  of  the  rickety  railroad 
leading  out  of  the  country.  The  chances  of 
getting  out  commenced  to  look  slim. 

As  soon  as  the  tracks  had  been  repaired 
somewhat  I  applied  to  Orozco,  the  federal 
chief,  whom  I  knew  very  well,  for  a'  pass 
through  the  lines.  This  he  furnished  me  and 
my  wife,  and  I  started  for  El  Paso,  Texas. 
Usually  this  trip  takes  sixteen  hours.  It  took 
us  just  three  days.  We  could  travel  only  in 
the  daytime  and  then  for  short  distances.  Al- 
most every  dozen  yards,  it  seemed  to  me,  we 
were  held  up  for  our  credentials.  But  when 
they  saw  Orozco 's  name  signed  to  the  pass- 
port they  would  kowtow  and  let  us  through. 
MEXICANS  FEARLESS,  RECKLESS 

"I  did  not  think  the  revolution  would  last 
so  long.  At  El  Paso  I  put  my  wife  on  the 
train  for  Montreal  and  decided  to  walk  around 
for  a  few  days.  I  waited  some  time  but  as 
things  appeared  to  be  going  from  bad  to  worse 
I  decided  that  I  might  as  well  loaf  in  Montreal 
as  anywhere  and  I  returned  home. 

"Lots  of  people  think  the  Mexicans  are  a 
joke  as  soldiers — something  like  the  comic 
opera  warrior.  Nothing  could  be  further  from 
the  truth.  They  do  not  seem  to  know  what 
fear  is  and  they  are  absolutely  reckless.  1 
have  seen  the  revolutionists — mere  boys  most 
of  them — dash  in  and  take  a  town,  and  within 
four  or  five  hours  afterwards  surrender  to  the 
federals  after  most  desperaie.  fighting.  They 
fight  like  demons. 

SEARCHED  HOUSE  FOR  ARMS 

"Foreigners — gringoes,  as  the  Mexicans 
call  them — are  not  usually  molested.  This  is 
probably  because  the  Mexicans  are  afraid  of 
the  foreign  Governments.  But  I  have  had 
them  get  after  me  once  or  twice. 

"Upon  one  occasion  the  Mayor  of  Santa 
Barbara,   whom   I   know  very  well,   was  sus- 


pected, of  having  hidden,  a  quantify,  of  arms 
and  ammunition  on  "my  •  premises.  >  SJome  of 
the  troops  came  to  me  arid  demanded  that  I 
surrender  them  at  once.  If  1  didn't  I  .was 
given  to  understand  that  I  was  a  gone  goose. 
I  invited  thehr  in,  and  after  they  had  gone  all 
o/ver  the  place  and  found  nothing  more  deadly 
than  a  hunting  rifle  and  one  pistol,  they  went 
away  again. 

"Another  time  I  heard  a  good  deal  of 
shooting  going  on  in  the  town,  but  as  they 
are  a  great  people  for  setting  off  fireworks 
and  all  that  kind  of  thing  I  didn't  pay  much 
attention  to  it.  A  little  later  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  staggered  up  to  the  door  with  a  rifle 
in  his  hand.  He  said  that  the  revolutionists 
were  after  him,  and  begged  for  a  place  to 
hide. ; 

HID  REFUGEE.  IN  THEATRE 

•    "I  hid  him  underneath  the  stage  of  the  the- 
atre, where  he -remained  all  day  in  safety.     I 


kept  him  supplied  with  grub  and  cigarettes — 
and  when  the  pow-wow  was  all  over  he  came 
out.  All  the  other  officers  of  the  town  were 
captured. 

"What  kind  of  shows  do  I  have  in  the 
theatre?  Oh,  comic  opera,  and  tragedy,  and 
once  in  a  while  grand  opera,  which  the  Mexi- 
cans don't  understand  very  well.  Just  now 
they  are  absolutely  crazy  over,  moving  pic- 
tures. The  shows  are  all  in  Spanish,  of  course, 
and  given  by  traveling  Mexican  troupes.  You 
know  a  Mexican  is  a  smooth  and  polite  talker, 
and  if  you  would  permit  him  to  do  so  he 
would  talk  his  way  into  the  theatre  without 
paying.  It.  wasn't  very  long  before  I  discov- 
ered that  extending  theatrical  credit  to  Mexi- 
cans wasn't  going  to  buy  me  any  automobiles. 

BELIEVES  NEW  ERA  IS  COMING 

Mr.  Mackey  thinks  that  the  revolution  will 
be  ended  shortly  and  a  new  era  of  prosperity 
begun. 


"With  the  return  of  Porfirio  Diaz,  the 
master  mind  of  Mexico,  who  is  now  about  to 
return  to  his  native  land  from  abroad,  things 
will  improve.  Diaz  is  unquestionably  the 
most  able  man  Mexico  has  today.  He  may 
not  be  the  President  when  he  returns,  but  he 
will  be  the  real  power  behind  the  republic. 
He  realizes  more  than  anyone  that  it  is  the 
much-berated  gringoes  and  their  fortign  capi- 
tal which  is  building  up  the  country. 

"With  Madero  it  was  different.  Madero 
taught  the  Mexicans  to  hate  the  foreigners, 
and  promised  them  impossible  things.  He  told 
them  that  they  would  all  be  presented  with  a 
share  of  the  land  which  is  now  held  largely  by 
the  wealthy  rancheros.  Of  course  noL>even 
a  President  could  keep  such  a  ridiculous  prom- 
ise. V*

"I  knew  all  the  Maderos  well.    They  were 


all  wealthy  and  brilliant.  The  President,  how- 
ever, was  something  of  a  spiritualist,  and  "had 
a  vision,  he  said,  that  he  was  to  become  Presi- 
dent. His  brother  Gustav,  who  was  also  mur- 
dered, was  a  much  more  brilliant  man  than 
the  President,  and  not  only  financed  the  lat- 
ter's  campaign,  but  also  furnished  most  of  the 
brains. 

"There  are  a  large  number  of  Canadians1  in 
Mexico,  and  they  are  all  well  liked  there — 
much  better  than  the  Americans.  Canadians 
have  as  much  as  five  hundred  millions  invest- 
ed in  the  country,  and  in  Mexico  City,  where 
there  is  a  Canadian  Club,  they  own  the  power 
.  companies,  the  street  cars,  and  most  of  the 
public  utilities. 

"You  know  the  French  were  driven  out  of 
Mexico  at  one  time,  and  I  don't  know  how 
many  times  a  year  they  celebrate  that  event. 
That  is  the  principal  reason  for  their  dislike 
of  Americans  too — that  the  latter  won  the 
Mexican  War.  They  are  great  people  for  cel- 
ebrating anyhow,  and  probably  the  politest 
people  in  the  world.

t  they  are  treacherous.  They  are  a 
mixture  of  Spanish  and  Indian  blood — de- 
scended from  the  old  Aztec  Indians —  and  they 
are  bad  people  when  they  get  started.  I  should 
say  that  about  ten  per  cent  are  as  good  as  any 
people  in  the  world  and  the  rest  not  only  in- 
different but  bad. 

"The  queerest  thing  about  a  Mexican  is 
that  he  can't  stand  prosperity.  When  I  first 
went  into  Mexico — I  left  here  when  1  was 
eighteen — the  natives  were  getting  fifty  pesos 
a  day  for  their  work.  Most  of  them  didn't 
have  enough  clothes  on  their  backs  to  dust  an 
old  f'idle,  and  they  shuffled  around  in  a  pair 
of  sandals.  They  worked  from  sunrise  to  sun- 
set— those  of  them  that  would  work  at  all,  for 
they  are  rather  prejudiced  against  work. 

PROSPERITY  WENT  TO  THEIR  HEAD 

"We  boosted  their  wages  up  to  150  pesos 
a  day,  or  a  dollar  and  a  half  a  day.  We  blew 
the  whistle  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  gave  them  an  hour  for  lunch  and  all  that 
kind  of  thing.  They  sprouted  out  then  in 
'store'  clothes  and  regular  shoes,  and  got  so 
dressed  up  they  didn't, want  to,  work.  They  are 
Just  like  children  a^ffrow.  Thefr  were  get* 
ting  too  prosperous,  and  it  went  to  their  head.".' 

"Of  course,  if.  Canada  or  the<United  States 
were  to  send  a  couple  of  detachments  of  train- 
ed troops  down -there  this  revolution  would  be 
4over  in  no  time.  But  it  does  not  look  as  if 
there  would  be  any  interference,  unfortun- 
ately." 

FORGET  ENGLISH  FOR  SPANISH.      f 

Mr,  Mackey  has  two  daughters  in  a  con*, 
vent  in  Montreal,  and  two  of  his  boys  attend 
ML  §t. JLouis  Academy.  When  the  children 
first  camehere  from  Mexico,  he  said,  they-ha# 
grown  so  accustomed  to  talking  Spanish  that 
they  talked  in  broken  English.  Now  they  are 
forgetting  how  to  talk  Spanish,  he  said..  Mr. 
Mackey  hopes  to  return  to  Mexico  within 
few  weeks'  time  if  the  revolutionists  wftp 
obliging  enough  to  lay  down  their  arms  tad 
back  to  work. 


PLANET  MOVEMENTS 


"The  more  we  examine  the  subject,  the 
more  unlikely  it  seems  that  there  is  life  on  any 
other  planet  than  the  earth,"  said  Professor 
H.  H.  Turner  at  the  Royal  Institution.  He 
was  lecturing  on  the  nebular  hypothesis,  and 
was  telling  of  the  difficulties  that  faced  as- 
tronomers when  it  first  dawned  on  their  minds 
that  the  earth  was  not  the  actual  "hub  of  the 
universe." 

Aristarchus  was  the  first  to  suggest  the 
idea  that  the  earth  moved  round  the  sun,  but 
so  long  as  300  years  after  his  death  Gallileo 
was  imprisoned  for  believing  in  the  truth  of 
this  theory. 

We  are  now  allowed  to  believe  as  we  will, 
and  are  apt  sometimes  to  think  of  the  nearer 
worlds,  especially  those  in  the  solar  system, 
as  being  very  like  our  own.  This  likeness, 
Professor  Turner  said,  was  a  fallacy.  There 
was  a  certain  resemblance  between  the  moun- 
tains of  the  moon  and  some  of  our  own  vol- 
canic craters;  and  there  was  a  similarity  be- 
tween the  ice  caps  on  the  poles  of  Mars  and 
our  own  Arctic  regions.  These  were  the  only 
two  items  which  gave  any  comparison  between 
the  earth  and  other  orbs.  Even  the  so-called 
canals  of  Mars,  of  which  Professor  Lowell  had 
malde  such  a  close  study,  were  utterly  unlike 
anything  on  this  earth  of  ours.  It,  therefore, 
seemed  most  improbable  that  life  existed  on 
any  planet  resembling  even  remotely  life  on 
the  earth. 

The  nebular  hypothesis  held  that  the  sun 
once  had  a  huge  atmosphere  which  extended 
llir  biyoti«J  the  orbit  of  Neptune.  We  can 
Only  see  a  little  of  Vi  nowadays,  and  then  only 


lions  of  years — the  cooling  atmosphere  of  the 
sun  would  form  a  ring  like  that  of  Saturn,  and 
out  of  these  lings  the  planets  would  be  form: 
ed.  They,  in  their  turn,  have  rings  of  their 
own,  which  break  up  into  satellites. 

Professor  Turner  showed  some  beautiful 
telescopic  photographs  of  what  may  possibly 
be  systems  in  formation,  notably  the  nebula 
in  Hercules,  which  looked  very  much  like  an 
immature  sun,  rather  uncertain  and  misty  in 
its  outline,  but  ringed  with  an  atmosphere  like 
Saturn. 

When  the  worlds  were  formed  from  the 
sun's  atmosphere  they  must  have  taken  some 
definite  arrangement.  Bode's  Law  is  a  for- 
mula well  known  to  astronomers.  It  very 
nearly  accounts  for  the  position  of  the  greater 
planets,  but  not  quite.  There  are  conspicuous 
exceptions. 

'  Within  the  last  few  weeks  an  English  lady 
- — Miss  M.  A.  Blagg,  of  Cheadle — has  found 
how  the  irregularities  have  a  definite  regular- 
ity of  their  own.  In  other  words,  the  law  can 
now  be  restated  in  a  much  more  exact  form, 
which  explained  not  only  the  position  of  the 
eight  satellites  of"  Jupiter,  the  nine  satellites  of 
Saturn,  and  all  the  minor  planets. 

The  lecturer  said  that  Miss  Blagg's  discov- 
ery was  scarcely  ripe  for  publication,  but  she 
had  sent  him  a  curve  in  which  the  planets  and 
the  satellites  were  arranged  on  the  same 
curve  in  regular  sequences.  Her  discovery 
greatly  strengthened  the  case  but  by  Sir 
George  Darwin  thirty  years  ago,  for  the  pres- 
ent distribution  being  -nearly  that  of.tba  pifj.

WAY  TO  BCSINESS 


Only  the  Churches  Are  Being 
Spared  in  the  Expandiag 
Rush— Now  the  Home  of 
Hundreds    of    Newspapers, 


LONDON,  March  29. — Old  Fleet  Street 
in  no  mure.  Dr.  Johnson,  who  loved  it 
and  knew  it,  as  none  since  him  have 
loved  it,  would  not  recognize  It.  for  all 
its  many  tributes  to  his  memory..  Even 
those  who  have  not  seen  it  for  twenty- 
five  years  would  now  be  amazed  and 
distressed  at  Us  altered  and  sharpened 
race.  The  work  of  modern,  but  neces- 
sary mutilation  began  when  Temple 
liar,  the  gate  that  separated  the  once 
walled  city  of  London  from  its  vast 
suburbs,  wa$  pulled  down.  Binve  then 
the  ever  broadening  stream)  of  traffic 
has  clamored  for  a  wide  avenue  of  ap- 
proach to  the  city,  and  within  the  last 
lew  days  the  last  block  of/old  houses 
lias  been  destroyed  by  the  hand  _pX, 
progress. 

*  Churches  have  been  spared:  St.  Dun- 
stan's,  the  one  that  rings  out  a  carillon 
of  bells  each  Thursday  nljfht,  has  a  his- 
tory of  nearly  six  hundred  years.  One 
gentleman,  familiarly  entitled  Wil  de 
riltch,  fed  his  Hock  there  as  far  back 
as  1318,  but  even  St.  Dunstan's  Has 
shown  itself  willing  to  part  with  a  few 
feet  or  Its  tend  Tflfcan  set  the  price, 
which  is  so  high  that  even  the  improv- 
ers have  not  had  the  courage  to  buy  it. 
Probably  "Wil  de  Hitch  never  heard  of 
so  much  money  as  the  price  of  that 
strip  of  churchyard  between  the  build- 
ing and   the   flood  of  passersby. 

Fleet  Street  used  to  be  a  shopping 
street,  like  the  Strand,  before  it  was 
invaded  by  the  gigantic  hotels,  the  the- 
atres and  the  cinema  houses.  It  is  only 
with  the'-  development  of  the  i  newspa- 
pers that  Fleet  ^Street  has  become  the 
home,  of  hundreds  of  journals  and  never- 
sleeps  Its  activity  In  the  newspeper 
way  Is  no  older  than  Queen  Victoria 
herself,  for  Fleet  Street,  though  old, 
Is  always   changing. 

Tavaras  Things  of  ths  Past 

Fleet  Street  has  a: ways  been  cele- 
brated for  its  taverns.  The  Mitre,  a 
place  almost  proverbial  in  men's 
mouths,  still  exists,  and  as  It  lies  be- 
hind the  march  line  of  houses  the  wid- 
ening will  not  affect  it:  'but  this  is  not 
the  Mitre  one  reads  of  in  Boswell,  with 
its  genial  meetings  and  its  learned  and 
academic    discussions.       The    c'-d     Mitre 


was  swept  out  of  existence  long  ago  to 
make  way  for  a  prosaic,  but  prosperous 
bank.  The  present  Mitre,  though  no 
new  place,  la  merely  an  Illusion  to  the 
Pious  and  profitable  memory  of  its 
more  celebrated  ancestor. 

Tha  Cook  Tavern,  too.  Is  one  of  the 
results  of  an  earler  Improvement.  It 
uaed  to  be  across  the  street  from  where 
it  is  now.  All  remember  Tennyson's 
reference  to  It  In  that  lengthy  poem 
"Will  Waterproof's  Lyrical  Monologue," 
but  the  monologue  was  written  before 
the  Cock  had  strutted  across  the  street. 
The  proprietor  being  wise  in. his  gen- 
eration took  care  to  take  all-Uhe  fittings 
and  furniture  of  the  old  place  across  to 
the  new.  He  transferred  his  "atmos- 
phere"— atmospheres    are   often    assets. 

The  destroyers  of  Fleet  Street  have 
not  spared  an  old  boiled  beef  house, 
which,  like  the  Spartan  establishment 
known  as  "Beef  and,"  in  Now  York, 
supplied  hurried  refreshment  to  the 
wearied  newsgatherer.  They  stayed 
their  hand,  "however,  before  an  Impres- 
sive sausa*re  shop,  whore  sausages  and 
onions    seethe    fatly    the   livelong    day. 

Open   Field    for    Antiquity    Lovers 

The  lover  of  antiquity,  though  he- 
may  have  lost  the  Fleet 'Street  of  the 
prints,  literary  histories  and  memoirs, 
can  still  explore  the  many  courts  and 
alleys  that  lead  away  from  both  sides 
of  the  street.  He  can  discdver  Gough 
Square,  where  Dr.  Johnson's  house  still 
stunds,  quite  empty  of  all  its  strange 
tenantry.  He  can  turn  from  the  bustle 
of  the  over  crowded  thoroughfares  Into 
the  Temple  where  he  will  find  himself 
In  the  regions  of  a  solemn  yesterday 
of    letcal    and    half    ecclesiastical    place. 

Near  the  entrance  to  the  Temple 
stands  the  Griffin,  which  commemorates 
tht>  »lte-of— the  old  Twrnt1'*  bar  already 
allued  to.  It  marks  also  the  line  that 
separates  the  area  of  the  city  of  Lon- 
don police  from  that  of  the  larger  force, 
the  Metropolitan  police.  They  say  that 
one  day  the  two  forces  will  be  merged. 
That  will  mean  the  suppression  of  a 
pleasant  custom  Indulged  In  by  consta- 
bles of  both  authorities. 

A  city  policeman  who  has  captured  a 
drunken  man  leads  him  quietly  past  the 
Griffin  into  the  region  governed  by  the 
Metropolitan  police,  thus  disengaging 
himself  of  the  unpleasant  task  of  taking 
his  prisoner  to  the  police  station  as 
well  as  enabling  him  to  continue  his 
measured  tread  and  slow  In  that  ele- 
ment of  perpetual  calm  beloved  by  all 
guardians   of  ■  the  peace. 

It'  is  also  said  that  Metropolitan  of- 
ficers do  precisely  the  panic  thing  when 
they  have  the  same  opportunity.  But 
when  London  is  Improved  from  two  cit- 
ies Into  one.  this  picturesque  process 
will  soon  see,  like  the  old  Fleet  Street, 
its  appointed   and    Inevitable  end. 


ABDUL  HMD'S  DIARY 


Publication  ,of  Extracts  From 
Second  Installment  Pro- 
claims Dangers  of  Western 
Ideas.

PAni8.  March  29.— The  Temps  pub- 
lishes extracts  from  the  seoond  Instal- 
ment of  ex-Sultan  Abdul  Hamid's  re- 
nYctluns  on  his  times,  which  will  appear 
In  the  March  number  of  the  German 
magazine  "Nord  unJ  Sud,"  and  which 
show  how  clearly  the  late  ruler  of  Tur- 
key recognlztd  thut  the  infusion  of 
western  ideas  would  end  lri  completely 
ruining  the  spirit  and  traditions  of  Is- 
lam. On   this  point  Abdul  Hamid  writes' 

"Kellgious  liberty  Is  more  respected 
by  Moslems  than  by  any  other  race. 
Hospitality  is  also'  better  preached  by 
US,  who  rejreTved  the  Spanish  Jews 
without  a  cpuntry  and  the  Poles  even 
at  the  risk  of  war  with  Kussia.  ■  All 
our  misfortunes  arise  from  our  Empire 
not  being  homogeneous  with  u  single 
religious  element  and  from  having  so 
many  Christians  amongst  us.  This  un- 
avoidably creates  disunion.  A  diversity 
of  religious  beliefs  In  the  same  country 
is  an  evil,  ir  we  would  find  our  old 
selves,  recover  our  ancient  power  and 
resuscitate  our  former  splendor,  we 
must  remember  the  source  of  our 
sTreiTSW.  It  is '  not  by  mimicking  the 
so-called  European  culture — dangerous 
plague  spots — that  wc  shall  be  saved. 
W<»  must  revert  to  the  holy  law  of  the 
Koran." 

The  ex-Sultan's  remarks  on  fatalism 
show  an  intelligent  compreh  nsion  v  in- 
different from  the.  usually  accepted 
opinion    held    in    Europe. 

Kismet    a    ratal   Word 

"Kismet — Kismet — what  a  fatal  word! 
What  disasters  has  It  already  brought 
on  our  heads!  I  cannot  find  fatalism 
taught  in  a  single  page  of  the  Koran 
and  only  In  the  course  of  the  last  cen- 
tury has  idleness  and  stupidity  gradu- 
ally developedlt  to  Its  present  "noxious 
form.  Our  'Inshallah'  ('If  God  wills') 
is  very  convenient  for  cloaking  Indo- 
lence. Mahomet  ordered  submission  to 
God,  but  not  in  th-a  sense  of  foolish  fat- 
alism. Great  is  the  goodness  of  God. 
He  cannot  look  after  the  Individual 
needs  of  everybody  in  the  world  and 
every  man  should  think  and  work  for 
himself.  'Who  does  not  sow  shall  not 
reap,  nor  shall  he  who  does  not  work 
have    bread    to    eat,'    but    unfortunately 


we  Turks  have  not  bean  able  to  grasp 
this  truth.  The  Syrian  and  the  Arab 
do  not  let  everything  slide  In  the  same 
way  and  tha  Christians  have  a  better 
conception.  The  Bible  says:  "Take  no 
thought  for  the  morrow,  for  the  Lord 
shall  provide,  as  for  the  birds  of  the  air 
and  the  beasts  of  the  field,'  yet  the 
Christians  work  and  progress,  whilst 
we  remain  behind." 

Cardinal  Dafeots 

It  would  be  Interesting  to  know  the 
dates  when-  these  notes  were  written — 
for  instance,  when  the  ex-Sultan  reflect- 
ed: "Whatever  happens  is  always  crit- 
icized, especially  by  young  effendls.  All 
our  governing  classes,  civil  and  mili- 
tary, are  afflicted  with  incurable  pes- 
simism and  by  recriminating  and  find- 
ing fault  with  everything  they  arrest 
and  hinder  the  onward  march — they  are 
our  greatest  evil.  The  young  blame  the 
old,  and  vice-versa;  nobody  allows  the 
other  his  place  and  rank.  Urged  by 
Infantile  vanity  and  Jealousy,  the  effen- 
dls reciprocally  weave  the  most  abomin- 
able Intrigues.  Effendls  'a  la  franka' 
are  the  worst  of  all.  God  be  praised 
our  people  do  not  share  this  pessimism 
for   every    good    Moslem    is   an   optimist." 

Abdul  Hamld  proceeds  to  point  out 
that  the  root  of  all  mischief  is  that  no 
Osmanll  will  work,  bu.t  prefers  to  play 
the  lord  and  master,  leaving  others  to 
sweat  and  toll.  In  vain  schoolboys,,  are 
taus-ht  that  work  is  agreeable  to  irilah. 
Tin-  rising  generation  only  dream  of 
becoming  officers  and  functionaries. 
"Why  cannot  the  Turk  become  a  mer- 
chant, a  skilled  technical  expert  or  a 
workman?"  he  asks.  "I  myself  have 
showa  a  good  example  by  carpentering. 
How  difficult  it  is  to  dissipate  audi 
prejudices  and  how  pitiful  that  it 
should    be    so!" 

In  •  another  passage  'the  ■  ex-Sultan 
says: 

"I  have  no  great  confidence  in  the 
Red  Crescent,  in  which  form  we  were 
admitted  to  the  Geneva  Convention  and 
I  fear  that  In  case  of  war  the  Thrlst- 
ians  would  not  respect  It.  We  have 
spent  much  money  but  we  lack  the 
help  of  women.  In  other  countries  wo- 
men lend  precious  assistance  against 
the  horrors  of  war,  but  with  us  the 
law  which  forbids  them  to  mix  In  any 
business  closes  to  them  the  doors  of 
hospitals   and    ambulances." 


Best   ?ald  Servant  of  Csar

the  rate  of  »5  a  portion.  The  Czar  him- 
self is  extremely  partial  to  lamb  cutlets, 
and  these  he  has  cooked  in  the  simplest 
manner  possible.

Norwegians  From  All  Over  the 
Country  Will  Gather  in  Win- 
nipeg  This   Year — Are   an 
Important  Element, 


The  Norwegian  population  of  the 
Dominion,  numbering-  from  seventy-five 
to  a  hundred  thousand  souls,  will  cele- 
brate this  year  the  anniversary  of  their 
mother  country's  constitution  with  un- 
usual eclat,  and  they  have  selected 
Winnipeg  as*  the  meeting  point.  Mr. 
Finn  Koren,  the  Norwegian  Consul  for 
all  Canada,  in  an  interview  with  The 
Montreal  Gazette,  confirmed  the  report 
that  such  a  demonstration  would  take 
Place  in  Winnipeg,  as  most  of  the  Nor- 
wegian groups  now  located  in  the  Do- 
minion are  west  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

Mr.  Koren,  who  receives  reports 
weokly  from  the  Norwegian  consular 
agents  throughout  the  country,  stated 
that  the  coming  celebration  would  no 
doubt  be  a  very  interesting  meeting  of 
his  compatriots,  who  now  constitute  a 
very  important  unit  of  the  Dominion's 
foreign-born  population. 

In  fact,  he  says  that  the  Norwegian 
population  is  growing  so  rapidly  in 
Canada  that  the  duties  of  the  consulate 
In  this  city  have  Income  of  late  ex- 
cessively trying  and  Mr.  Koren  has  suf- 
fered   In    health    as    a  c<>nBqquencqr       ■     „ 


He  will  quite  likely  accept  an  invita- 
tion to  attend  the  Winnipeg  festival,  as 
he  considers  it  wise  that  the  people  of 
each  race  should  meet  together  at  times 
In  such  reunions,  for  the  fact  of  them 
clinging  to  the  traditions  of  the  Father- 
land will  not  preclude  them  from  be- 
coming and  living  true  Canadian  citi- 
zens. 

Norwegians   Prosperous 

He  says  the  Norwegians  are  doing 
well  here  in  Canada.  He  stated  that 
there  are  nearly  as  many  of  his  fellow 
countrymen  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic 
as  within  the  confines  of  old  Norway, 
and  he  will  not  be  surprised  if  the 
present  Norwegian  population  In  the 
Dominion  increases  very  considerably 
during  the  next  few  years.  Mr.  Koren 
explained  t  that  the  Norwegian  is  con- 
sidered a  very  valuable  man  in  railway 
construction,  more  especially  in  such 
Important  work  as  dynamite  operations 
at  the  different  camps.  The  consul  also 
said  that  the  Norwegian  Government 
had  pl.vied  no  restrictions  on  people 
leaving  the  country,  taking  the  ground 
that  it  is  well  for  people  to  be  left 
alone  in  such  matters.  The  consul 
states,  however,  that  he  is  Inclined  to 
look  favorably  upon  the  Italian  system 
which  places  an  out-going  tax  on  the 
emigrant.  For  Instance,  he  says  in  the 
case  of  his  own  fellow  countrymen  who 
receive  a  good  common  school  educa- 
tion, it  might  be  well  for  the.  state'  to 
impose  such  a  tax,  as  in  nine  cases  out 


of  ten  all  who  leave  for  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic  permanently  tlx  their  abode 
either  In  the  United  States  or  the  Do- 
minion and  are  lost  to  the  Fatherland. 
The  Norwegians  have  taken  One  ground, 
however,  that  all  those  who  desire  to 
leave  the  Fatherland  should  be  allowed 
to  do  so,  a  large  percentage  taking, 
therefore,  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
institutions  of  this  country. 
B«UlA  Their  ralth 

Mr.  Koren  also  stated  that  the  Can- 
adian Norwegian  settlers  In  the  western 
provinces  remain  true  to  the  Church  of 
their  fathers,  and  in  no  way  become 
attached  to  the  Presbyterian  commun- 
ions, although  there  is  very  little  dif- 
ference, he  says,  between  the  Lutheran 
and  Presbyterian  bodies,  unless  it  be 
the  form  of  church  government.  Being 
asked  if  the  Presbyterian  missionary 
bodies  did  not  assist  the  struggling 
bodies  of  Norwegian  Lutherans  in  the 
three  western  provinces,  the  consul  re- 
plied In  the.  negative,  saying  that  as 
•''on  as  they  form  an  ecclesiastic  unit 
on  the  plains  they  either  get  a  minister 
from  the  United  States  or  from,  the 
home  land.  He  has  the  v$ry  best  re- 
ports from  his  countrymen  who  have 
settled  in  the  Canadian  West.  Th?y 
have  been  an  Important  factor  In  the 
first  place  In  railway  building,  and 
secondly  in  settling  on  the  land  after 
taking    up    their    respective    homesteads. 

Being  asked  If  trade  relations  were 
being  developed  to  any  great  extent  be- 
tween Norway  and  Canada,  the  consul 
said  that  the  exports  of  the  two  coun- 
tries were  somewhat  identical.  Norway 
exports  wood  pulp  on  a  large  scale  and 
so  does  Canada,  and  he  declares  that 
the  development  of  the  respective  W&tSr 
powers  of  the  two  countries,  are  pro- 
ceeding about  on  the  same  lines,  al- 
though the  Dominion  As  more  extensive 
and  quite  likely  her1  development  is  not 
quite  so  well  advanced  as  that  of  Nor- 
way. There  is  also,  says  Mr.  Koren,  a 
greater  desire  for  foreign  capital  In 
Canada  than  in  Norway,  as  they  per- 
haps want  to  go  slower  over  there, 
striving  to  get  along  as  well  as  possi- 
ble by  their  own  Individual  efforts.  In 
spite,  however,  of  this  sentiment  con- 
siderable British  and  German  capital  Is 
Invested   in   the  Kingdom. 

Speaking  of  the  efforts  of  the  Canad- 
ian Government  to  assist  in  bringing 
about  early  navigation  on  the  St.  Law- 
rence, the  consul  for  Norway,  who  is 
comparatively  a  young  rcan,  says  that 
he  remembers  as  a  boy  when  there 
was  no  such  thing  as  an  open  channel 
up  to  the  city  of  Christiana  In  the  Win- 
ter, whereas  at  present  the  fjord  right 
up  to  the  wharves  Is  constantly  kept 
open.  Although  conditions  are  not 
alike  the  Winters  here  being  more  se- 
vere than  in  the  south  of  Norway,  the 
consul  believes  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  river  navigation  will 
be  practicable  at  least  up  to  Quebec.

TIN  PLATE  TRADE 
IS  PASSING  CRISIS 


Expansion  Suffers  .Severe 
Check — Warehouses      Are 

•  Packed  and  Railways  De- 
cline to  Accept  Orders. 


LONDON,  March  29.— The  South 
Wales  tlnplate  trade  is  Just  now  pass- 
ing through  a  crisis  more  acute  than 
any  it  has  experienced  since  the  de- 
pression produced  in  the  early  'nineties 
by  the  McKinley  prohibitive  tariff  on 
Imported  tinplates.  A  large  number  of 
workpeople  have  already  been  thrown 
out  of  employment,  hundreds  more  are 
employed  under  day-to-day  or  week-to- 
week  notices,  and  In  the  course  of  the 
next  week  or  two  arrangements  will 
have  been  completed  |  by  which  tho 
whole  Industry'  may  be  brought  tem- 
porarily to  a  standstill  In  order  to  re- 
duce stocks  and  re-establish  something 
like  an  equilibrium  between  demand 
and  supply. 

Expansion  has  suffered  a  severe 
check;  so  great  is  the  congestion  '  at 
warehouses  that  the  railway  companies 
serving  tho  Swansea  district  have 
found  it  necessary  to  refuse  to  accept 
orders  for  the  transport  of  tinplates 
from  the  works  to  the  port"  of  shipment 
except  under  a  guarantee  that  they  will 
be  immediately  shipped,  and,  In  the 
opinion  of  fjome  of  the  leading  manu- 
facturers, the  prospects  of  an  early  im- 
provement  are  not  encouraging. 

Quite  a  number  of  causes  have  con- 
tributed to  this  depressing  situation. 
For  over  a  period  of  five  years  the 
manufacture  of  tinplates  has  been  one 
of  the  most  flourishing  Industries  In 
the  country.  It  took  the  trade  over 
fifteen  years  to  recover  from  the  para- 
lyzing blow  dealt  to  It  by  the  McKinley 
tariff  in  1891,  but,  acting  on  the  ad- 
vico  given  them  on  a  famous  occasion 
at  Swansea  by  the  late  H.  M.  Stanley, 
the  manufacturers  applied  themselves 
to  the  Improvement  of  their  methods  of 
production  and  to  the  cultivation^  of 
new  markets,  with  the  result  ttysX  i* 
1910  the  production  both  for '  the  home 
and  the  foreign  trade  was  greater  than 
it  had  been  in  any  other  year  in  the 
annals  of  the  Industry. 

These  methods  included  the  centrali- 
zation of  control  by  the  buying  up  of 
small  factories  by  large  factory  owners, 
the  displacement  of  manual  by  mechani- 
cal means  in  the  finishing  processes  of 
tinning,  the  extensive  substitution  of 
steam  by  electrlcifi  power,  the  increased 
manufacture  on  the  spot  of  steel  Ingots, 
the  abolition  of  labor  customs,  by 
which  the  outputs  were  restricted  to  a 
fixed  number  of  "boxes"  per  person  per 
week,  and  their  supersession  by  a  rule 
which  Imposed  on  the  workman  the 
duty  of  "following  the  machinery,"  and 
by  the  closer  study  of  the  needs  of  con- 
sumers. 


These  changes  Increased  enormously 
the  productive  capacity.  A  tinman 
who,  prior  .to  their  adoption,  produced 
only  thirty-six  boxes,  each  containing. 
112  tinned  plates,  found  his  productive 
capacity  after  their  adoption  increased 
to  over  sixty  boxes  per  working  day  of 
eight  hours.  But  coincident  with  this 
Increase  in  the  productive  power  of 
the  factories  was  a  great  growth  In  the 
foreign    demand    for    the    commodity. 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  the  trade 
In  corrugated  sheets  is  carried  on  in 
South  Wales,  hut  that  district  is  the 
seat  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  manu- 
facture of  tin  and  black  plates,  and  In 
ten  years  the  export  trade  In  these 
articles  increased  by  over  85  per  cent. 
During  this  wave  '  of  prosperity  the 
quantity  of  capital  attracted  Into  the 
industry  was  phenomenal;  extensions 
proceeded  at  a  rate  greater  even  than 
that  during  the  boom  which  preceded 
the  enforcement  of  tho  American  tariff 
In  the  nineties,  and  a  few  months  ago 
there  were  In  operation  no  leas  than  519 
mills  (with  an  estimated  one-third 
greater  output  capacity),  as  compared 
with    about   340    In    1904. 

A  point,  however,  was  bound  to  be 
reached  when  tho  favorable  movement 
of  the  trade  pendulum  would  be 
checked  and  a  reaction  induced.  That 
point  has  now  been  reached.  There  Is 
over-production;  hence  the  depression. 
But  the  peculiarity  of  the  present  situ- 
ation is  that  its  immediate  causes  are 
due  less  to  the  conditions  governing 
the  supply  than  to  •  conditions  govern- 
ing the  demand,  and'  that  tho.  change 
in  the  demand  conditions  Is  particular 
and  extraordinary  rather  than  general 
and    normal. 

On  the  whole,  the  demand  is  still  good. 
Even  in  January  last  the  volume  of  ex- 
ports was  only  about  4  per  cent  less 
than  the  average  monthly  volume  of 
the  export  trade  In  1912.  In  «snmo  mar- 
kets, Indeed,  it  is  exceptionally  active, 
and  the  total  shipments  in  January  la«t 
were  even  greater  than  they  were  In  the 
corresponding  periods  in  1911  and  1910. 
But  In  the  Mediterranean,  the  trade  has 
been  injured  by  the  Balkan  war,  and 
still  far  more  seriously  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  through  the  com- 
petition of  American  manufacturers. 
The  loss  due  to  the  war  between  Turkey 
and  the  Balkan  Allies  has  been  com- 
paratively slight,  amounting  at  the  out- 
side to  a  few  thousand  tons;  but  the 
injury  inflicted  by  the  United  States 
has  been  staggering. 

Three  years  ago  the  United  States 
was  still  the  greatest  single  foreign 
market  for  British  tinplates.  The  de- 
mand wais  practically  confined  to  the 
rebate  trade,  but  It  amounted  in  volume 
tr.  73,619  tons,  and  In  value  to  close  on 
15,000,000;  while  the  exports  to  Canada 
in  1910  amounted  to  25,741  tons,  valued 
at  $1,778,295.  In  1912,  however,  the  ex- 
ports to  the  United  States  came  to  only 
2,135  tons,  and  those  to  Canada  only 
to  7.039  tons;  while  in  January  last  the 
United  States  took  only  286  tons,  as 
compared  with  an  average  monthly  de- 
mand in  1910,.  of  over  6,000  tons,  and 
Canada  only  653   ton-s.

Mr.  L.  J.  Burpee,  secretary  of  the 
Canadian  section  of  the  International 
Waterways  Commission,  in  an  Inter- 
view with  The  Ottawa  Cltiren.  said 
in  regard  to  certain  reports  from  Wash- 
ington a*  to  the  abolition  of  the  or- 
ganization, tbey  were  evidently  based 
oh  a  misconception  of  the  status  of 
the  international  joint  commission. 
"Neither  Congress  nor  the  Imperial 
or  Dominion  rarli&ment,"  he  said,  "lias 
any  power  to  abolish  the  commissi! 
that  oonntitutfs  I'mt  tribunal.  Tn.ee 
were  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  three  by  the  King, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Govornor- 
in-Councll  of  Canada— that  Is,  practical- 
ly on  the  recommendation  of  the  Can- 
adian Government.  They  were  oppolnted 
under  terms  of  the  Waterways  Treaty, 
■which  was  signed  In  1909  and  ratified  in 
1910,  and  one  of  its  provisions  is  ti-.at 
the  treaty  shall  remain  In  force  'or  fktt 
years  from  the  exchange  of  ratifications 
and  thereafter  until  terminated  by 
twelve  months'  notice  by  one  or  other 
of  the  high  contracting  p.irtirs.  The 
treaty,  therefore,  reinaliis  In  forcq  at 
least  until    the  year   1916,   and    the   com- 


mission,  which   is   an   essential  develop- 
ment of,  the   treaty,   also  remains  in  ex- 
istence   until    that    year   at      least.      The 
personnel    of    the    commission,    the    indi- 
vidual   members,      may,    of    course    ^fce^ 
changed    at    any    tfflbe    by    the    National 
authorities  by  whom   they  were  appoint- 
ed: but  the  commission  itself  rests  upon 
I'.ie    foundation    of    a   solemn    treaty    en- 
tered into  by  the  two  countries  and  can- 
not   be    put    out    of    existence    until  .the 
treaty    itself   comes    to   an    end." 
Did   Useful  Work 
"Is  there  any  basis,"     Mr.  Burpee  was 
asked,    "for    the    charge    made   in   Wash- 
ington   that  .the    commission    has    done 
little  or  nothing  since  its  organization?" 
"On     the    contrary,"    ho    replied,    "the 
commission    has    accomplished      a   great 
deal    of    work    since    its    establishment. 
But      from      its    very    character,      as    a 
judicial    tribunal    fpj>->4he    investigation 
and    settlement    o/questlons    of   differ- 
ence between  tb>«  two  countries  the  com- 
mission does  not   get  into   the  limelight 
or  announce  its  conclusions  with  a  flour- 
ish  of   trumpets.     For   the  same  reason, 
too.    It    must    move    slowly.      The    prob- 
lems it  has  to  settle  are  not  local  mat- 
ters, or  even  matters  of  merely  national 
concern.      They      involve    the      interests, 
and    perhaps    sometimes    the    prejudices 
of   the   people  of  two  great  nations  and 
must    therefore   be   approached   with    the 
utmost    care,    so    that    the    conclusions 
finally   reached   by    the  commission   will 
commend    themselves   to  all   fair-minded 
men   as  fair,   Impartial,  and   in   the  best 
interests    of    the    communities    on    bofh 
sides   of   the   international   boundary.    In 
fact   the   most   vitally  important  service 
that   the   international   joint   commission 
is  rendering  this  country  and  the  United 
States,  and  that  indeed'  for  which  it  was 
specially    created,    does    not    and    cannot 
appear    on    the    surface:    that      is      the 
avoidance   of   many   questions   of   differ- 
ence along   the   boupdary.   In   themselves 
perhaps    trivial,    but    bearing    the    seeds 
af  serious   trouble    to   one   side   or   both. 
The   very   existence   of   such    a   tribunal, 
equally  accessible   to  interests  on   either 
side,  takes  the  sting  out  of  many  a  local 
situation,    suggests    the    mutual    adjust- 
ment   of    small    misunderstandings,    and 
makes    for   harmony   and     good     feeling 
among    neighbors,    of    the    same    Bpeech, 
but  different  nationality. 

Important   Qnastloas 
"At    the   present   time   the   commission 
Ik   investigating    three      important  ques- 
tions,  referred    to  it  by  joint  agreement 
ot'  the  Canadian  and  United  States  Gov- 
ernments.     One   of    these   relates   to    the 
levels    of    the    Lake    of    the    Woods    and 
tributary    waters.      This    may     Seem     a 
comparatively    small    matter,    but   It   In- 
volves   Interests,    an*    very    large    inter- 
ests, as  far  apart  as  Winnipeg  and  JDu- 
luth.      The  investigation  is  the  outcome 
of    complaints    as    to    damage    to    lands 
along  these  waterways  by  flooding.  The 
farming    communities    would      like      the 
level  of  the  lake  lowered^    On  the  other 
hand,        navigation     Interests     complain 
that  the  water  In   the  lake  and  Its  con- 
necting   rivers    Is    already    too    low    for 
their  purposes.     Then   there  are  fishing' 
and  lumbering  Interests  to  consider,  and 
the    very    Important    interests    of   power 
-^development.     To  reach  a  decision  which 
will    be    fair'  to    all    these    Interests,    on 
both  sides  of  the  boundary,  the  commis- 
sion cannot,  afford   to  act     hastily,     or 
without  having  before  it  the  fullest  pos- 
sible   information.      It  now   has   survey 
parties,   representing  both   countries.  In 
the    field,    obtaining    the    technical   data 
upon    which    its    conclusion*      may      be 
based.     It  has  already  held  hearings  at 
International  Falls  and  Warroad,  on  the 
American    side,   and   at   Kenora,   on    the 
Canadian    side,    at    which    everyone    In- 
terested in  the  question,  from  any  point 
of  view,  was   given   full   opportunity  to 
present  his  views.     With   this  evidence, 
and  the  engineering  data,  before  it.  the 
commission    will    be    In    a    position    to 
recommend  to  the  Canadian  and  Amer- 
ican   Governments   a   solution   of   what 
>     has  become  an  intricate  and  troublesome 
problem.

Isolated  work,  but  as  part  and  parcel 
of  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  develop- 
ment of  all  these  international  waters 
for  the  eeneflt  ot  the  people  of  the  two 
countries.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Am? 
erican  Interests  urged  the'  necessity  of 
the  dam  to  safeguard  the  enormous 
traffic  up  and  down  the  Detroit  River. 
Here  again  the  commission  has  a  diffi- 
cult and.  Intricate  problem  to  solve  and 
one  that  must  be  approached  with  the 
utmost  care  and  with  absolute  impar- 
tiality. Incidentally,  the  evidence 
brought  out  threw  light  upon  the  amaz- 
ing development  of  the  shipping  Indus- 
try on  the  Great  Lakes,  the  tonnage 
on  the  Detroit  River  in  M12  reaching 
the  tremendous  total  of  95,000,000j  tons 
— over  four  times  the  tonnage  passing 
through  the  Suez  Canal;  and  the  value 
of  these  shipments  aggregated  $800,- 
000,000. 

Pollution  of  Waters 

"The  third  question  the  commission 
Is  investigating  on  behalf  of  the  two 
governments  is  the.  exceedingly  import- 
ant one  of  the  pollution  of  boundary 
waters.  a  resident  of  Ottawa  need 
not  enlarge  upon  the  vital  Importance 
of  such  a  question,  if  the  commission 
never  succeeded  in  accomplishing  any- 
thing more  than  helping  to  safeguard 
the  health  of  millions  ofr  Canadians  and 
Americans  living  alor.g  the  international 
boundary,  it  would  more  than  justify 
its  existence,  in  this  great  undertak- 
ing it  has  the  hearty  co-operation  not 
only  of  the  Federal  health  authorities 
at  Washington  and  Ottawa,  but  also  of 
State  and  Provincial  boards  of  health 
on  either  side  of  the  boundary.  During 
the  coming  Summer  a  thorough  exam- 
ination will  be  made  by-£anltsr.\',  'ixperta 
to  ascertain  the  principal  sources  of 
pollution,  and  when  this  data  has  been 
collected  and  digested  the  commission 
will  be  in  a  position  to  consider  tho 
remedy  or  remedies  best  designed  to 
meet   the  situation.      W 

"In  addition  to  these  questions,  re- 
ferred to-"It~  by  the  two  governments, 
the  cofmmisslon  also  has  before  it  sev- 
eral applications  involving  the 
erection  of  dams  and  other  works  in 
boundary  waters.  In  such  questions  as 
these,  under  the  terms  of  the  treaty, 
the  decision  of  the  commission  is  final. 
It  is  in  effect  an  International  court  of 
appeal,  or,  as  it  has  been  described,  a 
Hague  Tribunal  for  America,  to  which 
everyone  Interested  either  for  or  against 
any  .project  involving  the  -use  of  boun- 
dary waters  for  navigation,  power  pur- 
poses, sanitary  canals,  or  irrigation, 
may  appeal  with  the  assurance  of  a 
fair  hearing  and  an  impartial   decision."

Boys  Develop  Great  Ardor  for 
Sports  But  Do  Not  Utilize  It 
Most  in  Best  Channels  of 
Endeavor, 


The  physical  education  of  the  youth 
of  France  Is  soon  to  be  taken  in  hand 
and  properly  directed.  There  Is  al- 
ready, and  there  has  been  for  some 
time,  a  steadily  growing  enthusiasm 
among  the  boys  of  the.  country  for 
atheletes,  but  this  enthusiasm,;  unless 
properly  regulated,  ie  not  calculated 
to  produce  anything  *lke  the  best  re- 
sults. 

Mr.  Gabriel  Benvalot  is  at  the  head 
of  a  movement  which  has  for  its  ob- 
ject the  proper  direction  of  the  physi- 
cal education  of  the  French  youth.  He 
Is  a  man  who  has  traveled  widely  and 
seen  the  benefits  of  athletics  in  all 
countries,  but  particularly  in  England, 
and    his    enthusiasm    is    immense. 

"The-  trouble  with  the  French,"  he 
said,  "is  that  they  are  too  enthusiastic. 
The  French  boys  have  developed  a 
great  ardor  for  sports,  but  they  are 
very  liable,  without  proper^  direction,,  to 
overdo  it.  This  direction  1$  what  I  am 
endeavoring  to  secure  by  standardizing 
the  physical  education  system  through- 
out the  oountry  and  so  regulajjng  -this- 
great  enthusiasm  and  utilizing  it  to  the 
utmost  by  directing  it  Into  the  proper 
channels. 

"Of  course,"  he  continued,  "conditions 
are  not  the  same  here  as  in  England. 
There  are'no  playing-fields  attached  to 
the  State  schools,  there  are  too  many 
examinations  and  too  much  study. 
Physical  drill  is  very  rare  apd  where  it 
is  practised  it  is  done  in  .such  a  desult- 
ory manner'  as  to  rob  it  of  all  in- 
terest." 

M.  Benvalot  wants  to  make  the 
French  boy  more  like  the  sturdy, 
healthy  boy  who.  is  his  neighbor  across 
the  Channel.  Ho  is  a  firm  believer  in 
the  value  of  .games,  In  forming  charac- 
ter and  developing  the  capacity  of  lead- 
ing  men. 

La  Boulle  golf  course,  situs  ted  on 
the  outskirts  of  Paris,  has  just  made 
a  great  effort  to  cope  with  the  caddie 
question.  With  the  object  of  improving 
the  training  of  the  lads  both  as  regards 
work  and  character,  the  caddie  staff  has 
been  formed  m to  a  troop  of  Boy  Scouts. 
They  wear  the  uniform  of  the  Scouts 
and  go  through  a  course  .of  Scout  train- 
ing. Their  hours  of  Work  are  fixed  and 
they  are  paid  two  franc*  a  day  by  the 
club  and  are  given  a  hot  meal  in  addi- 
tion. They  are  to  be  provided  with  a 
gynasium  and  a  reading  room,  together 
with  a  carpenter's  workshop,  and  a 
stretch  of  ground  for  those  who  wish 
to  be  apprenticed  as  gardeners.  In  fu- 
ture tbey  will  not  be  allowed  to  smoke 
While  attending  golfers.  •  It  la  hoped 
that  the  discipline  wltl  have  a  whole* 
some  effect  on  the  boys'  characters, 
while  the  training  will  prevent'  their 
becoming  caonal  laborers.

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EDMONTON,  March  29. — Consumma- 
tion of  a  plan  to  make  the  forest  re- 
serve* of  the  Canadian  Rockies  avail- 
able for  sheep  grazing  purposes,  semi- 
officially confirmed  In  advices  from 
Ottawa,  will  stimulate  the  Industry  in 
southern  Alherta  and  encourage  grow- 
lers In  the-  central  and  northwestern 
parts  of  the  Province  to  engage  more 
extensively  In'  the  business.  It_  1h  un- 
derstood that  the  Federal  Government's 
policy  will  be  similar  to  that  governing 
sheep  grazing  on  the  forast  reserves  In 
the  Wesiern  States.  Official^  <>fl  the 
forest  department  will  have  supervision, 
issuing  grazing  permits  and  determin- 
ing the  number  of  sheep  allowed  In  the 
reserves. 

Growers  estimate  that  in  a  fei\  ymrs 
several  million  sheep  will  s-raze  in  the 
mountains  during  tin  summer  and  be 
fed  on  the  farms  in  the  Winter,  thus 
adding  largely  to  the  livestock  output 
of  the  Province  in  which  the  sheep  In- 
dustry antedates  grain  ranching  In  the' 
southern  districts.  Hon.  Mar- 

tin Burrell,  Minister  of  Agriculture  of 
the  Dominion,  ls>  reported  to  be  in  favor. 
ot  «>|w-m"K  i  tit-  |'..,~M  i«wiwi(,  realis- 
ing that  in  this  way  the  industry  will' 
be  greatly  encouraged.  lie  has  taken, 
the  matter  up  with  the  Department  of' 
the  Interior  which  has  jurisdiction  over 
the   forests.  , 

Writing  of  sheep  husbandry  in  Can- 
ada, Mr.  J.  B.  Spencer,  B.  S.  A.,  says 
among  other  things  in  a  bulletin  issued 
recently  by  the  Dominion  Department 
of  Agriculture: 

"The  sheep  industry  >'f  Canada  dates 
back  almost  to  the  beginning  of  her 
agriculture.  The  first  settlers,  as  early 
as  possible,  established  little  flocks  of 
sheep  to  supply  both  food  and  clothing 
for  their  families.  Kven  when  the  hears 
and  wolves  were  plentiful,  sheep  were 
kept  by  a  much  larger  proportion  of 
the  farmers  than  at  the  present  time. 
"There  is  probably  no  country  In  the 
world  better  adapted  than  Canada  to 
sheep  raising,  and  no  country  offers 
greater  opportunities  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  industry.  The  physical 
features,  the  soil,  the  climate  and  tho 
agricultural  population  are  all  favorable 
to  the  production  of  mutton  and  wool 
of    the    highest  quality. 

"Canada  is  as  favorable  for  the  rais- 
ing of  vigorous  sheep  as  healthy  cattle. 
horses  and  hogs,  yet  we  find  each  of 
these  latter  classes  of  the  live  stock 
Industry  has  been  forging  ahead,  while 
the  first-named  has  been  falling  back 
in  almost  every  Province  of  confedera- 
tion. From  1881  to  1901  the'  numbers 
of  horses,  cattle  and  swine  in  all  Can- 
ada Increased  from  about  30  to  about 
50  per  cent,  while  during  the  same 
period  the  sheep  decreased  about  17 
per  cent.  In  1881  the  total  shpep  popu- 
lation of  Canada  Is  given  as  3,048,678; 
In  1901,  2,501,239;  and  in  1911.  2,106.000 
heao.  With  the  exception  of  the  Pro- 
vinces of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan 
the  falling  off  has  been  uniform  over 
the    Dominion. 

"Various  reasons  are  advanced  for  the 
falling  off  of  sheep  raising.  The  Can- 
adian farmer  Is  credited  with  a  lack  of 
Steadfastness  In  his  business,  .  and  In 
this  he  does  not  differ  from  the  farmers 
in  many  other  countries.  This  tendency 
on  the  part  pf  the  Canadian  stock 
grower.no  doubt  goes  a  long  way  to 
explain  the  reduction  in  sheep.  Mutton 
and  wool  prices  fell,  and  sheep  keeping, 
conducted  in  the  old  haphazard  way  on 
many  farms,  brought  verySittle  revenue. 
The  thoroughgoing  sheepman  did  not 
find  it  necessary  to  abandon-  sheep 
keeping,  and  the»e  men  have  reaped  the 
roward  of  good  prices  and  Incidentally 
cleaner  and  ricl+er  farms.  It  is  true, 
the  pestiferous  dog  discouraged  many- 
sheep  keepers,  especially  pear  centres 
of  population,  while  the  substitution 
of  the  barb  wire  for  the  old  rail  fence 
drove  many  out   of   the  business. 

"There  are  other  reasons  why  sheep 
keeping  has  not  kept  pace  with  other 
branches  of  the  livestock  industry  that 
have  in  their  turn  had  ups  and  downs. 
The  very  fact  that  sheep  are  so  easily 
kept  has  caused  a  lack  of  Interest  Jn 
them.  No  end  of  effort  has  been  made 
to  assltt  the  hog  industry  and  the  keep- 
ing of  cattle,  but  sheep  are  so  easily 
kept  and  so  harmless  they  have  been 
allowed  to  drift  with  the  current  of  in- 
difference. The  very  obstinacy  of  the 
hog  and  the  narrow  margin  of  profit 
possible  under  average  treatment  have 
played  their  parts  th  stimulating  the 
swtne-raiser  In  his  work.  The  never- 
ending  labor  incident  to  dairying  has 
helped  the  cow,  whileV  the  risks  and 
slow  returns  In  ,  horsebreedlng  have 
borne'  fruit  for  the  betterment  of  the 
equine  Industry.  The  sheep  -that  is 
able  to  return  two  crops  In  a  year  und  r 
semi-neglect  and  piftpr  housing  has  not 
called  for  a  fight  fo«-  US  perpetuation, 
and  hes  suffered  i«v  consequence. 

"It  is  exemplified  by  the  excellence 
of  flocks  in  all  parts  of  Canada  that 
each  and  every  Province. is  adapted  to 
sheep  breeding.  It  is  olso.  proved  by 
the  .success  of  flock  masters  that  the 
industry  may  be  profitably  conducted  in 
all  parts  of  the  Dominion.  This  is  true 
on  high-priced  arable  land,  where  the 
cow,  the  hog  and  the  wheat  field 
flourish  abundantly.  Here,  as  well  as 
on  the  mors  rugged  pasture  land  the 
industry  has  wonderful  scope  for  ex- 
pansion. In  the  older  Provinces,  as 
well  as  In  some  NOf  the  newer  onee, 
weeds  are  becoming  a  serious  pest,  and 
land  Is  losing  fertility  from  want  of 
stock-keeping.  In  these  the  keeping  ot 
sheep  offers  an  opportunity  that  should 
not  he  lightly  considered.  In  moot  of 
Uie  JH*vthca.<  tfiers  are  thousand,  upon 
tboijrainda "'df '  adroo '''Of  rugged  country 
that  are  at  prtoent  yielding  practically 
notnlng.

LONDON,  March  ,  J».— The  Vienna 
correspondent  of  The  Daftly  Telegraph 
saya  that  the  Home  Rule  movement  In 
Asia  Minor  is  making  great  progress. 
The  source  of  the  agitation  was  Beirut. 
Thence  it  passed  via  Egypt  into  the 
((provinces  of  Damascus.  Kleppo  and 
Jerusalem.  It  has  not  yet  made  Us 
appearance  in  Mesopotamia,  but  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  already  Introduced. 
Syria  is  most  profoundly  affected  by  it. 
In  the  four  Provinces,  namely,  Bei- 
rut, Aleppo,  Jerusalem  and  -DamAseus. 
there  are  about  two  and  a  quarter  mil- 
lion inhabitants,  of  whom  860,000  are 
Christians.  120,000  Jews,  and  all  the 
rest  Moslems.  Although  the  Moham- 
medans are  in  such  an  overpowering 
majority,  it,  is  unlikely  that  they 
would  quarrel  at  the  outset  with  the 
Christians  if  the  grant  of  autonomy 
brought  the'  two  face  to  face.  Already 
they  are  making  strenuous  endeavors 
to  acquire  the  friendship  of  their 
Christian  fellow-subjects,  even  at  con- 
siderable   sacrifices. 

If  Syria  had  to  govern  itself  with- 
out -any  assistance  from  outside,  the 
task  would  doubtless  exceed  its  pow- 
ers; hence,  no  influential  party  in  tUe 
country  desires  independence.  Some 
favor  separation  from  Turkey.  There 
is  undoubtedly  a  strong  feeling  among 
Moslems  in  favor  of  annexation  to 
Egypt,  and  among  Christians  for  an- 
nexation to  France.  For  the  Moslems 
are  profoundly  dissatisfied  with  the 
unfair  treatment  meeted  out  to  their 
co-rellgionlsts  in  Algeria,  and  are,  on 
the  whole,  contented  with  the  legisla- 
ture  for   Mohammedans    in    Egypt. 

The  leanings  of  the  Christian  sec- 
tion of  the  population  have  moved  the 
French  press  to  bring  'the  matter  for- 
ward during  the  past  month,  and  to 
emphasise  French  Interests  in  Syria. 
Several  times  the  repqrt  was  spread 
that  the  British  Government  had  recog- 
nized the  paramountcy  of  these  inter- 
ests, and  would  look  with  the  eye  of  a 
friendly  spectator  on  measures  that 
might  subsequently  be  adopted  to  safe- 
guard these  Interests.  These  allega- 
tions alarmed  the  Intelligent  "section  of 
the  Syrian  population,  which  deprecates 
interference  In  the  affairs  of  the  coun- 
try by  any   great  power.

BERLIN.  March  27. — It  Is  still  unde 
elded  what  form  the  national  thanks- 
giving for  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  German  Emperor's  accession  to 
the  throne  shall  take.  Suggestions  are 
made  on  all  sides  and  their  number  is 
legion.  Most  of  the  suggestions,  how-jf 
ever,  reveal  a  rather  exaggerated  effort 
either  for  freak  originality  or  for  mam- 
moth proportions.  Among  the  latter 
may  be  included  the  20,000,000  postcard 
idea. 

The  suggestion  which  has  ■  caused 
some  little  stir  (as  Is  not  unnatural  In 
a  city  which  boasts  of  possessing  both 
the  largest  store  and  the  largest  eating- 
house  in  the  world)  was  addressed  to 
a  newspaper  which  is  frequently  re- 
ferred to  as  "the  one  the  Kaiser  reads," 
and   is   as   follows: 

"Will  you  allow  me  to  propose  a 
greeting  by  millions,  which  would  cer- 
tainly be  original  and  which  has  not 
yet  been  equalled?  I  propose  that  the 
Post  Office  shall  supply  a  special  form 
of  postcard  with  the  address  of  his 
Majesty  on  one  side  and  on  the  other 
a  suitably  worded  greeting.  The  card 
should  he  SO  designed  that  the  sender 
need  only  add  his  name  and  address  and 
It  should  be  on  sale  everywhere  at  a 
penny. 

"All  associations,  corporations,  sol- 
diers and  school  children  would  be  sure 
to  take  part  in  such  an  ovation.  The 
kindergarten  pupils  will  -be  so  far  ad- 
vanced In  the  art  of  writing  by  Jun> 
that  they  will  be  able  to  subscribe  their 
names  to  such  a  card,  and  in  order  that 
the  poor  children  may  Join,  Germans  of 
fortune  might  buy  and  present  a  cer- 
tain number  of  cards  to  the  schools. 
The  cards  would  be  collected  through 
the  post  offices  and  post  boxes,  and 
would  be  stamped  on'  June  16,  the  Ju- 
bilee Day.  The  postal  authorities  would 
be  well  able  to  certify  their  number  on 
that  day  In  order .  to  communicate  the 
result   to   his  Majesty. 

"I  estimate  that  of  64,000,000  inhabi- 
tants one-third  will  take  part  or  at 
{least  20,000,000.  As  each  postcard  costs 
the  Post  Office  only  a  halfpenny,  there 
would  be  a  profit  of  20,000,000  halfpen- 
nies, or  roughly  about  1208,260.  #What 
a  fine  philanthropic  Institution  our 
Kaiser  could  establish  with  th|s  money! 
Possibly  the  cards  could  be  allowed  to 
go  *a*  printed  matter,  In  which  case 
there  would  be  a  profit  of  an  extra 
•100,000. 

"Then  m  order  that  the  collectors 
may  have  their  'innings  the  cards  may 
be  sold  afterwards  through  the  Court 
Chamberlain's  Office  at.  ft  penny,  six 
oents  or  twelve  Orate,  according  to  the 
signature.  I  am  sufe  that  his  Majesty 
would  be  happy  to  welcome  the  idea, 
and  as  regards  foreign  lands,  we  would 
bee  doing  something  original  for  'our 
Kaiser.'"

The  exhibition  ranie  in  the  nature  of  a 
revelation  to  many  of  the  people  who  at- 
tended it.  t  W  of  whom  had  realized  the 
amount  of  artistic  talent  that  exists  In 
VJojtoria.  There  seems  no  reason  why 
the  school  should  not  he  a  success,  for 
with  the  increase  of  wealth  In  the  city 
there  has  been  an  ever-growing  demand 
f)or  hand- wrought  mate!  work,  wood 
carving,    plaster    work,    etc. 

This  demand  has  hitherto  been  sup- 
plied from  outside  the  Province,  cither 
from  the  Eastern  States  or  Kurope,  or 
by  nslriR  the  temporary  services  of 
nkilled  workmen  from  abroad.

Some  of  Them  Have  Remained 
Intact  Since  Cromwell's 
Time — Purchases  by  Tenant 
Farmers, 


LONDON,  March  29.— More  than 
$^5,000,000  in  landed  estates,  many  of 
them  dating  back  to  Cromwell's  time, 
and  the  majority  of  them  belonging  to 
tho  nobility,  have  been  forced  into  the 
market  by  the  Parliamentary  policy  of 
breaking  up  the  land  into  small  farms 
for  the  benefit  of  the  small  tenant  far- 
n-.ors    and    laboring   classes. 

The  Karl  of  Hchester's  "Tied  Lynch" 
place,  in  Somerset  County,  one  of  those 
sold,  was  mentioned  in  Domesday  Book 
In  I08fi-1086,  and  it  was  once  the  home 
of  Sir  Stephen  Korx,  one  of  the  founders 
of  Chelsea  Hospital,  who  llVed  in  six 
reigns.  At  ono  end  of  the  place  Is  Colt 
Maur,  where  King  Alfred  is  said  to  have 
hidden. 

Another  of  the  estates  disposed  of, 
Finedon  Hall,  In  North  Hants,  has  on 
it  the  Bell  Inn,  whose  license,  dated 
104  2,    Is   the.   oldest    in    Kngland, 

Brasted  Place,  In  Kent,  goes  back  to 
Kdward  II.  Napoleon  III.  once  dwelt 
there. 

The  Earl  of  Cranbrook'a  place  at 
Hotnstead,  in  Kent,  was  named  In  a 
charter  granted  by  King"  Kthelred  In 
99.1.  Queen  Elisabeth  stayed  there, 
and  some  centuries  later  thtt  famous 
beauty,    Kitty    Fisher,    wds  a    tenant. 

All  the  estates  have  fetched  high 
prices,  even  up  to  $300  an  acre.  On 
some  of  tho  estates  were  entire  vil- 
lages.

Probably  the  most  famous  building  in 
the  world  from  an  historical  point  of 
view,  and  at  the  same  time  constituting 
the  most  interesting  pile  in  the  hlstorj 
of  the  English  metropolis  is  the  ToWe* 
of  London,  that  old  grey  building  with 
Its  ramparts  and  ancient  gates,  still 
surrounded  by  which  Is  ttOW  but  a  dry 
ditch,  once  the  famous  ir.mit.  Situated 
on  the  north  hank  of  tie  Thames,  im- 
medltitely      to     the      cast    of      the      ancient 

city  walls — since  i<m^  disappear  d — it 
still  stands  on  a  grim  custodian  of  the 
highway  when  the  old  tower  overlooked 
the   streer  thai    once    run    with    blond. 

The  whole  of  the  buildings  are  en- 
circled    by     a     double     line     of     Walls     .iml 

bulwarks  in  some  places  forty  feet 
high  and  twelve  foel  thick,  the  space 
between  the  walls  being  known  <is  'the 
outer  ward'  anil  the  interim'  as  the  'in- 
ner ward.'  This  inner  ward  was  In 
former  days  the  Hoyal  quarters,  while 
the  outer  ward  was  known  as  the  'folks' 
quarters.  Tho  wine  ward  is  defended 
by  twelve  massive  and  conspicuous 
towers  stationed  at  unequal  distances 
and  possessing  distinctive  names  and 
formations.  Proudly  raising  its  head 
in  the  centre  above  them  all  is  the  main 
quadrangular  building  and  grat  Nor- 
man keep  known  as  the  "White  Tower." 
Lying  to  the  north  are  the  barracks, 
and  to  the  north-west  'the  church  of 
St.    Peter   ad    Vinoula. 

But  times  have  Changed  with  the 
swift  How  Of  years  and  now  it  is  used 
chiefly  as  an  arsenal,  and  a  small — 
very  small  —  military  garrison  of  that 
most,  famous  of  all  regiments — the 
Yeomen  of  the  Guard  Is  to  be  found 
here. 

The   Yeomen   of   the    Guard 

Not  the  least  Item  of  Interest  In  the 
history  of  the  historic  edifice  are  the 
picturesque  custodians  of  the  town— • 
the  Yeomen  of  the  Guard — known  by 
their  quaint  sixteenth  century  dress. 
They:  constitute  a  corps  distinct  from 
the  Varders,  and  were  founded  by 
Henry  VI I.  somewhere  about  the  year 
I486,  and  were  then  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  a  private  guard  who  had  fought 
with  him  at  Bosworth.  The  original 
Yeomen  of  the  Guard  were  armed  with 
bows  and  arrows,  and  not,  as  at  pres- 
ent, with  pikes  and  ha  I  herds,  and  the 
corps  then  consisted  of  not  more  than 
34  men  all  toldf  The  officers  of  the 
guard,  which  Is  supported  •  out  of  the 
Sovereign's  Privy  Purse  or  Civil  List, 
now.  numbers  a  captain — generally  a 
peer — a  ^euteifant,  an  ensign,  a  "clerk 
of  the  cheque  and  adjutant,"  four  "ev> 
one"  and  one  hundred  rrten. 


from  the  Tower,  and  many  wore  ef- 
f€'(.fted  during  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
The  first  was  that  of  Daniel  O'Neill,  an 
iiish  iJivalicr,  Imprisoned  for  high  trea- 
son in  1643.  His  escape  was  impudent 
in  the  extreme,  for  he  dressed  himself 
as  a  WOlrian  and  calmly  walked  out  of 
the  TOWer.  Apparently  the  sentry  mis- 
took him  for  the  wife  of  one  of  the 
waiders.  He  was  never  recaptured  and 
reached  ETollanc"  in  safety,  where  he 
lived    for   many   years. 

Another  notable  escape  was  that  of 
'.'•ni  MaCgUlra  and  Colonel  MacMnhon, 
lush  loyalists.  Arreted  ,ln  Dublin  in 
1843,  they  were  brOUgn't  to  the  T.,wer 
and  Incarcerated  therein.  About  August, 
i«;i4.  they  managed  to  obtain  possession 
pf  a  saw — how,  it  is  not  recorded — with 
Which  they  cut  their  way  through  the 
prison  door.  By  the  aid  >>f  a  rope  that 
hod  Been  concealed  for  them  by  friends 
•outside  they  lowered  themselves  down 
tb  the  edge  of  the  moai  and  swam  to 
the  opposite  sid",  where  they  managed 
to  reach  the  rouse  of  a  iriend  a/id  lay 
concealed.  However,  their  liberty  was 
short  livid,  and  they  were  recaptured 
and  brought  back  to  the  Tower,  where 
eventually    they    were    both    executed.

Kinir  cjonstantino.  the  new  ruler  of 
Greece,  four  years  ago  and  before  that 
li:ik,  was  moat  unpopular  In  his  own 
kingdom,  whore  today  he  la  a  hero 
■  ins  -i  with  tiie  ancient  warriors  of 
the  historic  land.  The  ruler  for  whom 
G-re&lce  all  over  the  world,  as  well  a.' 
in  Greece,  have  boon  buying:  ChaplatS, 
swords,  jeweled  Wreaths,  as  the  liberator 
of  the  land  from  the  Turks,  lias  heard 
outside  the  rpalace  walls  at  Athena  and 
at  his  own  chateau  of  Tatei,  the.  cry  of 
the  mob  that  he  and  his  father  abdicate 
in  favor  of  his  own  eldest  son,  Prince 
^'iPJge;  lie  has  had  the  military  league 
of  his  own  army  and  navy  against  him 
to  the  extent  of  mutiny;  he  has  been 
Inveighed  against  In  the  Parliament  and 
publicly  scored  in  the  newspapers  for 
'political  reasons.  Now  when  he  re<- 
turns  to  Athens,  not  only  as  King,  but 
as  commander  of  an  army  that  revived 
the  glory  that  once  was  Greece,  there 
will  be  no  limit  to  the  popular  enthus- 
iasm. 

Kay  Select  Ancient  Title 
It  was  not' known  today  whether  it 
will  be  King  Constantlne  XIII.  or  King 
Constantlne  I.  when  the  time  com,  .1  to 
ascend  the  throne  of  the  Hellenese.  The 
last  Byzantine  emperor  centuries  ago 
was  Constantlne  XII.,  and  as  the  king- 
dom now  may  embrace  considerable  of 
the  ancient  territory  of  the  empire  of 
the  Kast.  the  ancient  title  may  be  se- 
lected, but  among  educated  Greeks  of 
the  city  today,  it  was  thought  that  a 
new   line   will   be   instituted. 

Konstantinos,  Du-ke  of  Sparta,  eldest 
son  of  King  George,  was  'born  at  Athens, 
August  2,  1868.  He  was  educated  by 
tutors  who  were  brought  from  Lelpslc. 
and  one  of  the  acci>«atl»ns  against  him 
ham  been  that  he  has  shown  the  effects 
of  German  Influence.  Tall,  soldierly  In 
appearance,  quiet,  reserved  almost  to 
the  point  of  shyness,  in  the  ordinary 
coqrt  functions  he  has  always  made 
every  endeavor  to  avoid  the  crowds.  He 
Is  a  soldier.  Just  a*  his  sometime  more 
popular  brother.  Prince  George,  took  to 
the  'sea,  so  did  Prince  Constantlne  in- 
cline to  the  army  and  his  military  edu- 
cation wag  received  from  the  beat  in- 
structor, in   Europe. 


CONSTANTINOPLE,  March  23. — On 
tiie  Uv.vJla.te  upun  sp,  n  .  part  drill 
ground  and  pari  Utyig  hill,  known  local- 
ly as  t ho  ■'Field  of  Mars,"  one  may  see 
any  morning  Just  now  Ions  strings  of 
animals  tied  head  to  tail.  They  are,  or 
once  were,  pack-animals  of  the  baggage 
train  and  they  have  been  sent  t  aclc  here 
from  the  army  u.s  unlit  for  further  ser« 
vie-\ 

Their  shaggy;  mud-matted  hides  sink 
into  hollows  among  the  framework  of 
bones  they  cover.  Nearly  every  horse 
is  lame  and  some  are  constantly  falling 
and  have  to  be  flogged  to  their  feet  to 
hobble  on  to  the  veterinary  officer  who 
Is  dividing  the  curables  from  the  in- 
curables. They  have  been  driven  in  for 
two  or  thr.es  day.ef  march,  without  food, 
often  without  water,  and  the  t'ainishiiin 
animals  gnaw  the  rope  .that  ties  them 
to   the   next   borfle   in    the   string. 

The  veterinary  officer  makes  a  rapid 
examination  of  each  horse.  Some  he 
picks  out  as  capable  of  recovery.  They 
are  sent  to  the  cavalry  hariack  stables 
for  a  rest  before  going  back  to  Work:. 
For  the  others  a  worse  fate  is  reserved. 
In  shambling,'  hobbling  droves  the  dy- 
ing  beasts  are  herded  down  the  hi!!, 
across  the  Golden  Horn  and  up  to  the 
horse  bazaar  near  the  Faitli  Mosque, 
Here  they  are  sold  for  ten  lo  fifteen 
lenstres  each  to  be  worked  by  their 
buyers  for  a  few  days  until  in  sheer 
weakness  they  drop  for  the  last  time, 
till  no  beating  can  gel  them  to  their 
teat   and    they   are    left   to    die. 

And  when  the  visitor  asks  why  tlv 
poor--  brutes  cannot  be  mercifully  de- 
stroyed, he  gets  the  n-iive  answer  that 
tho  Koran  forMda  a  Mussulman'  to  take 
life. 

There 'has  probably  never  been  more 
Wastage  of  horseflesh  in  any  campaign. 
The.  Turk  Is  a  good  enough  horseman 
but  no  horscniaster 'at  all.  Three  weeks 
after  the  war  began  the  horses  of  their 
best  cavalry  regiments  were  ia  an  ap- 
palling condition.  in  the  interests,  pr.  - 
sumably,  of  soldierly  alertness,  the 
horses  were  picketed  at  nitfht  with  their 
saddles  on  and  the  result  was  soies 
that  'made  tin;  horses'  backs  look'  as  if 
they  had   been   partly   flayed. 

With  tiie  pack  animals  it  was  even 
worse.  They  were  of  all  sorts  and 
sizes,  commandeered  haphazard  as  they 
chanced  to  come  along  in  the  streets 
of  Constantinople.  But  however  they 
varied  in  shape  or  dimensions  the  same 
regulation  wooden  pack  saddle  turned 
out  by  the  hundred  was  Clapped  on  Ihe 
lui.k  of  each  without  thj  least  altera- 
tion or  easing,  and  kept    there  night  and 

day.

TO    THE    AMAZON   VALLEY 

In  view  of  tiie  present  condition  of 
trade  and  industry  in  the  Amazon  Val- 
ley, the  Port  of  1'aia  and  the.  Booth 
Steamship  Company  are  organizing  a 
technical  expedition  to  the  valley,  says 
The  London  Times.  The  object  of  the 
expedition  Is  to  carry  out  certain  recom- 
mendations contained  in  11  repoft  on  the 
Industrial  pofltion  in  the  valley  gener- 
ally, and  the  condition  of  the  rubber  in- 
dustry In  particular,  made  to  the  or- 
ganizers by  Mr.  C.  E.  Akers,  who  now 
undertakes  the  management  of  the  ex- 
pedition. 

While  the  price  of  rubber  ruled  high 
all  the  energies  of  the  population  Were 
directed  to  the  production  of  that  ar- 
ticle without  any  proper  regard  to  the 
future  of  the  industry  and  to  the  ne- 
glect of  the  proper  development  of  other 
agricultural  products.  The  first  work 
of  the  expedition,  therefore,  will  be  to, 
introduce  Improved  methods  for  culti- 
vating rubber  and  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  the  production  of  cacao 
and  other  commercial  products  which 
are  now  neglected.  There  Is  in  contem- 
plation the  establishment  of  an  agricul- 
tural school,  which  it  is  hoped  will  set 
the  example  to  the  surrounding  dis- 
tricts, and  members  of  the  expedition 
will  travel  up  and  down  the  valley  In- 
structing thonatlves  In  improved  meth- 
ods of  tapping  ruhber,  from  which  very 
largely    improved    results    are    expected. 

The  egpedlHon.  which  will  stert  on 
April  IS.  will  take  out  a  number  of 
skilled  overseers  and  natives  from  the 
Malay  States.  Dr.  Moffat  is  going  *■ 
medical  officer  end  to  conduct  technical 
research;  he  will  also  collect  specimen* 
ot  parasites  for  the  School  of  Tropical 
Medicine  and  possibly  for  the  British 
im.     The  expedition  will  probably 


In  Kurope  no  other  finger  than  the 
third  of  the  left  hand  'is  now  ever 
considered  for  either  an  engagement 
cr  wedding  ring.  But  it  was  not  alwayi) 
so.  At  the  time  of  the  Reformation  it 
was  just  coming  into  fashion,  and  the 
rule.  .siLj-s  London  Tit-Tilts,  in  discussing 
the  subject,  In  the  ancient  Greek  church 
CV8J3  the  use  of  the  right  hand  third 
t'mvjei.  Wedding  rings  have  been  used 
hai  k  as  far  as  we  have  any  records:, 
anil-  the  right  hand  was  the  favored 
one. 

There  are  no  authentic  reasons  for 
the  change  save  that,  the  right  hand 
being  in  active  use,  the  ring  was  more 
liable  to  wear  and  Injury,  as  the  gold 
used  was  exceedingly  soft.  A  fifth 
century  writer  speaks  very  entertain- 
ingly of  rings.  It  was  then  the  fashion 
to  wear  great  numbers  of  them,  elab- 
orately set  with  Jewels,  carved,  and 
sometimes  of  massive  designs  and  pro- 
portions, so  that  the  hands  thus  laden 
were  scarcely  fitted  for  heavy  work. 
Then  the  rings  began  to  be  worn  ex- 
clusively   upon    the    left    hand,    leaving 

the    right    one    fraa 


Fanciful  Season  Given 

The  fanciful  reason  given  by  'many 
for  the  use  of  the  third  left  hand  fln- 
Ker  Id  that  it  la  nearest  the  heart,  and, 
at  an  old  chronicle  says,  this  digit 
"hath  especially  .  the  honor  to  bear 
rings."  The  story  of  the  s'.gnrt  ring 
has  an  interest  to  all,  fjr  history  tells 
us  that  every  free  njian  in  Greece  was 
privileged  to  wear  big  signet  ring,  and 
it  was  a  much  prized  possession.  The 
Custom  was  evidently  adopted  from 
the  Sabines,  and  free  citizens  of  Rome 
made  some  of  theirs  of  Iron.  After- 
ward, w-hen  Rome  was  luxuriating  in 
her  tremendous  power  and  was  in  the 
height  of  glory,  man?  a  staunch  old 
Roman  displayed  his  signet  ring  of 
iron  in  token  of  his  regard  for  the 
syntbol     of     f.  rmer    days. 

History  does  not  tell  us  Just  when 
the  custom  of  wedding  rings  originated, 
hut  it  was  long  before  the  time  of 
Christ.  Some  say  that  the  ring  is  an 
emhlem  of  eternity,  as  the  circle  has  no 
beginning  and  no  ending;  and  from  th 
earliest  time  it  was  regarded  as  a 
symbol  of  constancy  ami  fidelity,  and 
exchanged  fn  other  transactions  beside 
matrimony  where  evidences -of  faith  and 
loyalty  were  solemnly  sworn  to  and 
Sealed  with  tiie  sacred  token.
